To  authorize  Edward  Y.  Farquhar  to  mortgage  certain  real  estate  in  the  city  of 

Philadelphia. 

Whereas,   Eliza  Farquhar,  late  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  widow, 
by  her  last  will  and  testament,  bearing  date  the  ninth  day  of  June,  A. 
Preamble.  D.,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  duly  proved  and  remain- 

ing on  file  in  the  register  of  wills'  office  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia, 
did,  amongst  other  things,  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  her  son,  Edward 
Y.  Farquhar,  the  two  properties  owned  by  her,  numbers  fifty-six  and 
fifty-eight.  Walnut  street,  between  Third  and  Dock  streets,  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  and  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  lots  thereunto 
belonging,  running  through  to  Pear  street,  to  be  held  by  him  for  his 
own  proper  use  and  benefit,  for  and  during  the  term  of  his  natural  life, 
and  to  manage,  rent,  and  improve  the  same,  as  he  may  see  fit;  and  to 
receive  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  for  his  own  use  and  benefit; 
at  the  same  time  giving  him  full  power  to  devise  and  bequeath  to  his 
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?ieirs  at  law,  the  aforesaid  two  described  properties,  in  sueli  manner  and 
wilh  such  restrictions,  as  to  him  may  seem  right,  by  sny  instrument  of 
writing  in  the  nature  of  a  last  will  and  testament : 

And  rvhereas.  It  is  proposed  to  improve  the  said  two  described  pro- 
perties, by  tearing  down  the  present  old  and  dilapidated  buildings,  and 
erecting  extensive  buildings  thereon  ;  and  it  is  desirable  that  a  sufficient

That  so  much  of  the  act  to  enable  the  governor  to  incor- 
porate a  company  for  making  an  artificial  road  from  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burg, by  way  of  Braddock's  Field  to  Turtle  creek,  at  or  near  the  farm 
of  Allen  Brown,  and  for  other  purposes,  as  refers  to  the  incorporation 
of  the  said  last  named  company,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Relating  to  the  common  schools  of  the  city  of  Lancaster. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of'  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  city  of  Lancaster  shall  continue  to  form  one  common  school  district 
for  all  purposes  of  education,  according  to  the  existing  common  school 
laws  of  the  commonwealth,  except  so  much  thereof  as  is  altered,  sup- 
plied or  repealed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  the  usual  place  of 
holding  city  elections,  and  between  the  hours  of  one  and  seven  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  the  voters  of  said  city  shall  elect  thirty-six  qualified 
citizens  thereof,  having  resided  therein  one  year  next  before  their  elec- 
tion, to  serve  as  common  school  directors,  twelve  for  one  year,  twelve 
for  two  years  and  twelve  for  three  years  from  the  day  of  election;  and 
annually  thereafter  at  the  same  time  and  place,  they  shall  elect  twelve 
citizens  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  for  three  years,  which  thirty-six 
citizens  so  elected  shall  with  the  mayor  and  the  presidents  of  the  select 
and  common  councils  of  the  city  for  the  time  being,  as  ex  officio  mem- 
bers, constitute  the  board  of  directors  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
city  of  Lancaster. 

Section  3.  Notice  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  said  election, 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  tlie  board,  shall  be  published 
in  not  less  than  two  of  the  weekly  newspapers  of  the  city,  at  least 
three  times  next  preceding  the  election;  annually  a  qualified  citizen 
chosen  by  the  voters  present  at  the  opening  of  the  election  shall  act  as 
inspector,  another  chosen  in  the  same  manner  shall  act  as  judge,  and 
the  secretary  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  act  as  clerk;  the  returns  of 
the  election  shall  be  made  by  the  clerk  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
general  common  school  law  of  the  state,  and  within  five  days  thereafter 
the  clerk  shall  notify  each  person  chosen  of  his  election.

Section  9.  All  applicants  for  the  station  of  teacher  in  any  of  the 
common  schools  of  the  city,  shall  be  examined  by  such  committee  as 
the  board  may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  in  the  presence  of  all  the  mena* 
bers  vi?ho  shall  think  proper  to  attend,  and  certificates  signed  by  the

At  the  regular  meeting  in  May,  annually,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  the  board  shall  authorize  to  be  levied  upon  said 
city,  such  an  amount  of  tax  as  shall  be  necessary  to  keep  the  schools 
in  operation  as  aforesaid,  and  to  defray  all  the  common  school  expenses 
of  the  district,  which  tax  shall  not  exceed  forty  cents  on  each  hundred 
dollars  of  the  valuation  of  said  city,  except  in  the  case  of  offices  and 
posts  of  profit,  professions,  trades  and  occupations,  and  of  single  free- 
men above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  do  not  follow  any  occu- 
pation, in  which  cases  it  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  assessed  on  the 
same  for  county  purposes,  but  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  fifty  cents; 
and  said  tax  shall  be  levied,  apportioned  and  assessed  upon  the  same 
persons,  property  and  things,  and  the  duplicate  thereof  made  out  in  the 
same  manner  as  are  prescribed  in  the  general  common  school  laws  now 
in  force,  and  shall  from  the  dale  of  the  warrant  for  the  colleclion  thereof, 
constitute  and  continue  to  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  of  the  respec- 
tive tax-payers  named  in  the  duplicate,  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
city  lax  is  now  a  lien. 

Section  11.  When  the  tax  is  so  levied,  apportioned  and  assessed,

The  board  shall  have  power  to  borrow,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  ground  and  the  erection  of  school  houses,  whenever  the  same 
shall  be  necessary,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding,  at  any 
one  time,  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  to  pledge  by  mortgage,  any  part  or 
all  of  their  real  estate  for  the  security  and  re-payment  thereof;  and  also, 
annually  to  effect  a  temporary  loan,  on  bond  or  note,  of  any  sum  that

To  erect  Montoursville,  in  Lycoming  county,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Montoursville,  in  the  county  of  Lycoming,  shall  be  set  apart  and  be 
separate  from  the  township  of  Fairfield,  in  said  county,  and  the  same 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called 
"The  borough  of  Montoursville,"  bounded  and  limited  as  follows,  to 
wit:  beginning  at  a  post  a  corner  of  land  of  Charles  Lloyd  and  the 
free  school  lot ;  thence  south  seventy-three  (73)  degrees  east  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  perches  (160)  to  a  post;  thence  south  seventeen  (17) 
degrees  west  eighty  perches  and  eight  tenths  of  a  perch  (80.8)  to  a 
post;  thence  north  seventy-three  (73)  degrees  west  one  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  (168)  perches  to  a  post;  thence  north  thirteen  (13)  degrees 
east  forty  perches  and  eight-tenths  of  a  perch  (40.8)  to  the  great  road 
leading  from  Williamsport  to  Muncy  ;  thence  along  the  west  line  of 
land  of  Nathaniel  Burrows,  north  twenty-eight  and  one-half  (28|)  de- 
grees east  forty  perches  and  eight-tenths  of  a  perch  (40.8)  to  the  place 
of  beginning. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly,  passed 
the  first  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty -four,  entitled  "•  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  bor- 
oughs," are  hereby  extended  to  the  borough  of  Montoursville,  except 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  The  high  constable  of  the  said  borough  shall  have  the 
power  and  authority  vested  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  in  the 
constables  of  the  different  townships  in  the  said  county,  and  shall  give 
bond  for  the  just  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  in 
the  manner  required  of  the  constables  of  the  different  townships  in  the 
said  county. 

Section  4.  At  the  first  election  held  in  the  said  borough  for  borough 
officers,  there  shall  be  elected  six  school  directors,  two  to  serve  for  one 
year,  two  to  serve  for  two  years  and  two  to  serve  for  three  years,  and 
thereafter  two  school  directors,  annually;  and  the  said  school  directors 
shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  possess  the  like  powers  in  all  respects 
as  school  directors  elected  agreeably  to  the  general  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth. 

Section  5.  The  school  diffectors  first  elected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  immediately  after  their  election,  cause  to  be  made  an 
enumeration  of  the  resident  taxable  inhabitants  in  said  borough,  and 
the  president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
superintendent  of  common  schools,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  adopt  the 
number  of  taxables  thus  certified  to  him,  as  the  basis  of  the  distribution 
to  said  borough  of  its  share  of  the  state  appropriation;  and  the  amount 
to  which  the  said  borough  is  entitled  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
to  which  Fairfield  school  district,  in  the  said  county,  would  otiierwise 
be  entitled,  until  after  the  next  triennial  enumeration  of  taxables  for 
school  purposes. 
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Section  6.  At  the  first  election  held  in  the  said  borough  for  borough 
officers,  and  thereafter,  annually,  there  shall  be  elected  an  assessor  and  Election  of  offi- 
a  judge  and  two  inspectors,  to  conduct  the  general  and  borough  elec- ^""^  of  ^^^'^^^°°^' 
tions  in  said  borough,  and  at  such  times  as  are  directed  by  the  existing 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  an  assistant  assessor  and  two  justices  of 
the  peace. 

Section  7.   The  qualifications  of  voters  in  the  election  of  burgess  g^     gg  ^^j 
and  town  council,  shall  be  those  required  by  the  act  of  general  assem-  j^^j^  council, 
bly,  passed  the  first  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-four,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  incorporation 
of  boroughs  ;"  and  the  qualifications  of  voters   in    the  election  of  all  ■ 

other  officers  provided  for  by  this  law,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required 
in  the  election  of  similar  officers  in  the  different  townships  in  said 
county. 

Section  8.   The  said  borough  shall  form  a  separate  election  district.  Separate  election 
and  the  qualified  voters  therein  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  district, 
borough  elections  at  the  public  school  house,  in  said  borough. 

Section  9.   The  borough  elections  in  said  borough  shall  be  held  on  Annual  elections, 
the  third  Friday  in  February  of  every  year,  between  the  hours  of  nine 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  six  o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  said  day. 

Section   10.   Any  indebtedness  by  Fairfield  township  for  the  making  Any  indebtedness 
and  repairing  of  roads  or  bridges,  and  for  the  support  of  paupers,  and  of  Fairfield 
by  Fairfield  school  district,  shall  be  paid  ratably  by  the  proper  authori-  ^^^^^^'^  J^  ^'** 
ties  of  the  said  township  and  district,  and  the  borough  of  Montours-    ^[j"^!. 
ville,  and  any  money  due  or  owing  to  the  said   township   or  district, 
shall  be  divided  ratably  between  the  said  township  and  district,  and  the 
borough  of  Montoursville. 

Section   11.   It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  council  of  said  borough,  Assessaient  and 
to  assess  and  collect  a  tax  on  all  single  freemen  and  inmates  resident  in  collection  of 
said  borough,  to  be  rated  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  raise  taxes. 
and  collect  county  rates  and  levies^  and  the  said  town  council  shall  fur- 
ther have  the  power  and  authority  to  assess  and  collect,  on  each  and 
every  dog  owned  in  said  borough,  a  tax  in  amount  not  exceeding  one 
dollar,  and  on  every  bitch,  a  tax  in  amount  not  exceeding  three  dollars, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper  for  the  use  of  said  corporation.

elsewhere ;  and  also  be  able  to  take  and  hold  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, either  by  gift,  grant,  devise  or  lease,  any  real  estate  for  the 
use  of  the  said  company,  and  by  gift,  grant,  bargain  and  sale,  will  or 
bequest,  any  goods  and  chattels,  sum  and  sums  of  money  from  any 
person  or  persons  whatsoever,  for  the  use  of  the  said  company;  to 
make  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and 
generally  to  do  and  perform  all  and  singular  such  matters  and  things  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  them  to  do  and  perform  for  the  well 
being  and  due  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  company,  and  for 
the  improvement  and  ornamenting  of  its  grounds.

Whereas,   The  commissioners  of  Lancaster  county  are  now  erect-  preamble, 
ing  a  new  county  prison,  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  which, 
legislative  enactment  is  required  ;  therefore,  ■, .'; 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta-  .  •-•! 

tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  1)y  the  aulhority  of  the  same.  That 
the  said  new  prison  when  completed,  shall  be  known  and  called  by  the  jijame. 
name  of  "  Tlie  Lancaster  county  prison,"  and  shall  be  managed  by  a  inspectors  to  con- 
board  of  inspectors,  consisting  of  six  discreet  taxable  citizens  residing  sist  of  six.

and  the  said  commissioners  shall  also  keep  a  minute  of  that  day's  pro- 
ceedings, and  the  same  to  be  properly  preserved  in  their  office  ;  the 
inspectors  shall  also  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  appoint- 
ment, be  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office 
with  fidelity  and  according  to  law,  a  copy  of  which  oath  or  affirmation 
shall  be  signed  by  the  inspectors,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  said  county 

Section  2.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  said  prison  are  hereby  enacted  and  established  :

They  shall  at  their  first  meeting,  and  annually  thereafter,  appoint  of 
their  number,  a  president  and  secretary,  they  shall  keep  regular  minutes 
of  their  proceedings,  hold  stated  meetings  once  a  month,  and  adjourned 
and  special  meetings  whenever  necessary  ;  they  shall  annually  appoint 
a  keeper,  physician  and  all  other  officers  for  the  prison,  and  fix  their 
salaries  or  compensation,  as  well  as  that  of  all  other  persons  employed 
in  and  about  the  prison  ;  a  majority  of  said  inspectors  shall  constitute 
a  board,  and  may  do  any  act  or  acts  required  of  said  inspectors,  and 
shall  with  the  approbation  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said 
county,  make  such  rules  for  the  internal  regulation  and  government  of 
the  prison,  as  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
this  commonwealth,  or  the  principles  of  separate  confinement,  as  set 
forth  and  declared  by  this  act ;  they  shall  direct  the  manner  in  which 
all  the  bedding,  clothing,  provisions  and  all  articles  and  supplies  neces-  ' 
sary  for  the  support  and  employment  of  the  persons  confined  in  said 
prison  shall  be  purchased,  and  also  the  sale  of  articles  manufactured 
therein,  and  shall  direct  the  manner  in  which  the  convicts  confined  in 
said  prison  shall  be  employed;  they  shall  determine  the  quantity  and 
the  kind  of  food  that  shall  be  furnished  daily  to  each  person  confined  in 
said  prison,  and  the  debtors'  apartment;  they  shall  determine  the  bed- 
ding of  all  convicts,  prisoners  and  debtors,  the  form  and  color  of  the 
uniform  of  male  convicts,  and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  female 
convicts  and  prisoners,  in  summer  and  winter;  they  shall  at  least  by 
■one  of  their  number,  visit  the  prison  and  apartment  for  debtors  at  least 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  to  see  that  the  duties  of  the 
-several  officers  and  attendants  are  correctly  and  strictly  performed,  and 
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to  prevent  all  oppression,  peculalion,  or  other  abuse  or  mismanagement 
of  said  prison;  they  shall  on  their  visit  to  the  cells  and  to  the  debtor 
apartment,  speak  to  each  person  confined  therein,  and  shall  not  be 
attended  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  unless  thereto  specially 
required  by  them  ;  they  shall  if  required,  be  furnished  by  the  keeper 
with  a  calendar  of  the  persons  confined  in  said  prison,  and  shall  by  Calendar,

vacancies  thus  or  othervirise  occurring:  they  shall  on  or  before  the  Mon- 
day of  the  first  term  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  in  every  year, 
make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  said  court,  of  the  state  of  the  said 
prison;  the  report  shall  contain  the  number  of  prisoners  in  confinement, 
their  age  and  alleged  place  of  nativity,  time  of  commitment,  for  what 
oflence,  noticirrg  those  who  escaped,  died,  and  the  disease  of  which 
they  died,  who  were  pa^-doned  or  discharged  ;  slso,  such  observations 
on  the  efficiency  of  the  system  df  separate  confinement  as  may  be  the 
result  of  their  experience,  and  give  such  information  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  for  making  said  prison  effectual  in  the  punishment  and  refor- 
mation of  offenders;  whereupon  the  said  court  «hall  order  the  same

then  next.

The  keeper  shall  reside  In  the  prison  or  institution,  and  not  absent 
himself  for  a  night  without  the  consent  of  two  of  the  inspectors  in  wri- Keeper  to  reside 
ting;  he  shall  visit  every  cell  and  apartment,  and  see  and  inspect  the'^"  P"^*^"- 
condition  of  every  person  confined  under  his  care,  at  least  twice  every 
day,  and  rfiener  if  practicable,  and  whenvigiting  the  departments  of  the 
females,  shall  be  attended  by  the  matron,  if  there  be  one;  he  shall  keep 
a  joHrnal,  in  which  shall  be  regularly  entered  the  reception,  discharge, 
death,  pardon  or  escape  of  any  prisoner;  the  complaints  that  are  made 
and  the  punishsaents  inflicted  for  the  breach  of  prison  discipline,  as 
they  occur  ;  the  visits  of  inspectors  and  physicians,  and  all  other  occur- 
rences of  note  .that  concern  the  state  of  the  prison  ;  he  may,  with  the  ,.*>„,  1 
advi-ce  of  the  inspectors,  dismiss  the  under-keepers,  or  any  of  them;  .i,  :„-,r;, 
he-shall  repoKt  all  infractions  of  the  rules  to  the  inspectors,  and  with  the 
approbation  of  one  of  them,  punish  the  offender  in  such  manner  as  shall  ''  ' 
directed  by  ithe  rules  to  be  enacted  by  the  inspectors,  as  hereinbefore       ,          • 
provided  fs-r  ;  he  shall  take  charge,  keep  and  preserve  all  money,  effects             " 
and  clothes  found  on  persons  brought  into  the  prison  to  be  confined  as         ^         "   . 
•convicts  or  prisoners,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  them  or  their  order 
vwhen  .discJiarged  ;  he  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to 
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the  prisoners  according  to  the  prison  allowance,  and  siiperintentl  the  work 
of  sucli  as  aie  employed;  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the  physi- 
cian whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness  as  to 
require  medical  aid  ;  he  shall  obey  all  legal  orders  given  by  the  inspec- 
tors, and  all  rules  established  for  the  governiTient  uf  said  prison,  as  here- 
inbefore provided  for. 

ARTICLE  III. 

tINDER-KEEPERS    AND    THEIR    DUTIES. 

The  under-keepers  shall  see  and  inspect  every  person  coiiimitted  to 
Under  keepers,  their  care,  at  least  three  times  in  every  day,  and  oftener  if  diiected; 
duties  of.  t}^ey  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to  the  prisoners,  ac- 

cording to  the  prison  allowance,  and  superintend,  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  keeper,  the  work  of  such  as  are  employed  j  they  shall 
give  immediate  notice  to  the  keeper,  or.  in  his  absence,  to  the  physi- 
cian, whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness  as  to 
require  medical  aid.  The  under-keepers  shall  have  each  a  certain  num- 
ber of  persons  confined  assigned  to  their  ward,  and  shall  daily  report  to 
the  keeper  of  their  health  and  conduct;  nor  shall  any  of  the  under- 
keepers  be  present  when  the  keeper  or  any  of  the  inspectors  visit  the 
persons  confined  under  his  particular  care,  unless  required  thereto  by 
them.  They  shall  obey  all  legal  orders  given  by  the  keeper  or  inspec- 
tors, and  all  rules  established  for  the  government  of  the  prison.  All 
orders  to  the  under-keepers  must  be  given  through  or  by  the  keeper. 
They  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  the  prison  during  the  hours  of 
duty,  without  permission  in  writing  by  the  keeper. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PHYSICIAN    AND    HIS    DUTIES. 

The  physician  shall  visit  every  prisoner  once  in  every  fortnight,  and 
Physician,  duties  ^p^g^g^  jf  i|,g  5^.^,6  ^f  (^ig  or  iier  health  shall  require  it,  and  report,  in  wri- 
**  ■  ting,  once  every  three  months  to  the  inspectors  ;  he  shall  attend  immedi- 

ately on  notice  from  the  keeper  that  any  prisoner  is  sick,  prescribe  and  ad- 
minister to  their  need ;  he  shall,  on  reception  of  any  person  into  the  prison 
as  a  convict,  if  present,  or  if  not,  at  his  next  visit,  examine  the  state  of 
his  or  her  health  ;  he  shall  direct  the  diet  of  those  under  his  care,  as 
well  as  such  other  matters  as  in  his  judgment  will  best  promote  the 
health,  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  sick. 

ARTICLE  V. 

TREATMENT    OF    CONVICTS. 

On  the  reception  of  a  convict,  he  or  she  shall  be  examined  by  the 
Convicts  tr  t-  deeper,  in  presence  of  any  of  the  inspectors  who  may  be  present,  and 
ment  of.'  of  ih^  under-keepers  who  can  conveniently  attend,  of  his  or  her  name, 

parentage,  alledged  place  of  nativity,  profession,  trade  or  occupation, 
complexion,  color  of  hair,  eyes,  height,  and  length  of  his  or  her  feet,  ac- 
curately measured,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with  such  other  natural  or  accidental  marks 
or  peculiarity  of  features  or  appearance,  as  may  serve  to  identify  the  per 
son  ;  and  if  the  convict  can  write,  shall  write  his  or  her  signature  to  the  de- 
scription of  his  or  her  person.     He  or  she  shall  then  be  examined  by  the 
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physician,  if  present,  of  his  or  her  heallli ;  then  be  stripped  of  all  money, 
effects  and  clothes  on  their  persons,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of 
record  in  a  book  provided  for  ilial  purpose  ;  and  shall  be  kept,  preserved 
and  delivered  as  herein  provided  for.  He  or  she  shall  then  be  bathed, 
cleaned  and  clothed  in  the  uniform  of  the  prison,  and  condncled  to  the 
cell  assiffned  him  or  her,  numerically  assigned,  by  which  he  or  she  shall 
thereafter  be  known  durin;^  his  or  her  imprisonment.  No  convict  shall 
be  allowed  the  use  of  tobacco  or  ardent  spirits  in  any  form,  unless 
under  the  special  direction  of  the  attending  physician,  or  be  permitted 
to  receive  any  thing  but  the  prison  allowance  ;  and  any  person  that  shall 
supply  or  attempt  to  supply  a  convict  with  any  article,  by  this  clause 
forbidden,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  iban  twenty,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ;  and  if  an  officer  or  keeper,  be  dismissed.      No  ' 

convict  shall  be  discharged  whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  disease,  al- 
though entitled  thereto,  unless  by  their  own  desire.  ^I'he  uniform  of  con- 
victs shall  be  determined  by  the  inspeclors.  '■  *  hen  a  convict  shall  be  dis- 
charged by  the  expiration  of  his  or  her  time  of  imprisonment,  or  by 
pardon,  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  prison  shall  be  taken  off,  and  those 
belonging  to  the  convict  restored,  together  with  any  money  or  effects 
taken  from  him  or  her  at  the  lime  of  reception  into  prison  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for.  If  he  or  she  shall  not  possess  any  money  or  suitable 
clothing,  the  inspectors  shall  provide  them  with  what,  in  their  judg- 
ment, may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  money  and  clothing  two  dol- 
lars in  amount. 

ARTICLE  VI.  .1 

TREATMENT    OF    PRISONERS — DEBTORS    EXCEPTED.  '      .,,: 

On  the  reception  of  any  person  for  imprisonment  in  said  prison,  com- 
mitted to  await  his  or  her  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be  examined  by  the  Prisoners,  treat- 
keeper,  in  presence  of  the  ofHcer  or  other  person  delivering  said  prisoner,  ™^"^  "'• 
any  of  the  inspectors  who  may  be  present,  and  of  the  under-keepers 
who  can  conveniently  attend,  and  deprived  of  all  money  and  effects, 
clothing  excepted,  on  their  person,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of 
record  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  ;  which  money  and  effects  , 

shall  be  kept,   preserved  and  delivered  as  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  . 

shall  be  signed  by  the  keeper,  and  attested  by  the  aforesaid  persons  who  '  ' '  "'' 

may  be  present  at  the  aforesaid  examination  and  deprivation  of  him  or 
her  as  aforesaid.  He  or  she  shall  then,  if  necessary,  be  bathed  and 
cleaned,  and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him  or  her,  numerically  de- 
signated, by  which  he  or  she  shall  therafter  be  known  during  his  or 
her  imprisonment.  They  shall  be  provided,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
inspectors  it  is  necessary  for  their  comfort,  with  suitable  clothing  to  be 
worn  while  in  prison.  They  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  as  the  in- 
spectors may  adopt  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  for  the  preser- 
vation of  cleanliness,  decorum  and  order  in  the  cells  among  the  pri-  ^  ,;.,,.../) 
soners ;  and  may  be  punished  by  closer  confinement  and  deprivation  of 
food,  until  obedience  is  submitted  to.  No  prisoner  shall  be  discharged  ' 
whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  illness,  unless  by  his  own  desire. 
When  a  prisoner  shall  be  discharged  from  imprisonment,  the  money 
and  effects  of  which  he  or  she  was  deprived  when  received  into  prison, 
shall  be  restored  as  herinbefore  provided  for,  unless  paid  out  before  that 
time,  by  order  of  such  persons  :  Provided  however,  That  such  per- 
sons shall  not  be  compelled  to  labor  unless  at  their  own  desire",  and 
should  any  desire  it,  he  or  she  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  put  to  •  , 
such  labor  as  shall  be  in  pratice  in  said  prison  ;  and  in  case  of  acquittal              vi'U'-'<-:f'^ii 
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on  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be  paid  for  their  labor  by  the  inspectors,  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  prison,  such  sum  as  the  inspectors  of  said  prison  shall 
judge  he  or  she  is  in  equity  entitled  to  :  Provided  also,  That  any  such 
person  shall,  at  his  or  her  expense,  have  the  privilege  of  books  to  read 
and  materials  to  write,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  restriction  as  the 
inspectors  may  enact,  by  rules  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

VISITORS. 


Section  1.  The  official  visitors  of  the  prison  shall  be  the  governor, 
Official  visitors,  the  members  of  the  legislature,  secretary  of  the  coinmonwealth,  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court,  the  president  judges  of  all  the  courts  in 
the  state,  the  attorney  general,  the  president  and  associate  judges,  deputy 
attorney  general,  grand  juries,  commissioners  and  sheriff  of  the  county 
of  Lancaster;  no  person  who  is  not  an  official  visitor,  or  who  has  not 
written  permission  according  to  such  rules  as  the  inspectors  may  adopt 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  prison,  except  attorneys-at- 
law,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  their  clients  confined  for  trial;  none 
but  the  official  visitors  shall  have  any  communication  with  the  convicts, 
nor  shall  any  visitor  whatever,  be  permitted  to  deliver  to,  or  receive 
from  any  convict  or  any  person  confined,  any  letter  or  message  what- 
ever, or  to  supply  them  with  any  articles  of  any  kind,  excepting  such 
letters  or  messages  to  or  from  persons  confined  for  trial,  as  shall  first 
be  submitted  or  communicated  to  the  keeper,  or  one  of  the  inspectors, 
and  by  either  approved  of,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  ; 
any  visitor  who  shall  discover  any  abuse  or  oppression,  shall  immedi- 
ately make  the  same  known  to  the  board  of  inspectors,  or  to  the  judges 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  if  any  of  the  inspectors  are  implicated. 
Section  2.  As  soon  as  the  Lancaster  county  prison  shall  be  com- 
pleted and  prepared  for  the  reception  of  prisoners,  the  inspectors  thereof 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  take  charge  of  the  said  prison,  and 
thereupon  issue  their  order  to  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  of  Lan- 
caster, who  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  same, 
commanding  the  sheriff  forthwith  to  remove  the  said  prisoners  and 
deliver  to  the  keeper  thereof,  all  persons,  debtors  excepted,  who  shall 
then  be  confinefl  in  the  old  jail;  debtors  who  shall  then  be  in  confine- 
ment as  aforesaid,  shall  on  the  authority  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid. 
be  removed  to  the  debtor  apartment  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  com- 
pleted and  prepared  for  their  reception;  they  shall  each  be  confined  in 
ihe  respective  apartment  assigned  for  them,  and  therein  undergo  their 
respective  sentences  or  terms  of  imprisonment  as  nearly  as  may  be 
practicable  thereto,  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  such  sentence  or 
imprisonment,  and  until  they  be  otherwise  legally  discharged. 

Section  3.   Every  person  who  shall  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be 
ConTicta.  convicted  in  any  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  Lan- 

caster, of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  the  punishment  of  which  would 
be  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  excepting  murder  in  the  second 
degree  or  manslaughter,  shall  be  sentenced  by  the  proper  court  to  un- 
dergo said  punishment,  either  in  the  state  penitentiary  or  in  the  Lan- 
caster county  prison,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court;  every  person  after 
the  completion  of  said  new  prison,  convicted  in  Lancaster  county,  of 
any  offence  now  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  to 
undergo  his  or  her  imprisonment  in  the  Lancaster  county  prison. 
Section  4.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  inquest  shall 
Inquesta.  be  held  on  the  body  of  any  person  who  may  die  during  his  or  her  con- 
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finement  in  the  Lancaster  county  prison,  unless  the  coroner  of  said 
county  be  thereunto  required  by  the  inspectors  of  said  prison,  except 
in  cases  of  murder,  suicide,  manslaughter  or  death  (;aused  by  casual- 
ties ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attendinur  physician  of  said  pris^on 
to  certify  to  the  inspectors  thereof,  the  name  and  age  of  every  person  ' 

who  may  die  in  said  prison,  together  with  the  disease  or  cause  of  death 
of  each  person,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain  the  same,  which  certificate  the 
inspectors  of  said  prison  shall  cause  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  by 
them  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the  original  shall  be  by  them  delivered  Interments, 
to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county,  to  be  by 
him  filed  in  his  office  for  the  inspection  of  all  interested;  the  inspectors 
of  said  prison  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  rind  re- 
quired, unless  when  the  friends  of  the  deceased  will  take  charge  of  the  '  ' '• 
body,  to  have  such  deceased  person  interred. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  inspectors  of  the  Lancaster  county  prison,  ^. 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  discharge  from  prison,  with-  ^^^  a^ge  o 
out  the  delay  and  expense  of  any  proceeding,  under  the  insolvent  laws 
of  this  commonwealth,  every  convict  who  shall  have  served  out  the 
term  of  his  imprisonment  at  labor,  to  which  such  convict  has  been  or 
hereafter  may  be  sentenced,  notwithstanding  such  convict  shall  not  have 
paid  the  costs  of  prosecution,  fine  to  the  commonwealth,  or  restored  the 
property  stolen,  or  paid  the  value  thereof,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said 
board  of  inspectors,  such  convict  is  unable  to  pay  or  return  the  same: 
Provided  always.  That  such  discharge  shall  in  no  way  interfere  with  ProTiso. 
the  rights  of  the  commonwealth,  the  public  officers,  or  of  any  person 
interested  in  the  payment  or  restitution  thereof:  but  no  such  discharge 
shall  be  allowed  or  granted  by  the  said  board  of  inspectors,  until  such 
convict  shall  have  exhibited  to  them,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  duplicate 
schedules  of  all  his  property,  if  any  he  has,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain 
the  same,  one  of  which  schedules  or  list  of  property  shall  be  by  the 
said  inspectors  filed  and  preserved  with  the  papers  of  the  prison,  and  ' 

the  other  forthwith  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  ■    '.. 

of  Lancaster  county,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  office. 

Section  6.   No  inspector,  keeper  or  other  person  employed  or  ap-  '^ 

pointed  to  execute  any  duty,  trust  or  employment  in  and  about  the  said  Inspectors  pro- 
prison,  shall,  without  the  permission  from  the  board  of  inspectors,  sell  ".''J'*''"  selling  ai- 
any  article  of  any  kind  to  a  prisoner,  or  to  or  for  the  use  of  the  prison  „^f^  °  pnson- 
aforesaid,  or  be  directly  or  indirectly  in  way  concerned  in  any  contract 
connected  with  such  sale,  or  derive  any  emolument  or  advantage  from 
such  sale  or  contract  j  nor  shall  either  or  any  of  them  extend  to  any 
person  confined  in  said  prison,  any  favor,  lenity  or  mitigation  of  pun-    '''•*"  '.'■  ' '.    '     * 
ishment,  or  inflict  any  punishment  not  authorized  by  law  or  the  rules 
that  shall  be  adopted  by  the  inspectors,  in  accordance  with  law  ;  nor 
shall  they  receive,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  from  any  person  con- 
fined in  said  prison,  or  from  any  one  else  on  his  behalf,  any  money, 
reward,  gratuity  or  gift  whatever  ',  and  any  violation  of  this  law,  or  any 
subsequent  act  relative  to  said  prison,  shall  be  considered  and  adjudged 
a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  for  any  such  offence  before  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  the  person  so  convicted    '  ', 

shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  three    ,     ,.         Ufwo 
hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  for  any  term  not  less  than  one,  nor 
more  than  twelve  months,  and  shall  be  immediately  removed  from  such 
office  or  appointment. 

Section  7.  The  penalties  imposed  by  this  act,  the  recovery  of  which  Penaltiei  how 
is  not  herein  specially  provided  for,  shall  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  recovered! 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  use  of  the  county  of  Lan  ,      - 
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caster,  bv  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice,  alderman  or  court  of  record 
havinor  jurisdiction  of  sums  of  that  amount. 

Skction  8.  For  the  lunds  necessary  for  keeping,  furnishing  and 
maintaining  said  prison,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
llie  inspectors  are  hereby  authorized  to  apply  to  the  commissioners  of 
said  county,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  commissioners  that  the 
sum  applied  for  is  reasonable,  and  that  the  accounts  of  the  said  inspec- 
tors are  properly  kept  and  adjusted,  the  said  commissioners  shall  forth- 
with draw  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  the  said  county,  in  favor  of  the 
treasurer  of  said  prison  for  the  use  thereof,  for  such  sum  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  satisfy  such  demand. 

Sectio.v  9.  The  treasurer  of  the  said  county  of  Lancaster  shall,  in 
addition  to  his  other  duiies.  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Lan- 
caster county  prison,  and  shall  disburse  the  same  on  orders  drawn  on 
him  by  the  board  of  inspectors  of  said  prison  ;  he  shall  keep  a  true 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed,  which  account  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  inspectors,  and  each  of  them, 
and  the  commissioners  of  Lancaster  county  ;  he  shall,  onco  in  each 
year,  stale  his  accounts,  and  produce  his  vouchers,  which,  after  exami- 
nation bv  the  inspectors,  shall  by  them  be  laid  before  the  county  audi- 
tors for  settlement,  at  the  time  and  place  where  the  said  auditors  meet 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  account  of  the  commissioners  and  other  offi- 
cers, and  be  acted  and  reported  on  as  accounts  of  county  officers  are  by 
law  authorized  to  be  settled,  and  subject  to  the  same  laws  relative  thereto, 
and  be  subject  to  like  appeal,  issue  and  judgment ;  which  account,  when  • 
so  settled,  the  inspectors  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  a  manner  similar 
to  that  of  the  annual  account  of  the  county  commissioners  and  treasurer. 
The  treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  the  commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  county  of  Lancaster,  in  such  amount  and  with  such  security  as  the 
judges  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county  shall  determine 
and  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  duties  enjoined 
upon  him  by  this  act;  for  a  just  account  of  all  moneys  that  may  come 
into  his  hands  in  behalf  of  said  prison  ;  for  the  delivery  to  his  successor 
in  office,  of  all  books,  papers  and  documents,  and  other  things  held  in 
right  of  his  office  for  said  prison,  and  for  the  payment,  by  him,  of  any 
balance  of  money  belonging  to  said  prison  remaining  in  his  hands. 
The  said  treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services,  as 
shall  be  annually  fixed  by  the  inspectors,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
county  commissioners  and  county  auditors. 

Section  10.  The  keeper  of  said  prison 'when  qualified  to  act,  and 
when  he  shall  have  entered  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  and  is 
hereby  required  and  directed  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  all  persons 
lawfully  committed  by  any  court,  magistrate,  alderman  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  other  officer  having  power  to  commit  to  prison ;  and  said 
keeper  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  persons  so  com- 
mitted, in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that  sheriffs  and 
jailors  are  now  by  law  held  liable. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
Lancaster  county,  to  determine  at  what  time  the  said  prison  shall  be 
fitted  and  prepared  to  receive  convicts  and  other  prisoners,  and  when 
said  court  shall  so  determine  and  decree,  an  entry  to  that  effect  shall  be 
made  on  the  record  of  said  court,  from  which  time  this  law  shall  go 
into  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  12.  The  keeper  shall  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his

A   SUPPLEMENT

Section  2.  That  the  said  institution  shall  be  under  the  management, 
direction  and  government  of  a  number  of  trustees,  not  exceeding  nine; 
and  until  others  shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  trustees  of 
the  said  academy  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  to  wit :  James 
Miles,  Elijah  Drury,  and  Henry  Teller,  of  the  township  of  Girard ; 
and  Henry  M'Connell,  William  S.  Maynard,  .fohn  Gulliferd,  Miron 
Hutchinson,  Leffert  Hart  and  George  H.  Culler,  of  the  borough  of  Gi- 
rard 5  which  said  nine  trustees  and  their  successors,  to  be  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided,  shall  forever  be  and  they  are  hereby  created,  es- 
tablished and  declared  to  be  one  body  •politic  and  corporate,  with  per- 
petual succession,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of 
the  "Girard  academy  ;"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  be  able  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record,  and  else- 
where, and  shall  be  competent  and  capable  in  law  and  equity,  to  take 
and  to  hold,  to  them  and  to  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  said  academy, 
any  estate  in  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  goods,  chatties,  stock, 
moneys  or  other  effects,  of  what  kind,  nature  or  quality  soever,  by  gift, 
grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  will,  devise  or  bequest, 
from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  capable  of  making  the  same, 
free  of  taxation  :  Provided^  The  same  do  not  exceed  the  yearly  value 
of  three  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  grant,  bar- 
gain, sell,  demise,  alien,  lease,  place  out  at  interest  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  academy,  and  to  receive  the 
rents,  profits,  income  and  interest  thereof,  and  to  apply  the  same  to  the 
proper  use  of  the  said  academy ;  and  to  erect  such  buildings  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  acts,  deeds,  matters  and 
things  which  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  do,  for  the  well-being  of  the 
said  academy,  and  the  due  management  thereof. 

Section  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  made  for  their  use, 
one  common  seal,  with  such  devices  and  inscriptions  thereon,  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  and  by  and  with  which  all  deeds,  certificates  and 
acts  of  said  corporation  shall  pass  and  be  authenticated  ;  and  the  same 
seal  at  their  pleasure,  may  break,  alter  and  device  anew. 

Section  4.  The  first  election  of  trustees  sliall  take  place  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  at  the 
school  house  in  said  borough,  and  on  the  same  day  annually  thereafter, 
at  such  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  elec- 
tion shall  commence  at  the  hour  of  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and 
shall  continue  until  five  o'clock,  and  shall  be  conducted  by  two  mana- 
gers to  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  present  at  the  time

in  the  books  of  the  corporation.     The  votes  shall  be  given  by  ballot, 

and  each  ticket  shall  be  labelled  on  the  outside  •'  trustees  of  the  Girard 

academy,"  and  shall  contain  the  names  of  nine  persons,  stockholders 

in  said  corporation  ;  and  those  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 

be  the  trustees  of  said  academy  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue 

in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.      If  two  or  more  persons        T;  :       ^ 

should  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  tlie  managers  shall  forthwith  de-         -       ' 

cide  by  lot,  which  of  said  persons  are  elected. 

Section  5.   The  board  of  trustees,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  shall  annually,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  election,  appoint  Trustees, 
a  president  and  secretary  of  their  own  number,  and  elect  a  treasurer,  Quorum, 
wrho  shall  be  a  stockholder  ;  and   in  ease  of  the  death,  resignation  or  Officers, 
refusal   to  serve  of  any  trustee  or  other  officer,  the  trustees   in  office 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  others  in  theirstead  until  the  ne.xt  election; 
and  they  shall  also  have  power  to  enact  such  ordinances  and  by-laws 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  and  government  of  said  corpo-  > 

ration  :  Provided,  That  no  by-law  or  ordinance  shall  have  any  force  Provisj. 
and  effijct  which  shall  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  this  state:  nor  shall  any  person,  either  as  princi- 
pal, master,  tutor  or  pupil,  be  refused  admission  into  said  academy  on 
account  of  his  or  her  belief  or  persuasion  in  matters  of  religion :  Pro- 
vided, He  demean  himself  in  a  sober,  orderly  manner,  and  conform  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  academy. 

Section  6.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each  ;  certificate  tJapital  stock, 
of  which  shall  be  issued  to  such  person  or  persons  who  have  hereto- 
fore subscribed,  or  may  hereafter  subscribe,  and  pay  money  for  the 
purpose  of  building  an  academy  in  said  borough,  or  to  the  heirs  and 
legal  representatives  of  such  person  or  persons  for  every  share  which 
he,  she  or  they  may  have,  or  shall  subscribe  for  and  hold  in  said  cor- 
poration, which  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  Transferable, 
either  in  person  or  by  attorney,  subject  to  the  payment  of  any  balance 
due  thereon  5  and  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  may  be  increased 
10  ten  thousand  dollars,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  stockholders, 
at  any  annual  election.  >, 

Section  7.   The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  corporation,  and  pay  out  the  same  to  the  order  of  the  board.  Treasurer  to  re- 
signed by  the  president  and  secretary,  or  a  majority  of  the  trustees;  ^'^®  moneys, 
and  he  shall  keep  fair  accounts  thereof,  which  shall  be  audited  and 
settled  by  the  trustees,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  accounts  of  the  trea- 
surer of  common  school  districts  are  now  by  law  audited  and  settled, 
and  subject  in  like  manner  to  appeal ;  and   before  enterinsf  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  a  bond  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sure-       "^  ^o^A- 
ties,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  in  a  sum  equal  to  double 
the  estimated  amount  of  money  to  be  received  by  him,  conditioned  for  \ 

the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  payment  of  all 
moneys  remaining  in  his  hands  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  his  successor  /

No  misnomer  of  said  corporation  shall  defeat  or  annul 
any  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest  to  the  said  corporation  :  Provided, 
That  the  intent  of  the  parties  shall  sufficicndy  appear  in  said  gift,  grant, 
will,  or  other  writing,  whereby  any  estate  or  interest  in  any  thing,  real 
or  personal,  v/as  intended  to  pass  to  said  corporation. 

Section  9.  The  limits  of  the  borough  of  Girard,  are  hereby  ex- 
Limits  of  Girard  tended  from  the  eastern  boundary  thereof,  along  the  south  line  of  the 
Ridge  road  eiglit  rods  ;  thence  south  by  a  line  parallel  to  the  east  line 
of  the  borough  twenty  rods  ;  thence  west  by  a  line  parallel  to  the  Ridge 
road  eight  rods,  to  the  line  of  said  borough.

To  supply  lost  policies  of  insurance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  JRepresenta' 
tives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Lost  policies.  whenever  any  policy  of  insurance  upon  any  properly,  real  or  personal, 
granted  by  any  body  corporate  or  politic,  shall  have  been  lost  or  de- 
stroyed, such  body  corporate  or  politic  shall  on  proof  of  the  loss  or 
destruction  of  the  same,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  furnish  to 
the  person  or  persons  whose  policy  has  been  so  lost  or  destroyed,  a 
copy  of  the  same,  together  with  the  transfers,  which  have  been  ap- 
proved and  recorded  on  the  books  of  such  body  corporate,  if  any,  which 
may  have  been  made  by  the  original,  or  any  subsequent  grantee  of  such 
policy  to  the  person  or  persons  having  the  same,  at  the  time  of  the  loss 
or  destruction  thereof;  the  copy  so  made  to  be  as  effectual  for  the  se- 
curity and  indemnification  of  the  person  or  persons  holding  the  same, 
as  the  original,  and  subject  like  it  to  transfer  to  any  person  purchasing 
the  property  insured. 
Proceeding  in  Section  2.  That  on  the  application  of  any  person  or  persons  to  the

cr..Mt  shall  grant  a  rule  on  the  body  corporate  or  politic  which  granted 

such  policy  of  insurance,  commanding  such  body  corporate  or  politic 

to  appear  before  said  court,  on  a  day  ceriain,  not  less  than  twenty  days 

from  the  service  of  said  rule,  to  show  cause  why  a  copy  of  such  policy 

of  insurance  should  not  be  supplied,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 

the  first  section  of  tliis  act;,  and  on   the  default  of  such  body  corporate 

or  politic  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  such  copy  as  aforesaid,  should 

not  be  supplied,  the  court  shall  issue  a  mandate  to  such  body  corporate 

or  politic,  to  furnish  such  copy  in  ten  days  after  service  of  the  same;

thonotary  in   favor  of  the   person  or   persons   making  the  application,

county  in  which  such  toll  bridge  may  be  situated,  shall  be  desirous  to 
purchase  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  a  free  bridge,  they  may 
ofi'er  the  owners  of  said  bridge  such  a  sum  for  the  same  as  three  com- 
petent disinterested  persons  (to  be  chosen,  one  by  each  of  the  parties,

voters  present,  five  Irttstees.  fiiizens  and  residents  of  said  county,  lo  Trustees. 
conduct  and  manage  the  afl'airs  and  business  of  said  association,  until 
the  first  Monday  o(  May  of  the  \\e\\.  following  year,  and  inuil  others  are 
chosen  ;  and  shall  annually  thereafter,  at  such  lime  anil  place  as  the  by- 
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laws  of  the  said  association  shall  provide,  elect  five  trustees  to  serve  as 
aforesaid  5  and  the  three  commissioners  first  named  shall  be  the  judges 
of  the  election  of  trustees  ;  and  the  judges  of  all  future  elections  shall  l)e  ap- 
pointed by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  the  notice  of  such  elec-

Section  6.  The  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  association  as  hereinbe- 
fore expressed  :  to  elect  a  president  from  their  own  body ;  to  elect  a 
treasurer  and  secretary,  and  to  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  aforesaid;  conduct 
and  execute  the  bu.siness  and  affairs  of  said  association  ;  to  fix  their 
compensation,  and  in  their  discretion  to  dismiss  them ;  to  provide  for 
the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  association  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  deem  most  safe  and  beneficial ;  to  provide  for  paying  all  the  ne- 
cessary expenses  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  association,  and  gen- 
erally to  pass  all  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise  of 
said  powers,  and  of  other  powers  vested  in  the  association  j  and  the 
said  by-laws  from  time  to  time  to  alter  and  repeal :  Provided,  That 
such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  to  appoint  from  the  members  of  the  said  association,  tliree  com- 
petent persons  as  a  committee  of  examination,  whose  duty  iii  shall  be 
to  investigate  the  affairs  of  said  association,  and  to  make  report  thereof; 
and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  on  the  third  Monday  of 
April  and  October,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  make  and  declare  a  divi- 
dend of  the  interests  and  profits  of  the  said  association,  alter  paying  its 
expenses,  and  the  same  to  pay  over  to  the  stockholders  or  their  legal 
representatives  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Section  8.  The  burgess  and  town  conncil  of  the  borough  of  Cham- 
bersburg are  hereby  aulhoiized  and  empowered  to  subscribe  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  association,  any  such  number  of  shares  as  thev  may 
deem  right  ami  proper;  in  which  event  the  said  burgess  and  town  coun- 
cil shall  have  the  tight  to  vote  at  the  elections  of  said  association,  under 
the  same  provisions  as  private  individuals. 

Section  9.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or 
amend  the  charter  of  the  Franklin  hall  association,  whenever,  in  their 
opinion,  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  ;  in 
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such  manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corpora- 
tion.

Thomas  Allen,  in  said  township,  and  also  the  farm  of  John  >Segar,  in 
Armstrong  county,  lo  the  place  of  beginning,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
erected  into  a  separate  and  independent  school  district,  to  be  called 
Milton,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  that  other  school  districts  are 
now,  or  may  hereafter  be  entided  to  under  the  school  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth.

court  of  the  said  county  of  Berks,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the 
said  Mary  Swaine,  ainiually.  for  and  during  her  natural  life,  and  imme- 
diately after  her  death,  the  said  principal  to  be  paid  to  the  person  or 
persons  eniuled  thereto  in  remainder,  according  to  the  directions  and

and  divide  therefrom  among  the  subscribers  to  the  guaranty  capital,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  six  percent,  per  annum  on  the  stock  held  by  ihem  : 
Provided,  So  much  of  said  profits  remain,  after  paying  said  losses  and 
expenses  and  providing  for  said  risks  ;  and  in  case  there  is  not  sutficient 
remaining  as  aforesaid  to  pay  aforesaid  dividends  of  six  per  cent,  to  the 
stockholders  in  any  one  year,  the  same  may  be  made  good  and  payable 
at  a  subsequent  period,  when  the  net  resources  of  the  company  shall  be 
sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

Section  10.  After  providing  for  all  risks,  losses,  incidental  expenses 
and  dividends,  as  specified  in  the  preceding  sections,  then  a  moiety  or 
half  part  of  the  remaining  piofits  and  surplus,  if  any  there  be,  shall  be 
reserved  by  the  directors  and  applied  by  them  towards  paying  ofT  the 
capital  stock  which  shall  have  been  subscribed,  before  striking  off  the

V.  The  nature  of  the  securities  in  wiiich  the  said  balance  is  invested, 
and  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand,  also,  a  full  account  of  existing  poli- 
cies ;  and  the  directors  shall  cause  the  said  statement  to  be  published  at 
least  in  one  newspaper  published  in  Harrisburg,  for  two  weeks. 

Section  13.  The  business  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  carried 
on  at  such  place  in  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  as  the  directors  shall 
direct,  and  at  such  agencies  out  of  Harrisburg,  as  they  may  establish  ^

son in  the  em|)loy  of  the  said  corporation,  or  by  any  of  its  officers  or 
agents,  shall  be  a  niisdemeaiior,  and  shall  subject  such  person  or  officer 
or  agent,  u[)on  conviction  ihereol'  in  any  criminal  court  in  this  com- 
nioiiwcallh,  to  be  punished  by  coufiuemenl  in  the  jail  of  the  county 
where  the  conviction  is  had,  lor  any  period  not  less  than  six  months 
nor  more  than  three  years.

4o  a  point  o|)p0site  to  tlit;  lino  dividing  the  properties  of  John  Hare 
Powell  and  tl.se  Philadei^oliia  alms-hoese  ;  theoee  southwardly  along 
said  Use  to  the  river  Schuylkill ;  and  thence  northwardly  alosg  the  west  /■ 

side  of  said  river  by  the  seveml  courses  thereof,  at  low  water  line,  to 
the  mouth  of  Sweet  Briar  creek  aforesaid,  the  place  of  beginning;  and 
all  that  district  included  within  the  said  limits  aed  boundaries,  is  hereby 
constituted  and  formed  into  a  borough  ■■md  a  botiy  corpckrale,  to  be  stjled 
*''l'be  borough  of  West  Philadelphia." 

Section  2.  That  ail  the  rights,  privileges,  powers  and  imraanities 
heretofore  enjoyed  and  exercised  by  the  borough  of  West  Pliiladelphia,  Riglrts  ead  pow- 
are  hereby  extended  to  all  that  portion  of  the  township  of  Bl(K-kley^  in  ers. 
die  county  of  Philadelphia,  added  and  annexed  by  this  act  10  the  bor- 
ouoh  of  West  Philadelphia,  as  aforesaid;  aed  all  acts  of  assembly  here- 
tofore passed  referring  or  relst^ing  to  the  borough  of  West  Philadelphia, 
are  hereby  continued  in  full  force  and  effect,  except  as  hefeinaftef 
mentioned  ;  and  the  said  acts  are  hereby  extended  and  confirmed  to  the 
borough  of  West  Philadelphia,  as  enlargeti  by  this  acL 
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Section  3.  That  the  said  borough  as  described  in  the  precedirrg 
seclinn,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  (hvided  into  three  wards  ;  the  First 
ward  shall  be  comprised  within  the  following  limits:  beginninff  at  the 
Sohiiylkill  river  at  the  north-east  line  of  the  Philadelphia  or  Blockley 
alms-hnuse  estate  ;  thence  along  the  same  to  Woodland  street ;  thence 
along  Woodland  street  to  Park;  thence  to  Washington  street ;  thence 
along  Washington  street  to  Mary  street;  thence  along  Mary  to  Green 
street ;  thence  to  the  east  line  of  Crean's  estate ;  thence  along  the  said 
line  to  the  Lancaster  turnpike  ;  thence  along  said  turnpike  to  the  line 
between  the  late  John  Britton's  estate  and  Bearing's  estate;  and  thence 
along  the  said  line  to  the  river  Si-huylkili  ;  and  thence  along  the  same 
to  the  place  of  beginning;  the  Second  or  Hamilton  ward  shall  comprise 
all  the  said  borough  which  is  south  and  west  of  the  alcove  described 
First  ward,  and  south  of  the  Lancaster  turnpike;  the  Third  or  Mantua 
ward  shall  comprise  all  the  said  borough  lying  north  and  east  of  said 
First  ward,  and  northeast  of  the  Lancaster  turnpike  road. 

Section  4.  That  the  citizens  within  each  of  the  said  wards  qualified 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  state,  shall,  on  the 
days  now  provided  by  law  for  the  election  of  borough  officers,  and  at 
such  places  as  are  hereinafter  designated,  elect  for  each  ward,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  votes,  four  councilmen.  whoru.  before  entering  upon  the  duties

To  authorize  the  town  council  of  Pottsvilie  to  open  and  enlarge  Lagan's  court,  and 
lo  open  an  alky  between  Second  and  Centre  streets,  in  the  boroni^h  of  Potts- 
vilie, Schuylkill  coutny;  in  relation  to  streets  in  Freeport  and  Easton  ;  and  in 
relation  to  a  private  railroad  in  Pliocnixville  5  and  to  vacate  a  certain  road  in  the 
borough  of  Northumberland. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tJic  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennbylvania  In  General  Jlssenibly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
tlie  town  council  of  the  corpoiation  of  the  borough  of  Pottsvilie,  shall

so  offending,  and  his  aiders  or  abettors,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not 
exceeding  double  the  value  of  the  money,  property  or  effects  thus  em- 
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bezzleil.  or  fraudulently  converted,  and  shall  suffer  imprisonment  not 
exceedino;  four  years,  in  the  penitentiary  or  in  the  county  jail,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court  hefore  whom  he  shall  be  tried. 

Skction  5.  The  Leoislature  reserves  the  right  to  repeal,  alter  or 
amend  this  act  at  any  time  hereafter  :  Provided^  No  injustice  be  done 
thereby  to  the  corporators.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jls^emhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  oxithorily  of  the  same.  Tliat 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  tills  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  supervi- 
sors of  the  townships  of  Pennsbury  and  Pocopson.  in  Chester  county, 
to  sell  or  let  at  public  sale  the  erection  of  any  bridge  they  may  be  re- 
quired to  build  ;  and  also,  the  opening  of  any  new  road  laid  out  by  au- 
thority of  law  in  said  townships:  Provided,  The  supervisors  give 
notice  of  said  sale  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  required  to  give  in 
the  selling  of  the  repairs  of  the  roads  in  said  township.

That  no  stockholder  shall  have  more  than  one  vote 
for  each  share  not  exceeding  five  shares,  and  one  vote  for  every  two 
shares  above  five  and  not  exceeding  eleven,  and  one  vote  for  every  three 
shares  above  eleven  and  not  exceeding  twenty,  and  one  vote  lor  every 
five  shares  above  twenty  :  Provided  also.  That  no  person  shall  have 
more  than  twenty  voles  at  any  election  in  determining  any  question 
arising  at  such  meetings,  whatever  number  of  shares  he  may  have  sub- 
scribed. 

Section  4.  A  public  meeting  of  said  stockholders  shall  be  he  held 
on  the  first  Monday  of  November  next  following  the  first  election  had 
as  aforesaid,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  October  in  every  succeeding 
year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said 
company,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
the  determination  of  any  question  affecting  the  interest  of  said  company. 

Section  5.  'J'he  president  and  managers  shall  procure  ptinted  certifi- 
cates for  all  the  shares  of  stock  in  the  said  company,  which  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  corporation  ;  and  each  subscriber  shall  l)e  entitled 
to  one  such  certificate  for  each  share  by  him  subscribed  for,  on  paying 
to  the  treasurer  in  part  of  the  sum  due  thereon  two  dollars  on  each  share, 
which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  either  by  the  owner  in  persmi  or 
by  his  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  presence  of  the  president  or  of  the 
treasurer  for  the  time  being,  subject  however  to  the  payments  due  or 
that  may  become  due  thereon  ;  and  the  person  to  whom  such  transfer 
shall  be  made,  shall  stand  in  the  place  of  the  former  holder  of  the  certi- 
ficate, and  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  in  the  company. 

Section  6.  The  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  times 
and  places,  and  be  convened  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  agreed  on  lor 
transacting  the  business  of  the  company,  at  which  meeting  a  majority 
shall  he  a  quorum,  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  choose  a 
chairman,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  faiily  entered  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  ;  and  a  quorum  being  met,  they  shall 
have  full  power  and  auliiority  to  appoint  such  engineers,  assistants  and 
workmen  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  the  erection  of  said  bridge, 
and  they  shall  iix  their  salaries  and  wages  ;  they  shall  also  have  power 
to  make  contracts,  to  ascertain  the  times,  manner  and  proportions  in 
which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on  their  respective 
shares,  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  the  money  necessary  to  pay 
salaries,  wages  and  bills  for  work  done  and  labor  performed,  or  mate- 
rials furnished  ;  which  orders  shall  he  signed  by  the  president,  (^r  m  his 
absence  b)*  a  majority  of  the  quormn,  and  countersigned  by  their  clerk, 
and  to  do  and  transact  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act 
or  by  the  by  laws  of  the  company  shall  he  cmnmilled  to  liim. 

Section  7.  If  any  stockholder,  alter  thirty  days'  notice  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  places  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any 
proportion,  dividend  or  instalment  of  said  capital  stock  siill  due  on  e;M;h 
share,  shall  neglect  to  pny  the  same  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  ;itter 
the  day  whereupon  the  same  shall  be  appointed  to  be  paid,  every  such 
stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the 
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rate  of  two  per  cent,  per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and       ■     ^    ■ 
if  the  same  and  the  said  a(hlitional  peiiallies  shall  remain  unpaid  so  long 
that  the  accumulated  penalties  shall  become  equal  to  the  sum  already 

paid  on  such  share,  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and  

may  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  president  and  managers,  or  the  "'' 

majority  of  a  quorum  of  them,  at  any  of  their  meetings  for  transacting 
the  business  of  the  company,  the  order  for  that  purpose  being  first 
entered  in  the  minute  book  by  the  clerk  at  such  meeting. 

Section  8.  Before  the  president  and  managers  of  the  company  afore- jjj^jjjgggg  Yio\!r 
said  shall  proceed  lo  build  said  bridge,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  adjusted, 
them  to  contract  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  for  the  purchase 
of  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
completing  said  bridge,  and  makinij  all  the  necessary  works  and  cause- 
ways to  and  from  the  same,  if  they  can  agree  with  the  said  owner  or 
owners;  but  in  case  they  cannot  agree,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  ' 

for  the  said  president  and  managers  to  apply  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county,  who,  upon  such  application,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  per- 
sons of  such  county,  who.  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  faithfully  ,.•  .>.-«'i 
to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act,  shall  carefully  pro- 
ceed to  view  and  examine  the  said  lands  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  and  completing  the  said  bridge,  and  making  all  the 
necessary  works  and  causeways  lo  and  from  the  same;  and  shall,  ac-  '■  '  ■:*• -•f"--'v 
cording  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment,  estimate  the  value  of 
the  lands  so  necessary  to  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  and  having  estimated 
the  advantages  as  well  as  disadvantages  which  may  be  sustained  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  shall  make  an  appraisement  thereof  in 
writing,  and  the  same  shall  return,  together  with  a  map  describing  the 
bounds  of  such  lands  to  the  said  court  of  common  pleas  ;  and  the  said 
appraisement  having  been  confirmed  by  the  court,  shall  he  filed  in  the 
prothonolary's  office  together  with  the  said  map ;  and  the  said  presi-

delay  in  payment  thereof,  and  of  the  amount  of  the  profits  on  shares 
which  may  be  forfeited  as  aforesaid,  of  all  voluntary  contributions,  and 
of  all  moneys  expended  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  the  said  work, 
and  shall  (uice  in  every  year  submit  such  accounts  in  detail,  to  a  general 
meeting  of  ihe  stockholders,  until  the  said  bridge  be  completed  ;  and  all 
expenses  incurred  in  erecting  the  same,  shall  be  fully  paid  and  dis- 
charged, and  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  expenses  shall  be  liqui- 
dated and  ascertained  ;  and  if  such  liquidation,  or  whenever  the  whole 
capital  Slock  of  the  said  company  be  nearly  expentled,  it  shall  be  found 
that  the  capital  stock  will  not  be  sufiicient  to  complete  said  bridi^e  ac- 
cording to  the  true  and  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  company  at  a  slaJed  or  special  meeting,  to  be  convened  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  their  own  by-laws,  to  increase  Increase  shares, 
the  number  of  shares  to  such  extent  as  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to 
accomplish  the  work,  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed 
on  such  shares,  in  like  manner  and  under  like  penalties,  as  are  herein  ' 
provided  for  the  original  subscription. 
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SECTifiN  10.  When  the  said  bridge  company  shall  have  erected  and 
completed  a  biid^e  at  the  place  aforesaid,  the  property  thereof  shall  be 
vested  in  llie  said  company  and  their  successors  and  assigns;  and  the 
said  company,  their  succesi-ors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  empowered  to 
erect  gates,  and  demand  and  receive  toils  as  follows,  to  wit:  For  every 
foot  pHssenger,  two  cents;  for  every  carriage  or  wagon,  used  for  the 
purpose  of  agriculture,  having  four  wheels,  ten  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  carriage,  wagon  or  cart,  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  agriculture,  having  two  wheels,  ten  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same  ;  for  every  carriage  used  for  personal  accommodation  or 
pleasure,  having  four  wheels,  twelve  and  one-half  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same;  for  every  carriage  having  two  wheels,  use  for  per- 
sonal accommodation  or  pleasure,  twelve  and  one-half  cents  for  each 
horse  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  sleigh,  sled,  ten  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same;  for  every  horse,  mare,  gelding  or  mule,  with  or 
without  rider,  six  cents;  for  every  carriage  drawn  by  oxen,  or  pardy 
by  oxen  and  pardy  by  horses,  to  be  rated  each  ox  equal  to  one  horse,  and 
in  all  cases  a  mule  shall  be  rated  in  the  same  proportion  as  a  horse ;  for 
every  head  of  horned  or  muly  catlle,  three  cenis;  for  every  head  of 
sheep  or  swine,  one  cent:  Provided^  That  the  said  president,  mana- 
gers and  company  may  at  any  time  reduce  the  tolls  upon  said  bridge, 
below  the  several  rates  specified  in  this  section. 

Skction  11.  If  the  said  company,  their  successors  or  assigns,  or 
any  person  employed  by  them,  shall  collect  or  demand  any  greater 
rates  or  prices  for  passing  over  saiti  bridge  than  what  is  hereinbefore 
prescribed,  or  shall  neglect  to  keep  said  bridge  in  repair,  he  or  they 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,

parts  thereof,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  each  of  them  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  such  offence  to  the  said  corporation  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
alderman,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable;  and  he,  she  or  they

A    SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  establishing  a  health  office,  and  to  secure  the  city 
and  port  of  Philadelphia  from  the  introduction  of  pestilential  and  contagious  dis- 
eases, and  for  other  purposes ;  and  in  relation  to  the  cattle  market  in  Callowhill 
street. " 

Section  1 .  Be.  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Coinmomvea/th  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  board  of  heahh  of  tlie  ciiy  and  dislrirts  of  Philadelphia,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empouered  to  sell  and  dispose  of  their  lot  of 
ground  in  Hlookley  township.  Philadelphia  county,  containing  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  perches,  now  used  as  a  burial  ground,  and  to  exe- 
cute a  good  and  sufficient  deed  or  deeds  of  conveyance  for  the  same  to 
any  purchaser  or  purchasers  in  fee  simple,  freed  and  discharged  from 
all  trusts  whatsoever. 

Skction  2.  That  the  member  of  the  board  of  health  for  the  borough 
of  West  l^hiladelpliia,  elected  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  luin- 
dred  antl  fifty,  shall  continue  in  office  till  one  thr.usand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-two,  and  from  and  after  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  the  member  shall  be  elected  for  three  years  ;  and  all  acts  or  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  with  this,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Skction  3.  That  the  third  section  of  an  act  approved  the  fifth  day 
of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  nine,  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  allow  the  keeping  of  swine  in  the  cattle  market  now  located 
in  Callowhill  street,  between  Thirteenth  and  Broad,  for  the  term  of 
three  years  from  the  first  day  of  April  next. 

Section  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  securing  the 
city  and  port  of  Phila(lel()hia  froiri  the  introduction  of  pestilential  and 
contagious  diseases,  every  ship  or  vessel  arriving  from  a  foreign  port 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  visitation  and  examination  now  prescribed,  be 
visited  by  the  Lazaretto  physician  before  passing  the  Lazaretto,  or  the  port 
physician  before  being  hauled  to  any  wharf  within  the  city  or  port  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  such  Lazaretto  physician  or  port  physician,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  rigidly  examine  the  baggage,  effects  and  property  of  the  pas- 
sengers and  crew,  for  which  service  he  shall  then  receive  and  pay  over 
to  the  board  of  health  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  and  every  [)erson 
on  board  such  vessel  :  Provided,  That  in  advance  of  such  visit  or  pay- 
ment of  money,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  the  board  of  health  may  take  secu- 
rity Irom  lire  master,  owner  or  consignee  of  the  vessel,  or  importer  of 
or  agent  for  the  passengers,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  such 
sums  immediately  on  the  arrival  of  such  ship  or  vessel  at  the  city  or 
port  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  if  any  master,  pilot,  owner  or  consignee  of 
such  ship  or  vessel,  or  any  other  person,  shall  bring  or  cause  to  be 
brought,  such  ship  or  vessel  from  the  Lazaretto,  or  haul  or  cause  her 
to  be  hauled  to  any  wharf,  before  paying  such  moneys,  or  giving  secu- 
rity as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  so  offending,  shall  for  every  such  offence 
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forfeit  and  pay  to  the  board  of  health  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  as  penalties  of  lilie  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable.

That  the  said  inspector  shall  have  like  powers  and  privi- 
leges, and  be  sul>ject  to  like  liabilities,  and  receive  the  like  fees,  as  the 
inspectors  of  flour  and  meal  appointed  under  existing  laws  for  the  city 
of  Pittsburg  and  county  of  Allegheny. 

Skction  3.  That  all  flour  which  shall  bebrotight  from  any  state  into 
the  county  of  Erie,  for  the  purpose  of  being  offered  for  sale  within  the 
said  county,  shall  be  liable  to  the  like  inspection  and  regulations  as 
flour  manufactured  within  said  county. 

Section  4.  That  the  path-masiers  of  the  respective  road  districts  of 
Erie  county,  shall  hereafter  be  required  to  setde  their  accounts,  verified 
by  oath  or  affirmation,  with  the  road  commissioners  of  their  respective 
townships,  and  the  same  penalties  as  is  provided  in  the  act  of  general 
assembly  relating  to  the  roads  of  Erie  county,  on  the  first  Monday  be- 
fore the  third  Friday  in  March,  of  etich  and  every  year  ;  and  in  case  of 
any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  path-master,  by  death,  re.signation  or  other- 
wise, the  road  commissioners  of  the  proper  township  shall  fill  the  same 
by  appointment,  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  town  clerk  to  make  out 
a  duplicate  of  all  the  road  tax  to  be  collected  in  money,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  the  collector  of  the  county  rates  and  levies  of  the  respective 
township,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  same,  for 
the  same  rate  of  compensation,  and  under  the  same  penalties  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  county  rates  and  levies  ;  and  all 
other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  as  are  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Section  6.  That  so  much  of  tlie  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  relating  to 
inspections,"  passed  tlie  fifteenth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-five,  and  the  supplements  thereto,  as  prescribes  the  manner 
of  packinu.  branding  and  inspecting  salted  beef  and  pork,  of  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  designed  for  ship  stores  or  exportation,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed;  and  hereafter  the  same  shall  not  be  liable  to  inspec- 
tion unless  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  purchaser  thereof. 

Section  7.  That  alter  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  to  appoint  one  suitable  person  as  in- 
spector of  wheat  flour  in  the  township  of  Pittston,  Luzerne  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect,  at  the  request  of  the  purchasers,  all 
wheat  flour  ofl'ered  for  snle  in  the  said  township  of  Pittston,  and  who 
shall  receive  as  his  fees  for  such  duty,  the  sum  of  three  cents  per  barrel; 
and  so  much  of  the  act,  entitled  ••  An  Act  relating  to  inspectors,"  passed 
the  fifieenlh  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five, 
as  requires  the  inspectors  of  wheal  flour  in  the  borough  of  Pottsville, 
Schuylkill  county,  with  the  several  provisions,  penalties  and  liabilities 
relating  thereto,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  said  township  of 
Pittston  ;  and  it  is  hereby  further  provided,  thai  the  said  inspector  shall, 
if  he  approves  of  the  flour  submitted  to  his  examination  as  merchantable, 
stamp  the  casks  and  plugs  used  by  him  as  aforesaid,  with  the  letters 
T  P. 

Section  8.  That  nothing  in  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  act  of  the 
sixteenth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  entitled 
*'  An  Act  to  change  the  mode  of  granting  tavern  licenses  in  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,"  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  prosecution 
by  indiclment,  within  said  city  and  county,  of  persons  selling  spirituous 
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liquors  by  less  measure  than  a  quart  without  license,  or  to  require  any 
any  other  specification  of  the  time  of  the  commission  of  said  offence, 
lh:in  has  heretofore  heen  required  in  indictments  for  keeping  tippling 
houses,  in  the  courts  of  the  stale.

^^^'HKREAS,  Certain  persons,  holders  of  a  lot  of  ground  in  the  borough 
of  Waynesburu-,  Greene  county,  with  a  large  building  in  the  process  of  Preamble, 
erection  thereon,  designed  for  educational  purposes,  have  manifested  a 
desire  to  place  the  same  when  completed  and  ready  for  use  under  the 
control  of  the  Pennsylvania  Presbytery,  of  the  Cum!)erland  Presbyte- 
rian church  of  the  United  Slates,  upon  the  condition  that  a  college  shall 
be  started,  in  which  at  least  three  professorships  shall  be  sustained  by 
said  Presbytery  ;  therefore. 

Section   1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  ^/issembly 
mrt.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.,  That 
thi  re  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  established,  in  the  borough  of  Waynesburg, 
Greene  county,  slate  of  Pennsylvania,  a  college  or  public  school  for  the 
educ  ition  of  youth  in  the  English  and  otiier  languages,  literature  and 
the  useful  arts  and  sciences,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Waynes- 
burg college  ;"   the  said  college  to  be  under  the  direction,  management 
and  government  of  seven  trustees,  a  majority  of  wh(un  shall  constitute  Trustees. 
a  q;iorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and   which  trustees  and   their  Quorum. 
successors,  shall   be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "  The  ^*^y'^- 
Waynesburi{  college  ;"  and  by  such  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes-      .

builvhngs  that  may  be  necessary,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular

tees of  said  corporation,  to  hold  their  office  until  their  sucfessors  shall 
be  elected  or  appointed,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  ;  said  trus- 
tees shall  be  organized  upon  the  call  of  any  one  of  the  number,  and

followinsr,  and  annually  thereafter,  at  the  college  buildings,  (;lecl  three 
trustees  ;  and  the  said  Presbytery  shall  at  the  first  spring  meeting  after 
such  notice,  and  annually  thereafter,  elect  four  trustees,  and  such  trus- 
tees so  elected,  chosen  or  a[)pointed.  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year, 
or  nntit  their  successors  shall  be  elected,  chosen  or  appointed  :  Provi- 
ded^ That  if  in  case  the  said  stockholders  shall  at  any  time  fail  to  elect 
or  appoint  their  number  of  the  trustees,  the  said  Presbytery  may  elector 
appoint  the  seven  trustees;  ,i)hl  provided  furlhcr,  That  said  Pres- 
bytery shall  establish  and  maintain  at  least  three  professorships  in  said 
college  within  three  years  from  the  notice  of  the  erection  of  the  build- 
intJs,  otherwise  said  stockholders  shall  elect  or  appoint  the  whole  num- 
ber of  trustees,  after  a  failure  by  said  Presbytery  to  establish  and  main- 
tain such  professorships  within  said  period. 

Section  4.  The  president  and  professors  of  the  said  college  for  the 
time  l)eing,  shall  have  power  to  grant  and  confirm  such  degrees  in  the 
arts  and  sciences,  to  such  students  of  the  college  and  others,  when,  by 
their  proficiency  in  learning,  professional  eminence,  or  other  merito- 
rious distinction,  ihev  shall  be  entitled  thereto,  as  they  may  see  fit,  or 
as  are  granted  in  other  colleges  or  uiiiversities  in  the  United  States, 
and  lo  grant  to  graduates  and  others  on  whom  such  degrees  may  be 
conferred,  diplomas  or  certificates  as  is  usual  in  colleges  and  universi- 
ties. 

Section  5.  The  trustees  of  the  said  college  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies,  and  to  make  and  enact  ordinances  for  the  government  of  the 
college  :  to  elect  or  appoint  the  professors  and  teachers,  and  agree  with 
them  for  their  salaries ;  to  remove  them  for  misconduct,  or  any  cause 
which  they  may  deem  sufficient;  to  appoint  all  such  officers  as  they 
shall  find  necessary  for  managing  the  corporation  5  to  provide- for  the 
punishment  of  all  violations  of  the  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  of 
the  college,  and  generally  to  determine  all  matters  and  things  which 
may  occasionally  arise,  or  be  necessary  to  be  determined  by  said  irus- 
lees :  Provided,  That  no  ordinance  or  regulation  shall  be  of  any  force 
if  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  Stales,  or  of  this  coininon- 
weallh.

Si  cr:oN  10.  That  tfie  surveyors  of  the  district  of  Penn.  in  the  county

To  establish  a  public  fetry  across  the  Clarion  river,  at  or  near  Armstrong's  mills, 
in  the  counties  of  Jefferson  and  Forest;  relative  to  the  liOck  Haven  bridge  com- 
pany; to  a  dam  on  the  Bald  Eagle;  to  obstructions  in  certain  rivers;  and  the 
Great  Island  bridge  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa" 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  some.  That 
William  Armstrong,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  at  his 
and  their  own  proper  costs,  to  make  a  good  and  convenient  landing  on 
the  Clarion  river,  in  the  counties  of  Jefferson  and  Forest,  at  or  near 
where  the  Brookville  and  Warren  state  road  crosses  said  river  ;  and  the 
owner  or  occupyer  of  the  said  ferrj^  shall  keep  good  and  substantial 
boats  and  flats,  and  careful  ferrymen,  who  shall  constantly,  as  the  oc- 
casion may  require,  attend  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  travelers  and 
others  across  the  said  river,  and  on  failure  thereof,  unless  prevented  by 
some  unavoidable  occurrence,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  five 
dollars,  besides  the  actual  damages  sustained  by  any  person  who  shall 
experience  a  detention,  and  shall  sue  for  the  same  within  ten  days 
thereafter,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  said  counties  of  Jeffer- 
son or  Forest,  the  fine  and  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons 
thus  detained  and  who  sues  for  the  same  ;  and  for  services  rendered 
shall  receive  from  time  to  time  the  following  rates  of  toll  :  for  each 
footman  three  cents;  for  each  person  and  horse  ten  cents;  for  each  one- 
horse  carriage  fifteen  cents;  for  each  two-horse  wagon  or  carriage 
eighteen  cents;  for  each  four-horse  wagon  or  carriage  twenty-five  cents; 
for  each  additional  horse  six  cents ;  for  each  horse  without  six  cents  j 
for  each  head  of  horn  or  neat  catUe  led  or  drove  two  cents ;  for  each 
head  of  sheep  or  swine  led  or  drove  one  cent ;  for  each  yoke  of  oxen 
ten  cents:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  give  the  said  William  Armstrong,  or  his  legal  reptesen- 
tatives,  the  right  to  receive  or  discharge  any  travelers,  carriages  or  other 
loading,  on  land  belonging  to  other  persons,  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  or  occupyer,  except  in  or  upon  the  public  road  aforesaid,  so  long 
as  the  same  shall  remain  a  public  highway.

LAWS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA, 

Skction  2.  That  the  object  of  the  said  corporation  shall  he  to  pro- 
vide, erect  and  furnish  a  hall  and  suitable  buildings,  in  the  borough  of 
Liverpool,  and  county  of  Perry,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  members 
of  Perry  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  other  lodges  that  may  be  estab- 
lished in  said  borough,  to  hold  their  meetings  in.

AuthoriEing  the  bying  cut  of  state  road  from  Schuylkill  township,  in  Schuylkill 
county,  to  Roaring  Creek  township,  in  Columbia  county;  relative  to  the  Leba- 
non Valley  railroad  company;  and  to  President  township,  in  Venango  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houae  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  Jiereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Benneville  Fetherolf,  of  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  and  Amzi  Brown,  Commissioners, 
esquiie,  and  Daniel  Yeager,  of  the  county  of  Columbia,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road,  Location, 
commencing  on  the  state  road  leading  from  Poltsville  to  Mauch  Chunk, 
at  the  junction  of  Broad  and  Walnut  streets,  in  the  town  of  Tuscarora, 
in  Schuylkill  township,  Schuylkill  county,  and  terminating  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Numidia,  Slabtown  and  Catawissa  Forge  roads,  at  or  near 
the  house  of  Emanuel  Kerns,  in  Roaring  Creek  township,  Columbia 
county. 
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Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion before  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon 
them  by  this  act  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  carefully  view  the 
ground  over  which  said  road  may  pass,  and  to  lay  out  the  same  on  the 
nearest  and  best  ground  to  a  straight  line,  and  in  no  place  to  exceed  an 
elevation  of  five  degrees,  except  at  crossing  ravines  and  streams,  where 
by  a  moderate  excavation,  filling  or  bridging,  the  declination  of  said 
road  may  be  preserved  within  that  limit. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commisioners  to  make 
out  a  fair  an  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  respeclsvely 
noting  thereon  the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements, 
and  also  the  crossings  of  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such 
other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  September  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  offices  of  the 
clerks  of  the  courts  of  the  respective  counties  in  which  the  said  road 
may  be  laid  out,  on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practica- 
ble, which  shall  be  a  record  thereof;  and  from  thenceforth  the  said  road 
shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  public  highway,  and  shall  be 
opened  to  the  breadth  and  repaired  in  all  respects  as  roads  are  opened 
and  repaired  which  are  laid  out  by  order  of  the  courts  aforesaid. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  plainly 
and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  route  agreed  upon  for  the  road 
aforesaid,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readily  to  find 
the  same. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  commissioners,  respectively,  shall  receive 
a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  each  for 
each  day  necessarily  expended  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  enjoined 
by  this  act;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  employ  a 
surveyor  to  assist  them  in  the  discharge  of  tlieir  duties,  who  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  necessarily 
employed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  6.  That  the  accounts  of  the  said  commissioners  for  their 
own  pay  and  the  pay  of  their  surveyor,  shall  be  made  out  and  returned 
to  the  commissioners  of  such  counties  in  which  said  road  may  be 
located,  in  proportion  to  the  time  spent  in  the  respective  counties  in 
locating  said  road,  and  that  they  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  each  of 
the  respective  counties,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual  way. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the 
third  Monday  in  May  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and 
complete  the  view  of  said  road,  and  such  other  duties  as  are  enjoined 
upon  them  by  this  act. 

Section  8.  That  the  Lebanon  Valley  railroad  company  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  construct  their  railroad,  without  regard  to  the 
intermediate  points  (except  Lebanon,)  mentioned  in  the  act  incorpo- 
rating said  company  I  and  the  time  limited  in  the  same  for  commencing 
said  road,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  for  five  years,  and  for 
completing  the  same  ten  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act:  Provided^ 
That  witiiin  six  monllis  after  the  completion  of  said  railroad,  and  semi- 
annually thereafter,j  the  proper  officers  or  agents  of  the  said  Lebanon 
Valley  railroad  company,  shall  make  out  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and 
transmit  to  the  auditor  general,  a  statement  exhibiting  the  amount  of 
tonnage  of  whatsoever  kind  or  description,  and  the  number  of  passen- 
gers that  may  have  passed  over  the  entire  length  of  said  road,  between 
Harrisburg  and  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  Reading  railroad,  or  the 
city  of  Reading,  during  the  preceding  six  months ;  and  they  shall  also 
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at  the  same  time  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth,  a  tax  or 
duty  on  all  tonnage  of  whatsoever  kind  or  description,  except  the  ordi- 
nary baggage  of  passengers,  that  may  have  passed  over  the  entire  length 
of  said  road,  between  the  aforesaid  points  during  the  last  preceding  six 
months,  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  per  ton;  and  also  pay  into  the 
treasury  aforesaid  at  the  same  lime,  a  tax  or  duty  on  all  passengers  that 
may  have  passed  over  said  road  between  the  points  aforesaid,  during  ,  • 
the  last  preceding  six  months,  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  for  each  pas-  ..

Pennsylvania;  relative  to  certain  school  districts  in  Perry  and  Cambria  counties;. 
to  the  borough  election  in  Montoutviile,  Lycoming  county;  and  to  a  certain 
road  or  street  in  Meadviire,  Crawford  county.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sam  \  That 
the  town  of  Chester,  in  tlie  county  of  Delaware,  shall  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  under  the  name  and  title  of  the  bor- 
ouirh  of  Chester,  the  extent  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  he  as  fol- 
lows: beginning  on  the  river  Delaware,  at  the  mouth  of  Lemokin  run 
at  low  water  mark  j  thence  up  the  said  river  to  the  mouth  of  Ridley 
creek  :  thence  up  the  said  creek  to  the  line  dividing  the  lands  of  Spen- 
cer M'llvain  and  the  heirs  of  John  Burke  ;  thence  a  straight  course  to 
a  hawthorn  tree  upon  the  western  side  of  the  Providence  great  road,  on 
the  lands  of  Joseph  Eiigle.  and  upon  the  south-eastern  line  of  lands 
formerly  of  Joseph  Neide,  deceased  ;  thence  along  said  line  to  the  mid- 
dle of  the  public  road  leading  to  IMiddletown  ;  thence  down  the  middle 
of  said  road  to  Ship  creek  ;  thence  down  the  said  creek  to  where  the 
same  empties  into  Chester  creek  ;  thence  a  straight  course  to  Lemokin 
run  aforesaid,  at  the  line  dividing  the  lands  of  William  Young  and  Wil- 
liam G.  Flower;  thence  down  Lemokin  riui  to  the  place  of  bei^inning. 

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  boi'ough  entitled  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  who  shall  have  resided  within 
the  same  for  one  year  immediately  preceding  such  election,  and  within 
that  lime  have  paid  a  borough  tax,  shall  have  power,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  April  in  each  and  every  year',  to  meet  at  the  place  wl:ere  the 
elections  for  members  of  general  assembly  are  held,  or  at  such  other 
place  within  the  said  borough  as  the  council,  by  ordinance,  nmy  direct, 
and  then  and  there,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  seven  in  the  aliernoon, 
elect  by  ballot  one  citizen  residing  in  said  borough  for  burgess,  to  be 
styled  "burgess  of  the  boi'ough  of  Chester;"  and  at  the  first  eleciiun  nine 
persons  qualified  to  vole  at  said  election,  and  at  each  succeeding  election 
three  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  for  members  of  the  town  council:  and 
at  every  such  election  one  such  person  to  serve  as  town  clerk,  and  one

charge  and  encumber,  or  demise  and  dispose  of  at  their  will  and  plea-

used  for  agricultural  purposes,  shall,  with  the  farm  house,  barn  and 
other  agricultural  buildings  thereon,  be  appraised  for  said  assessment  at 
a  higher  valuation  than  that  of  the  best  dwelling  house  and  curtilage 
within  the  said  borough  :  And  provided  further,  That  moneys  at  in-  -  ,  :■  '  ,  .^ 
terest,  and  stocks  in  banks  and  other  corporations,  shall  not  be  included  '  .",;, 
in  said  assessment;  and  the  collector  of  taxes  appointed  by  said  council, 
shall,  on  the  delivery  of  the  duplicate  to  him,  proceed  to  collect  the 
amount  of  such  duplicate  from  the  persons  therein  respectively  charged, 
and  pay  over  the  same  when  collected  without  delay  to  the  borough 
treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor  ;  and  if  any  person  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  make  payment  of  the  amount  due  by  him  for  such  tax  within 
thirty  days  from  the  time  of  demand  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  holding  the  duplicate  wherein  such  tax  shall  be  charged,  to 
levy  such  amount  byMistress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chatties  of  such 
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delinquent,  giving  ten  dnys'  public  notice  of  such  sale,  by  written  or 
printed  advertisements,  lo  be  set  up  in  six  of  the  most  public  places 
within  the  said  borough. 

Si:cTioN  10.  That  tiie  said  council  shall  have  power  at  their  first 
meeting,  after  they  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified,  and  yearly 
tiiereafter,  to  elect,  viva  voce,  as  many  suitable  persons  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary,  to  be  collectors  of  taxes  for  said  borough,  who  shall 
collect  the  taxes  for  the  year  lor  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  and  sliall 
give  such  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  as  the  said 
council  shall  direct;  and  also,  one  or  more  street  commissioners,  a 
clerk  of  the  markets,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  execution  of  the  laws  and  ordinances,  and  the  carry- 
ing of  the  police  regulations  of  the  said  borougli  into  effect;  and  shall 
have  power  by  ordinance,  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  the  said  offi- 
cers, and  to  prescribe  their  duiies,  and  at  pleasure  to  dismiss  and  re- 
move all  of  or  any  of  them,  except  the  tax  collectors. 

SECTioai  11.  That  the  chief  burgess  and  two  inhabitants  qualified  lo 
vole  for  members  of  town  council,  to  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of  the 
council  for  that  purpose,  shall  constitute  a  court  of  appeal;  and  prior  to 
the  collection  of  any  borough  tax,  the  collector  shall  inform  each  inhabi- 
tant of  his  lax,  and  the  lime  and  place  of  appeal,  by  serving  a  written 
or  printed  notice  upon  him,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  place  of  resi- 
dence ;  Provided,  That  the  said  court  of  appeal  shall  have  no  other 
power  than  to  determine  the  justness  of  the  apportionment  of  said  tax, 
and  to  remedy  any  grievances  that  may  occur  in  imposing  the  same. 

Section  12.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough  may  and  shall 
have  hereafter  forever,  markets  in  said  borough  on  such  days  and  as 
many  in  the  week  as  the  said  council  shall  direct;  and  the  said  council 
may  and  shall  by  ordinance  provide  for  the  regulation  of  said  markets, 
for  removing  nuisances  and  obstructions  from  the  streets,  roads,  lanes 
and  alleys,  and  regulating  the  width  of  porches,  steps,  cellar  doors  and 
other  devices  that  may  project  into  any  street,  road  or  public  highway ; 
ascertain  and  regulate  the  depth  of  any  vaults,  sinks  or  pits  for  neces- 
sary houses,  and  fix  the  distance  of  the  same  from  the  lines  of  adjoining 
lots;  make  permanent  rules  relative  to  foundations  for  buildings,  party 
walls  and  fences;  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  pre- 
vent and  restrain  the  exercising  or  practising  of  any  trade  or  occupation 
which  shall  be  dangerous  to  the  health  and  property  of  the  inhabitants; 
they  shall  power  to  impose  fines  and  penalties,  and  the  same  to  enforce 
and  recover;  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  establish  a 
nightly  watch,  to  fix  lamps  in  any  part  or  parts  of  said  borough,  and  for 
more  conveniently  watching  the  same,  may  divide  the  borough  into  dis- 
tricts :  Provided,  That  when  a  nightly  watch  shall  be  established,  or 
lamps  fixed  in  any  part  or  parts  of  said  borough,  the  persons  applying 
for  the  same,  and  tliey  only,  shall  be  assessed  with  the  expenses 
thereof. 

Section  13.  That  all  dogs  owned,  kept  or  permitted  to  remain  at  or 
about  any  house  or  premises  within  said  borough,  by  the  owner  or  oc- 
cupant thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  use  of  said  borough  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  annually  to  issue  their  pre- 
cept to  the  high  constable  of  said  borough,  authorizing  and  requiring 
him  to  enumerate  and  return  to  said  council,  within  twenty  days  there- 
after, the  names  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough  who  own  or  keep 
any  dog  or  dogs,  or  permit  the  same  to  remain  about  their  houses  or 
premises,  designating  the  number  so  owned,  kept  or  permitted  to  remain 
by  each,  whereupon  the  said  town  council  shall  proceed  to  levy  and  as- 
sess on  every  such  person,  so  returned  to  them  as  aforesaid,  a  tax  of 
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one  (loll;ir  for  each  and  every  dng  owned,  kept  or  permitted  to  remain 

as   aforesaid  by  such  inhabitant,  which  said  tax  shall   be  enforced  and

Skction   14.   That  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough  qualified  to  vote  jjjggtion  of  bor-

To  incorporate  the  Sons  of  Temperance  hall  association  of  Schuylkill  Haven,  in 
the  county  of  Schuylkill. 

Whereas,  Certain  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  hereinafter  named, 
Preamble.  have  associated  together  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Sons  of  Temper- 

nnce  hall  in  tlie  borougli  of  Schuylkill  Haven,  in  the  county  of  Schuyl- 
kill, and  have  with  certain  moneys  raised  by  issuing  certificates  of 
slock  and  certificates  of  loan,  purchased  a  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground, 
situate  on  the  south-east  side  of  Front  street,  above  Peter  street,  in  the 
said  borough  of  Schuylkill  Haven,  and  erected  upon  the  same  a  hall  and 
other  buildings,  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  the  division  of  the 
Sons  of  Temperance  and  other  benevolent  societies  ;  therefore. 

Section   1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoiae  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  CoinmoniveaUh  of  Pennsijlvania  in  General  Jlssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  axdhority  of  the  same.

Whereas,  General  William   Monigotnery,  late  of  Mahoniiir  town- 
ship, in  the  county  of  Columbia,  now  deceased,  by  his  last  will  and 
Preamble.  testament,  proved  and  entered  of  record  in  the  rej^ister's  office  of  said

shall  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  by  selecting 
a  lot-holder  to  suppfy  any  such  vacancv,  occurring  bv  resignation,  re- 
moval, death  or  otherwise,  and  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  orna- 
ment the  gifounds  purchased  for  the  said  cemetery  ^  to  erect  such  build- 
ings thereon  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  same  ;  to  lay 
oivt,  sell  artd  dispose  of  burial  lots;  to  appoint  all  necessary  officers,  anci 
fi'x  their  several  duties  and  compensation,  and  to  make  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  tteern  proper  for  eondncling  the  afTairs 
of  the  corporation,  for  the  government  of  lot-holders  and  visitors  to  the 
cemetery,  and  for  the  transfer  of  lots  and  the  evidence  thereof. 

Section  .3.  That  every  lot  conveyed  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  hehJ 
by  the  proprietor  for  the  purpose  of  sepulture  alone,  transferable  witb 
the  consent  of  the  president  and  mar^agers,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to 
attachment  or  execution;  and  that  the  said  cemetery  shall  hereafter  be 
forever  exempted  from  taxation  except  for  state  purposes. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  lots 
in  said  cemetery,  shall  be  suflEeient  to  pay  the  ptirebase  money  ex- 
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pended  by  the  persons  hereby  incorporated,  with  interest,  and  tlie  ex- 
penses that  shall  have  been  incurred  by  them  in  laying  out.  enclosing  •  ^ 
and  improving  the  grounds,  and  erecting  the  necessary  buildings,  then 
each  lot-holder  shall  become  a  member  of  the  corporation,  and  have  a 
right  to  vote  for  the  officers  thereof;  and  at  all  elections  held  thereafter 
under  this  act,  each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  and  no  more  :  Provided^  'That  all  the  money  raised  thereafter 
from  the  sale  of  lots,  shall  be  expended  in  improving,  repairing  and 
maintaining  said  cemeterey :  And  provided  further^  That  until  an 
election  shall  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  persons  hereby 
incorporated  shall  be  managers  of  the  corporation.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  liepresenfa- 
tives  of  the  Commomveallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jtssemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  'I'hat 
tfie  canal  commissioners  be  and  they  are  liereby  aulliorized,  if  ihey 
should  deem  it  necessary  to  protect  the  public  interests,  to  purchase 
on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  the  entire  water  power, 
with  the  appurtenances,  created  by  the  stale  dam  at  Loyalsock  creek. 
and  now  owned  by  Samuel  Caldwell,  on  the  West  Branch  division  of 
the  Pennsylvania  canal ;  and  if  such  purchase  cannot  be  made  on  terms 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  canal  commissioners  are  fair  and  reasonablfi,

To  incorporate  the  village  of  Saint  Clair,  in  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  into  a  bor- 
ough, to  be  called  Saint  Clair. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commoni^ealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  town  of  Saint  Clair,  in  tiie  county  of  Schuylkill,  shall  be  and  the  Corporate, 
game  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  under  the  name  and  tide  of 
"The  borough  of  Saint  Clair,"  and  shall  be  comprised  within  the  fol- 
lowinor  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a  stone  which  is  north  twenty-  Boundariea, 
five  degrees  west  thirty-three  hundred  (3300)  feet  from  the  centre  of 
the  intersection  of  First  and  Hancock  streets;  thence  north  sixty-five 
degrees  east  (2640  feel)  twenty-six  hundred  and  forty  feet  to  a  stone  ; 
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thence  south  twenty-five  degrees  east  sixly-six  hundred  (6G00)  feet  lo 
a  stone;  thence  south  sixty-five  degrees  west  fifty-two  hundred  and 
eighty  (5280)  feet  to  a  stake;  thence  north  twenty-five  degrees  west 
sixty  six  hundred  (6600)  feet  to  a  stake;  thence  north  sixty-five  degrees 
east  twenty-six  hundred  and  forty  (2640)  feet,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled  to  vote 
for  members  of  the  legislature,  who  have  resided  in  said  borough  six 
months  previously  to  such  election,  to  meet  at  the  tavern  now  kept  by 
Jonathan  Johnson,  or  at  such  other  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the 
town  council,  in  said  borough,  on  the  first  Monday  in  IMay  in  every 
year,  and  then  and  there  elect  by  ballot,  between  the  hours  of  nine 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  six  o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  the  same  day,  a  citizen 
residing  therein  for  burgess,  and  five  citizens  residing  therein  for  town 
council,  anil  one  for  town  clerk,  and  one  for  justice  of  the  peace,  one 
for  high  constable,  one  for  assessor,  and  two  for  assistant  assessors; 
but  previously  to  such  election  the  inhabitants  present  shall  elect  one 
judge,  two  inspectors  and  two  clerks  of  the  said  election,  which  shall 
be  regulated  throughout  according  to  the  general  election  laws  of  this 
commonwealth,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  receiving  and  counting  of  votes  ; 
and  the  said  judge,  inspectors  and  clerks  shall  respectively  take  an 
oath  or  atfirmation  before  a  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  to  perforni 
their  respective  duties  with  fidelity  and  impartiality,  and  after  the  said 
election  shall  be  closed,  they  shall  publicly  declare  the  persons  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  to  be  duly  elected;  and  in  case  two  or 
more  candidates  shall  have  the  same  number  of  votes,  the  preference 
shall  be  determined  i)y  lot,  drawn  in  the  presence  of  the  said  inspec- 
tors and  clerks  by  the  said  judge;  after  the  said  election  shall  be  closed, 
the  said  judge  and  inspectors  shall  give  notice  in  writing,  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  election,  to  the  canilidates  elected,  and  shall  make 
out  a  return  under  their  hands,  containing  the  names  of  the  candidates 
and  the  number  of  voles  given  for  each,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
town  clerk,  who  shall  hand  over  the  said  returns  to  the  town  council  at 
their  first  meeting,  which  return  shall  be  filed  with  the  papers  belonging 
to  the  corporation;  and  if  it  shoidd  happen  through  neglect  or  other- 
wise, that  the  first  election  should  not  be  holden  on  the  day  aforesaid 
in  the  manner  herein  presented,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  of  the 
peace  residing  in  the  said  borough,  or  in  case  of  his  refusal  or  inability 
or  neglect  to  act,  of  the  constable  residing  in  the  borough,  lo  give  at 
least  eight  days'  notice  of  such  election,  by  at  least  four  advertisements 
set  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  the  borough;  but  after  the  borough 
has  been  organized,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess,  or  in  case  of 
his  neglect  or  relusal  or  inability  to  act,  of  the  president  of  the  council, 
to  issue  his  precept  directed  to  the  high  constable,  to  supply  said  neglect 
by  giving  at  least  eight  days'  notice  of  such  an  election,  by  at  least  five 
advertisements  set  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  the  borough  :  Pro- 
videiU  That  the  members  and  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  continue 
to  exercise  all  the  powers,  and  perform  all  the  duties  given  lo  and  en- 
joined upon  them  by  this  act,  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  or 
appointed. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  council  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday 
after  their  election  to  receive  and  examine  the  returns  of  their  election, 
and  at  their  first  meeting  the  members  shall  divide  themselves  by  lot 
into  two  classes,  the  seals  of  the  first  class  consisting  of  three  members, 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  to  be  re-filled  by  the 
election  of  two  members  for  two  years,  and  one  member  for  one  year  j 
and  the  seats  of  the  second  class  to  be  'v  cai  'd  at  the  expiration  of  two 
years,  and  to  be  re-filled  by  two  member  sel    cted  for  two  years,  so  that 
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each  year  three  members  may  be  chosen,  one  for  one  year,  and  two  for 
two  years  ;  and  the  said  coLincil  shall  appoint  a  president  of  their  board  President  of 
whose  duly  it  shall  be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  their  board,  sign  all  board,  duties  of. 
ordinances,  to  convene  the  board  when  occasion  may  reqviire,  and  gene- 
rally to  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  upon  him  by  ordinance 
of  council;  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  neglect  of,  duty,  removal  from 
the  borough  or  other  inability  to  act,  the  council  shall  from  time  to  time 
elect  a  president  pro  tempore  as  occasion  may  require,  who  shall  exer- 
cise the  same  authority  and  perform  the  same  duties  that  are  or  maybe 
enjoined  upon  the  president;  and  the  burgess  shall  be  removable  from 
office  for  misdemeanor  in  the  same  manner  that  justices  of  the  peace  ',;?

Skction  4.  That  from  and  after  the  second  Monday  in  May,  Anno 
Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  the  burgess  and  council 
duly  electee!  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  one  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  corporation  of  the  borough  siyle. 
of  Saint  Clair,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in 
law  to  have,  acquire,  receive,  hold  and  possess  goods,  chattels,  lands,  Privileges, 
tenements,  rents,  franchises,   hereditaments,  jurisdictions  and   liberties  1 

to  them  and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise  ;  and  also  to 
give,  grant,  sell,  let  and  assign  the  same,  and  shall  by  the  name  and

That  the  members  of  the  said  corporation,  high  consta- 
ble and  all  other  officers  created  by  this  act,   shall  severally,   before  Offieers  to  take 
taking  upon  themselves  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  an  °**^' 
oath  or  affirmation  before  a  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
of  Schuylkill,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  con- 
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stitiition  of  the  state  of  Ppiinsylvnnia,  and  to  perform  tlie  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  with  fidelity ;  certificates  of  which  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions shall  be  filed  amoHg  the  papers  of  the  corporalion. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  said  conncil.  three  of 
whom  sliall  be  a  quorum,  to  hold  meetiiio-s  from  lime  to  time,  as  occa- 
sion may  require,  or  upon  the  summons  of  the  president  of  the  council, 
or  in  his  absence  or  inabilit}"^  to  act,  of  the  burgess  ;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  enact  by-laws,  and  to  make  sucli  rules,  regulations  and  ordi- 
nances as  shall  be  determined  upon  by  Ui'"  majority  of  the  whole 
council,  necessary  to  promote  the  peace,  good  order  and  genera]  wel- 
fare of  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough  ;  particularly  for  the  providing  for 
the  regulation  of  markets,  laying  out,  improving,  repairing,  keeping  in 
order  and  regulating  streets,  roads,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  removing  nui- 
sances and  obstructions  therefrom  ;  regulating  the  width  of  porches, 
slep^.,  cellar  doors  or  other  device  that  may  encroach  upon  or  project 
into  any  street,  road,  lane,  alley  or  pul^Iic  highway;  ascertaining  and 
regulating  the  depths  of  vaults  of  sinks  or  pits  for  necessary  houses,  and 
making  permanent  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  foundations  of 
buildings,  parly  walls  and  fences  ;  they  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thorit}'  to  prevent  and  restrain  the  exercising  or  practicing  of  any  trade  or 
occupation,  the  exercise  or  practicing  of  which  shall  be  dangerous  to  the 
health  or  property  of  the  inhabitants;  they  shall  have  power  to  impose 
fines,  penalties,  partial  and  total  forfeitures;  and  also,  to  assess,  appor- 
tion and  appropriate  such  taxes  as  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of 
them,  necessary  for  carrying  the  said  rules  and  ordinances  Irom  lime  to 
time  into  complete  effect;  and  also,  to  appoint  street  commissioners, 
treasurer  and  collector  annually,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  from  to  time,  and  the  s^v,me  officers  from  time  to  time  to 
remove  for  misconduct,  neglect  or  misdemeanor  in  office,  excepting  the 
burgess,  who  shall  only  be  removable  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed :  Provided,  That  no  rules,  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  repugnant  to  the  constitittion  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  this  commonwealth,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  punished 
for  a  breach  of  a  by-law  or  ordinance  made  as  aforesaid,  until  ten  da3's 
have  expired  after  the  promulgation  thereof,  in  at  least  one  newspaper 
printed  in  said  borough,  or  by  ten  advertisements  set  up  in  the  most 
public  places  in  the  said  borough:  Provide ',  That  no  streets,  lanes  or 
alleys  shall  be  laid  out  or  extended  in  such  way  as  to  interfere  in  any 
manner  with  any  coal  mines  or  coal  operations  which  may  now  or  here- 
after exist  within  the  bounds  of  said  borough. 

Section  8.  That  the  general  borough  tax.  rates  and  levies,  assessed, 
rated  and  levied  by  the  said  council,  shall  not.  in  any  one  year,  exceed

That 
the  principal  or  assistant  surveyor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the

Whereas,  Abhy  N.  Penrose,  late  of  the  city  of  Philaiielphia,  de- 
ceasetl,  by  her  last  will  and  testament,  devised  her  real  estate  to  her 
brother  Norwood  Penrose,  to  be  appropriixted  according  to  her  verbal

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonioealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissemtjly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authori'y  of  the  some.  That 
Isaiali  Hartley,  of  Sullivan  county,  Elmor  Horton,  of  Bradford  county,

every  fifty  dollars  of  the  amount  due  upon  said  loan ;  holders  of  other 
mortgage  debts,  judgments  or  any  other  legal  claim  whatever,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  one  share  of  stock  for  each  filly  dollars  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  such  claim  or  debt,  and  where  fractional  parts  of  a  share  of 
stock  may  be  due  to  any  holder  of  stock  or  loan,  such  fraction  shall  be 
issued  to  such  holder  in  the  nearest  tenth  part  of  a  share  :  Provided.

Whereas,  By  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  to  which  thrs  is  a  supple- 
ment, the  members  of  the  Episcopal  church  at  Norristown,  in  the- 
coimty  of  Montgomery,  were  enacted  into  a  corporation  with  the  style 
and  title  of  "-The  Methodist  Episcopal  ehurch  of  the  borough  of  Nor- 
ristown," with  the  right  to  exercise  the  powers  and  piivileges  granted- 
by  law  to  the  Presbyterian  congregation  of  Alliens  : 

^find  tvhercaa.  The  members  of  the  said  Methodist  Episcopal  chiircb 
are  desirous  of  having  certain  changes  and  modifications  effected  in  their 
said  charier;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enof^ttd  by  the  Senctte  and  Hnvse  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  CommonivectUh  of  Pennsylvunia  in  General  Assembln 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  'J'hat 
the  name  of  the  paid  corporation  shall  continue  to  be  the  "Metho- 
dist Episcopal  church  of  the  borough  of  Norristown,"  by  which  name 
they  shall  in  law  be  capable  of  suing  and  of  being  sued,  and  of  taking 
and  holding  lands,  tenements,  goods»  chatties  of  whatsoever  kind,  na- 
ture or  quality,  real,  perfronal  or  mixed,  which  now  is  or  hereafter  shalC 
become  the  property  of  said  corporation*  or  to  be  beld  for  the  use,  by 
^ift,  grant,  bargain,  sal*,  conveyance,  devise;,  bequest  or  otherwise, 
from  any  person  whomsoever,  capabla  of  making  the  same  ;  and  the 
same  to  gram,  bargain,  sell,  morlgag<e,.  improve  or  dispose  of  for  the  use 
of  and  benefit  of  said  church  :  Proiiided,  That  the  yearly  value  or  in- 
come of  the  said  estates  ahall  not,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  two  thou- 
sand and  live  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  appropriated  to  any 
other  than  benevolent  or  religious  purposes. 

Section  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted  by 
seven  trustees,  who  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  president  and! 
secretary,  and  may  appoint  a  treasurer  and  cUher  officers  ihey  may 
deem  necessary. 

Skction  3.  On  the  first  Monday  in  ?.farch,  in  the  year  Anno' 
Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  the  members  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  elect  seven  persons  to  serve  as  trustees,  three  for  three 
years,  three  for  two  years,  and  one  for  one  vear ;  the  term  of  service 
to  be  designnted  bv  ilie  electors  on  their  ballots;:  and  their  places  re- 
spectively shall  be  supplied  by  the  annual  election  on  the  first  Monday 
of  March,  in  each  succeeding  year,  of  three  persons  or  one,  as  the  case- 
may  be,  all  of  whom  must  be  mei::ibers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  of  oite  year's  staiiding:  Provided,  That  in  case  of  vacancy  by

Section  4.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  have  full 
power  to  enact  and  enforce  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  they  shall  By-laws, 
think  proper  for  the  reg-ulalion  and  transaction  of  the  busiuess  of  the  said 
corporation;  and  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  ®*^^'* 
to  break,  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure  j  to  change  the  time  and  place 
of  hoMing  the  annual  election,  as  the  same  may  be  found  convenient; 
and  il  the  qualified  voters  neglect  on  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting  to 
hold  their  election,  the  trustee?  may  appoint  any  subsequent  time,  on 
which  ilie  election  sliall  beheld:  Provided,  That  notice  of  such  time 
and  phice  shall  be  publicly  given  on  the  Lord's  day,  at  least  one  week 
before  tlie  time  of  holding  such  election  ;  and  also,  that  the  said  by-laws 
and  oidinances  be  framed,  enacted  and  promulgated,  and  all  the  acts  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  rules  and  principles  of 
the  g^^'.ieral  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  the  United  States,  existing 
and  established  at  the  time  the  enactment  thereof,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  Stales.

For  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the  city, 
exclusive  of  the  cost  of  grading,  pavin<r,  et  cetera,  of  public  str(  ;;ls  and 
alleys  hereinafter  specifically  provided  for. 

IV.  For  the  delrayment  of  the  cost  of  such  extraordinary  improve- 
ments, erections  and  pin-chases  as  may  from  time  to  time  become  neces- 
sary for  the  convenience  and  prosperity  of  the  public:  Provided,  That 
the  expenditures  authorized  by  such  ordinance  of  appropriation  in  any 
one  year,  shall  not  exceed  the  revenue  of  such  year  limited  as  above, 
and  if  such  revenue  shall  exceed  the  expenditures  ordered,  such  excess 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  sinking  fund  herein  authorized  to  be  created. 

SrcTioN  4.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  councils,  either

estate;  relative  to  the  estate  of  Joseph  Parker  IN' orris,  deceased;  to  the  interest 
of  Will  am  Montgomery  and  Robert  Ralston,  in  stock  of  the  Philadelphia  Bank; 
to  the  estates  of  John  Riddell,  late  of  Erie  county,  captain  William  Bell,  late  of 
Philadelphia,  and  John  Cramer,  late  of  Adams  county,  deceased;  and  to  the 
trusteeship  of  the  old  Bank  of  the  United  States.

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and  comply  with  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  of  the  consistory, 
and  in  all  other  respects  demean  themselves  as  church  members,  aiihouo'h 
they  are  not  communicants,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  elections  for 
pastor  ard  trustees,  and  on  any  question  touching  the  property  or  merely 
temporal  interests  of  tlie  congregation:  Provided,  Such  person  or  per- 
sons be  not  a  member  or  members  of  another  church,  or  of  other 
churches;  and  persons  of  tiie  character  above  specified  who  are  not 
members,  who  have  been  and  are  now  attending  divine  worship  with 
the  congregation  hereby  incorporated  previous  to  the  passage  of  this 
act,  who  comply  with  and  continue  to  conform  to  the  conditions  speci- 
fied in  this  section,  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  granted  in  the  same,  and 
be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  transactions  of  the  congregation,  so  far 
as  specified,  simultaneously  with  the  members  of  the  church:  Provided^ 
That  if  in  the  judgment  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  consistory 
the  above  privileges  are  abused,  to  the  injury  of  the  church,  they  shall 
lay  the  matter  before  the  communicant  voting  members  of  the  church, 
and  in  all  cases  where  a  majority  of  them  so  decide,  the  privilege  shall 
be  withdrawn. 

Section  13.  If  the  said  congregation  shall  neglect,  on  the  day  and 
at  the  time  of  the  annual  election  as  is  hereinafter  directed,  to  hold  such 
election  as  aforesaid,  then  said  corporation  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but 
the  consistory  may  appoint  any  subsequent  time,  not  exceeding  four 
weeks  from  the  time  of  the  first  notice,  at  which  the  election  may  be 
held:  Provided,  That  incase  the  consistory  should  neglect  or  refuse 
to  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  holding  an  election  as  is  directed  in 
this  act,  then  ten  or  more  members  qualified  lo  vote  as  is  herein  pro- 
vided for,  may  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  holding  such  election, 
by  giving  two  weeks'  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  such  meet- 
ing, in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Section  14.  If  any  objection  of  a  serious  nature  shall  b"  made 
against  the  character  of  any  officer  elect,  and  be  presented  in  writing 
with  any  number  of  signatures  attached  thereto  to  the  consistory,  they 
shall  immediately  investigate  and  decide  upon  the  case  before  such 
officer  is  installed:  but  an  appeal  may  be  made  and  had  from  this  de- 
cision to  the  voting  members  of  the  church,  if  the  objection  be  against 
an  elder  or  a  deacon  elect,  or  to  those  entiUed  to  vole  for  a  trustee,  if 
against  a  trustee  elect;  and  if  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  as  the  case 
may  be,  respectively  decide  in  favor  of  installing  such  oflicer  elect,  it 
shall  be  done,  and  if  against  it,  then  another  candidate  siiall  be  elected. 

Section  15.  All  notices  of  elections  and  meetings  of  the  congre- 
gation shall  be  published  from  the  pulpit  on  an  occasion  of  public  wor- 
ship, or  in  such  other  way  as  the  consistory  shall  direct ;  and  in  all 
cases  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  shall  govern  at  meetings  of  the 
church  or  congregation;  and  all  meetings  of  the  church  or  congregation 
shall  in  the  first  place  be  called  and  ordered  by  the  consistory;  but  if 
they  refuse  lo  call  such  meeting  at  any  time  upon  the  written  request 
of  any  ten  or  more  voting  members  of  the  church,  any  twenty  or  more 
members  may  appoint  one  without  ilie  consistory,  and  upon  their  own 
motion,  by  giving  public  notice  thereof  for  at  least  two  weeks  previous 
to  the  holding  of  such  meeting,  either  by  publication  from  the  pulpit 
during  divine  service,  or  by  advertisement  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
any  English  newspaper  printed  and  published  in  the  city  of  Lancaster. 

Section  16.  A  majority  of  the  acting  consistory  shall  upon  all  occa- 
sions, and  for  the  transaciion  of  all  business,  constitute  a  quorum  ;  and 
they  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  full  and  complete  record 
of  all  their  proceedings,  and  also  a  treasurer,  from  one  of  the  trustees, 
who  shall  take  charge  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  corporation ; 
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and  all  bond.-^,  notes,  judgments  and  mortgages  to  be  given,  made  and

»f/uZ  whereas.  It  is  provided  in  the  tenth  article  of  the  constitution 
that  any  amendment  so  agreed  upon,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  in 
such  manner  and  at  such  time,  at  least  three  months  after  being  so 
agreed  to  by  the  two  houses,  as  the  legislature  shall  prescribe  ;  therefore.

That  the  election  on  the  said  proposed  amendment  shall 
in  all  respects  be  conducted  as  the  general  elections  of  this  common- 
wealth are  now  conducted  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  return  judges 
of  the  respective  counties  and  districts  tliereof,  first  having  carefully 
ascertained  the  number  of  votes  given  for  or  against  the  said  amendmi.^nt, 
in  the  manner  aforesaid,  to  make  out  duplicate  returns  thereof,  expressed 
in  words,  at  length,  and  not  in  figures  only,  one  of  which  returns  so 
made  shall  be  lodged  in  the  prothonotary's  office  of  tiie  proper  county, 
and  the  other  sealed  and  directed  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth, 
and  by  one  of  the  said  judges  forthwith  deposited  in  the  most  convenient 
post  office. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  further  he  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth,  on  receiving  the  returns  for  the  election  for  and  against 
the  said  amendment,  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  speaker  of  the  senate, 
on  or  before  tiie  first  Monday  after  the  organization  of  the  next  legis- 
lature after  said  returns  shall  so  be  received,  who  shall  open  and  publish 
the  same  in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives  on  the  next  Tuesday  thereafter;  and  when  the  number 
of  votes  given  for,  and  the  number  of  votes  given  against  the  said  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  suuuucd  up  and  ascertained,  duplicate  certificates 
thereof  shall  be  signed  by  l!ie  speaker  of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the 
iiouse  of  representatives  j  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  and  the  other  delivered  to  the  governor, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  declare  by  proclamation  whether  the  said 
amendment  has  been  or  has  not  been  approved  and  ratified  by  the  citi- 
zens of  this  commonwealth.

for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their 
stead,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  declare  by  by-laws,  what  number 
of  trustees  less  than  a  majority  of  the  whole,  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.

SireTiON  T.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Coram onurealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  Tliat 
the  qiiialifiecl  voters  of  this  commonwealth  shall  whoose  by  ballot,  one 
person  to  fill  the  office  of  auditor  general,  and  one  person  to  fill  the 
office  of  surveyor  general,  on  the  seeon-d  Tuesday  of  October,  Anno 
Dominr,  one  thousand  ei^^ht  hundred  and  fiftyr  and  at  their  general 
election  every  third  year  thereafter. 

Sf.ction  2.  T'hal  the  auditor  general  and  the  si>rveyor  general  elected 
in  ptirsoance  of  the  first  section  of  this  ast,  shall  be  cojnniissioned  by 
the  (Tovernor  of  this  coflimonwealth,  and  sha^ll  assume  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  on  tlie  first  Toesday  of  May  next  ensuing  their 
election,  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers  granted,  perform  all  the  duties, 
and  be  snbject  to  all  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  existing  laws  of  this 
commoiiwearth,  relating  to  auditor  general  and  surveyor  general.

The  company  shall  have  power  to  regulate  their  tolls 
within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  thirteenth  section  of  said  act,  and 
the  supplement  to  the  same,  without  reference  to  the  width  of  wheels 
in  any  case,  and  to  charge  the  same  tolls  where  mules  or  oxen  are  used 
in  place  of  horses. 

Section  4.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  their 
road  on  a  grade  that  shall  in  no  place  rise  or  fall  more  than  will  form  an 
angle  o(  four  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line  ;  and  that  the  said  company 
have  power  to  erect  gates  and  collect  tolls  on  said  road,  when  three 
miles  are  completed  :  the  companv  aie  also  authorized  to  make  such 
arrangements  with  the  townships  through  which  the  said  road  may  pass, 
as  can  be  agreed  upon  by  the  citizens  of  the  said  townships  and  the 
directors  of  the  company. 

Section  5.  Any  person  who  shall  drag  along  or  across  said  road 
any  log,  timber,  wood  or  stone,  so  that  the  same  shall  come  in  contact 
with  the  even  surface  of  the  said  road,  or  shall  injure  or  spoil  any  part 
of  said  road,  or  any  thing  thereunto  belonging,  he  shall,  for  every  such 
offence,  forieit  to  the  corporation  hereby  created  the  sum  often  dollars, 
which  penally  may  be  recovered  by  said  corporation  in  an  action  of 
debt  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof.

That  if  said  company  shall  not  commence  the  con- 
struction of  their  road  within  three  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  coinplete  the  same  within  five  years  thereafter,  this  act  shall  be 
null  and  void,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary  to  wind  up 
the  affairs  and  pay  the  debts  of  said  company.

To  erect  the  village  of  Doverville,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  into  a  borough, 
l>y  the  name  and  title  of  "  'J'he  comtnissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  borough 
of  Aramingo,  in  the  coumy  of  Philadelphia;"'  and  relating  to  the  Phijjdi  Iphia 
House  of  Refuge. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives  of  the  Commonweo/th  of  Pennsij/vania  in  General  Jisaeinbly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  satne,  'I'liat 
the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  liie  township  of  the  unincorporated 
Northern  Liberties,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  known  as  ilie  vil- 
lage of  Doverville,  and  farm  land  adjacent  thereto,  and  included  widiin 
the  boundaries  hereinafter  designated,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  erected 
into  a  boroujrh  which  shall  be  called  the  borough  of  Aramingo;  and  the 
said  inhabitants  and  their  successors  forever,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  politic  in  law  and  in  fact,  by  the  name  and  style  "The  commis- 
sioners and  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Aramingo,  in  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  the}-  and  their  successors  shall  at  all  limes  forever  be  able  and 
capable  to  purchase,  hold,  take,  receive,  possess  and  enjoy  lands,  tene- 
ments, liberties,  franchises,  jurisdictions,  chattels  and  effects,  am!  the 
same  to  grant,  sell,  alien,  convey  ajid  at  their  pleasure;  and  by  the  name 
aforesaid  are  and  forever  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto, 
defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  and  jurisdictions  within  this  com- 
monwealth, in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  pleas,  complaints,  causes 
and  matters  that  to  them  as  a  body  politic  shall  and  may  appertain, 
and  to  have  and  use  one  common  seal. 

Section  2.  The  boundaries  and  limits  of  the  said  borough  shall  be 
as  tbilows  :  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  western  side  of  Salmon  street, 
at  the  intersection  ol'  the  contemplated  boundary  line  of  Bridesburg; 
thence  extending  along  said  contemplated  line  north-westwardly  to  the 
centre  of  Frankford  creek;  thence  along  the  centre  of  Frankford  creek 
the  several  courses  thereof  to  a  point  opposite  the  northern  line  of  the 
land  of  Anna  Stewartson;  thence  extending  along  the  northern  boun- 
dary line  of  the  land  of  said  Anna  Stewartson,  north  fifty  degrees  east 
two  perches,  south  forty-two  degrees  east  sixteen  perches,  south  sixty- 
three  degrees  east  forty-eight  perches,  north  sixty-three  and  three- 
fourth  degrees  east  thirty  six  and  two-tenths  perches  to  a  point  where

their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  cotsnty,  well  and  truly  to  {perform  the  duties  of  their  office 
io  the  best  of  t'heir  ability;  the  said  commissioners  who  shall  be  elected 
on  the  first  Monday  in  May  next,  shall  meet  together  at  the  Black 
Horse  tavern,  kept  by  widow  Hardman,  on  the  first  Thursday  after

be  styled  the  town  council,  one  street  commissioner  and  one  justice  of 
the  peace,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  borough;  which  elec- 
tion shall  in  all  respects  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided for  the  election  of  township  officers  within  this  commonwealth, 
and  shall  be  sui)ject  to  the  same  penalties  for  malpractices,  except  that 
the  certificates  of  the  election  of  burgess  and  town  council,  and  other 
borough  officers,  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation  ; 
and  duplicate  certificates  of  said  election  shall  be  signed  by  the  judges, 
one  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  to  each  of  the  persons  elected :  And 
provided.,  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  removal  or  refusal  to  ac- 
cept of  any  of  said  offices,  the  vacancies  may  be  supplied  by  a  new 
election  in  all  cases  where  by  the  existing  laws  there  is  not  provision 
made  for  supplying  vacancies  b)'  appointment :  And  provided  further. 
That  for  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  Samuel  Smith,  James  Todd  and  Adam  Poe,  or  any  one  of  tiierh,  to 
give  notice  and  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  upon  constables  by  the 
existing  laws  relative  to  township  elections;  and  in  case  no  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  day  mentioned,  they  shall  appoint  some  other 
day  and  perform  the  said  service  ;  but  previous  to  opening  of  such  elec-

elected  or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  the  by-laws  or  ordinances     '  -  - 

of  the  town  council  aforesaid,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon 
himself  the  execution  of  such  office,  or  having  accepted  the  same,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  thereof,  shall,  for  every  such 
refusal  or  neglect,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  burgess  ;  which  fines,  and  all  other  fines  that  may  be  incur- 
red under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town 
council,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  be  recovered 
in  the  name  of  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  George-

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Section  7.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  of  May  next,  the 
burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  bur- 
gess and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Georgetown,"  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have,  receive,  hold 
and  possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rent^,  liberties, 
jurisdictions,  franchises,  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  successors  in

That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  and 
enact  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  promote  the  peace  and  good  order  and  general  welfare  of 
the  inhabitants,  and  well  being  of  said  borough,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  and  keeping  in  good  order  the  side-walks,  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys,  public  squares,  common  grounds  or  other  property  whatsoever, 
that  has  heretofore  at  any  time  been  granted  to  the  use  of  the  ciiizens 
of  Georgetown,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  use  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  for  removing  nuisances  and  obstructions  therefrom,  and 
the  same  to  alter,  make,  renew  or  annul  as  the  occasion  may  require; 
and  also  assess,  levy  and  collect  and  appropriate  such  taxes  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  carry  their  rules  and  ordinances  into  effect,  which  said 
taxes  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  three  mills  on  the  dollar,  except 
by  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  taxable  inhabitants,  to  be  certified 
under  their  hands  to  the  town  council  for  that  purpose;  they  shall  have 
authority  to  obtain  materials  for  improving  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
and  public  grounds,  and  order  and  direct  the  manner  and  ways  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  improved,  repaired  and  kept  in  good  order;  they  shall 
annually  appoint  a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  collector  of  taxes,  and  such 
other  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  the  same  to  remove  at 
pleasure;  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  council  shall  be  allowed 
such  compensation  as  the  council  may  fix  and  agree  upon,  but  the 
members  of  the  council  themselves  shall  not  receive  any  compensation 
for  their  services  as  members  of  the  town  conncil;  the  council  may 
remit  any  fines  or  penalties  that  may  be  incurred  under  this  act,  or  any 
of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances,  when  in  their  judgment  it  maybe  proper 
so  to  do  :  Provided^  No  by  law,  rule,  regulation  or  ordinance  of  said 
corporation  shall  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  subjected 
to  any  fine  or  punishment  for  a  violation  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance 
of  the  said  borough,  until  after  ten  days  shall  have  expired  after  the 
publication  thereof,  by  at  least  four  copies  of  the  same  being  put  up  at 
the  most  public  places  within  said  borough,  and  signed  by  the  president 
or  president  pro  tem.,  and  attested  by  the  town  clerk;  it  shall  be  the 
dutv  of  the  burgess  to  cause  all  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
council  to  be  carried  into  effect,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other 
services  as  may  be  enjoined  on  him  by  the  same. 

Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to  issue  his  war- 
rant to  the  collector  as  often  as  occasion  may  require,  commanding  him

same  to  the  treasurer;  and  the  collector  shall  have  the  power  and  au- 
thority in  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  as  the  collector  of  county  rates 
and  levies,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner  that  the 
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county  treasurers  or  county  commissioners   are  authorized   by  law  to  ^ 

proceed  again- 1  the  collectors  of  county  taxes,  when  they  lu'glect  to 
collect  or  pay  over  the  amount  of  their  duplicate  according  to  law: 
Provided^  That  the  town  council  may  hold  appeals,  hear  any  com-  Appeals, 
plaint  in  relation  to  the  assessment  of  the  saiti  taxes,  and  g-rant  reliei'as 
shall  seem  best  at  any  time;  and  also  exonerate  the  collector  for  the 
payment  of  any  tax  that  may  be  impracticable  to  collect;  and  in  all 
cases  of  any  tax  assessed  upon  any  vacant  or  unsealed  lot  within  said 
borough,  and  the  taxes  remain  unpaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collec- 
tor to  certify  the  same  to  the  commissioners  of  Beaver  county,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  supervisors  of  the  roads  are  authorized  by  law  to 
return  road  taxes  on  unseated  lands,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall  in 
like  manner  collect  the  said  taxes,  or  sell  and  convey  the  lot  or  lots  for  "" ,  ^  • 

the  payment  of  the  same,  and   j)ay  the  money  into  the  treasury  of  the  ': 

borough,  or  to  whatever  it  may  belong. 

Section  10.  'i'hat  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  town  clerk  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  town  council  when  assembled  on  business  of  the  cor- y*^^"^"  ^''^'''^' 
poralion,  and  perform  the  duty  of  clerk  thereto,  and  keep  and  preserve  '^^'^ 
the  corporate  seal  and  records  of  the  corporation,  and  be  answerable 
for  the  same;  and  also  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  which 
may  be  enjoined  upon  him  by  this  act,  or  of  the  acts  of  the  corporation: 
he  shall  keep  a  fair  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council  in  a  book 
to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  enter  all  by- laws  and  ordi- 
nances adopted  by  the  council  in  a  separate  book  for  that  purpose,  and 
when  signed  by  the  president,  shall  attest  the  same :  he  shall  certify 
coj)ies  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  which  copies  of  any  book, 
paper,  by-laws,  ordinance  or  proceeding  of  the  council,  when  so  cer-

the  cartways  of  such  street,  court  or  alley,  or  to  keep  the  same  in 
repair  before  the  same  shall  be  done  at  his  or  their  expense,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  said  act,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the 
notice  to  be  given  as  aforesaid  shall  be  fourteen  days. 

Section  15.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  the  tenth  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenly-six,  entitled  "A  supplement  to  the 
act,  entitled  '  An  Act  for  the  belter  regulation  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia and  districts  adjoining,  and  preserving  the  navigation  of  the 
river  Schuylkill,'  passetl  March  twenty-fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  five,"  as  provides  that  no  owner  of  ground  fronting  on  any 
foot-way  shall  be  obliged  to  pave  and  curb,  or  to  defray  the  expense 
of  paving  and  curbing  any"  foot-way  of  a  greater  breadth  than  four  feet 
in  front  of  any  lot  whereon  a  dwelling  house  shall  not  be  erected,  be 
repealed  ;  and  the  select  and  common  council  oi  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, shall  have  authority  to  direct  what  portion  of  any  foot  way  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  paved;  and  any  act  or  part  of  any  act 
inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Skction  16.  That  the  act  authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate 
the  Manor  turnpike  road  company,  and  the  said  supplement  thereto, 
pa-sed  March  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  I'orty-eight,  shall 
not  be  so  constructed  as  to  authorize  and  empower  the  president  and 
managers  of  said  corporation  to  erect  loll  gates  for  the  collection  of  tolls 
within  the  chartered  limits  of  the  city  of  liancaster :  Provided,  That 
this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the  rights  of  said  com- 
pany under  any  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  or  be 
held  to  determining  any  action  at  law  now  depending  in  any  of  the 
courts  of  this  commonwealth  :  And  provided.  That  the  said  company 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  ask  and  demand  any  tolls,  accord- 
ing to  the  rates  allowed  by  law,  from  any  and  all  persons  using  or  tra- 
veling on  so  much  of  the  said  road  as  lies  within  the  city  aforesaid,  at 
any  other  place  or  places  than  at  the  gales  on  said  road,  and  at  any 
other  time  or  times  than  such  person  or  persons  shall  use  or  travel  upon 
or  along  the  same  ;  and  upon  the  refusing  of  such  person  or  persons  to 
pay  the  amou«t  of  such  toll,  the  said  company  is  hereby  empowered 
to  sue  for  and  collect  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  novv  by  law  recoverable.

of  the  actual  stockholders :  the  directors  shall  assemble  on  the  first 
Monday  succeeding  such  election,  and  choose  one  of  their  number  to 
be  president  of  the  bank;  the  directors  shall  continue  in  office  one  year, 
and  until  others  be  chosen  ;  if  it  shall  happen  that  the  election  of  direc- 
tors be  not  made  on  the  day  above  prescribed,  the  corporation  shall  not 
for  that  reason  be  dissolved,  but  it  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  three  weeks'  notice  being  given  in  the 
manner  aloresaid,  to  hold  an  election  in  such  manner  as  by  the  by  laws 
and  ordinances  shall  be  prescribed  :  and  the  directors  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  such  election,  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  president; 
in  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  absence  from  the  United  States, 
or  inability  of  the  president  or  any  director  to  act,  the  board  of  directors 
shall  choose  another  to  supply  his  place :  Provided,  That  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  as  a  director  for  more  than  three  years  in  any  four,  ex- 
cept the  president,  who  shall  always  be  eligible;  partners,  in  business, 
of  directors,  shall  be  comprised  in  this  restriction  ;  and  no  two  partners 
in  business  shall  be  directors  at  the  same  time :  ,^nd  provided,  That 
the  persons  who  may  be  directors  of  any  bank  hereafter  re-chartered, 
shall,  after  the  expiration  of  the  former  charter,  continue  directors  of 
such  bank  until  others  are  chosen  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act,  and  to  its 
provisions. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

For  the  well  ordering  and  condiictincr  of  the  elections,  the  directors 
shall  previously  hereto  appoint  three  shareholders,  not  beino;  directors,  Judges  of  elec- 
to  be  jiidjies  of  the  election,  who  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe  *^°"^* 
an  oath  or  aflirmation,  before  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  well  and  truly,  and  according  to  law,  to  conduct  such  elec- 
tion ;  they  shall  determine  whether  the  persons  who  shall  have  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  are  qualified  to  he  elected  directors,  and  do 
come  truly  and  plainly  within  the  i)rovisions  of  this  act;  and  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  ballot,  shall  decide  and  declare  who  are  elected  direc- 
tors for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  IV.  • 

The  number  of  votes  to  which  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled, 
shall  be  according  to  the  number  of  shares  held,  in  the  proportion  fol- 
lowing, that  is  to  say  :  for  each  share  not  exceeding  two  shares,  one 
vote  5  for  every  two  shares  above  two,  and  not  exceeding  ten  shares, 
one  vote;  for  every  four  shares  above  ten.  and  not  exceeding  thirty, 
one  vote;  for  every  ten  shares  above  thirty,  and  not  exceeding  fifty, 
one  vote;  but  no  share,  or  number  of  shares,  above  fifty,  shall  confer 
any  additional  right  of  voting ;  and  no  share  shall  confer  the  right  to 
vole,  which  shall  not  have  been  holden  three  calendar  months  previous 
to  the  day  of  the  election,  nor  unless  it  be  holden  by  the  person  in 
whose  name  it  appears,  absolutely  and  bona  fide,  in  his  own  right  or 
that  of  his  wife,  or  as  executor  or  administrator,  trustee  or  guardian, 
or  in  the  right  of  some  corporation,  co-partnership  or  society  of  which 
he  or  she  may  be  a  member,  and  not  in  trust  for  any  other  person; 
every  person  voting,  except  females,  shall  do  so  in  their  own  proper

The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  cashier  and  all 
other  officers,  clerks  and  other  persons  necessary  for  executing  the  busi-  CashieranJ  other 
ness  of  the  bank  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  to  require  the  officers  to  give 
cashier,  tellers  and  other  officers  of  the  bank,  severally  to  enter  into  a  bond, 
bond  to  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  the  cashier  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  capital  stock  paid  in,  when  the  capital 
stock  is  not  over  two  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  when  the  capital 
stock  is  over  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  not  greater  than  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  cashier  shall  give  bond  in  not  less  than 
the  one-eighth  of  the  capital  stock;  and  when  the  capital  slock  is  greater 
than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  not  over  one  million  dollars, 
the  cashier  shall  give  bond  in  not  less  than  the  one-tenth  of  the  capital 
stock;  and  when  the  capital  stock  exceeds  one  millon  of  dollars,  such 
bond  shall  not  be  less  than  the  one-twelfth  of  the  capital  stock;  and 
the  president,  tellers  and  other  officers  in  such  sums  as  the  board  of  di- 
rectors may  require,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  execution  of  their  du-  ''\ 
ties ;  such  bonds  to  be  approved  of  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  or 
district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  bank  is  located,  and  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  of          v           / 
the  proper  county ;  any  person  aggrieved  by  a  failure  of  any  officer  or 
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clerk  of  the  bank  to  comply  with  llie  condition  of  snch  bond,  may  com- 
mence and  prosecnte  an  action  on  the  same,  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  sninsr  on  oflieial  bonds,  in  the  act  of  fonrteenth  Jnne,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hunch-ed  and  tliirly-six,  entided  "An  Act  rehitive  to  bonds 
with  penahies,  and  official  bonds;"  t!iey  shall  establish  the  compen- 
sation to  be  paid  to  li^e  president,  cashier  and  other  officers  of  the  bank, 
which,  topetiier  with  all  other  expenses,  shall  be  defrayed  ont  of  the 
funds  of  tlie  corporation;  and  it  sh:dl  not  be  lawful  for  the  president, 
cashier,  teller  or  clerk  of  the  bank  to  vote  at  any  election  for  directors, 
as  the  attorney,  proxy  or  agent  of  any  slockliolder;  and  that  it  shall  not 
be  lawfid  for  the  cashier  of  any  bank  to  engage  in  any  other  jirofession, 
eccupation  or  calling,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  than  that  of  the  du- 
ties a[)pertaining  to  the  oflice  of  cashier  ;  and  if  any  cashier  of  the  bank 
shall  ilirectly  or  indirectly  engage  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  stocks,  or 
in  any  other  profession,  occupation  or  calling  other  than  that  of  his  du- 
ties of  cashier,  such  casiiier,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  coiirl  of 
criminal  jurisdiction,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars:  Provided^  That  this  section  shall  not  be  con- 
strued in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  any  cashier  from  managing  his  own 
real  estate  or  private  property  as  heretofore,  if  sucli  private  property 
be  not  vested  in  mercantile,  mechanical  or  manufacturing  operations. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Directors  not  al-        ^'^  director,   except  the  president,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  emolu- 
lowed  emolument  moitj  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  allowed  by  the  stockholders,  at 
a  geiveral  meeting.

ARTICLE  XL 

The  rate  of  discount  at  which  loans  may  be  made  shall  not  exceed  Rate  of  discount, 
one-half  of  one  per  centum  for  thirty  days. 

ARTICLE  XII.  "'''" 

Dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the 
directors  of  the  bank,  shall  he  declared  at  least  twice  a  year,  on  the  first  Dividends  to  be 
Tuesday  of  May  and  November  in  every  year,  and  paid  to  the  stock-  '^'^'^'^''cm  twice  a 
hoh'.ers  on  demand,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  there-  ^''^"^' 
from  ;  but  such  dividends  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  (he  net 
profits  actually  acquired,  so  that  the  capital  stock  of  the  bank  shall  never 
be  thereby  impaired  :  and  if  the  directors  of  the  bank  shall  make  any 
dividends  which  shall  impair  the  capital  slock  of  the  bank,  the  direc-       -• 
tors  consenting  thereto  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  in  any  ac-  ' 

tion  of  debt,  scire  facias,  or  bill  in  equity,  in  their  individual  capacities, 
to  such  corporation,  for  the  amount  of  the  stock  so  divided ;  and  each 
director  present  when  such  dividend  shall  lie  made,  shall  be  adjudged 
to  be  consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forthwith  enter  his  protest  on  the 
minutes  of  the  board,  and  give  public  notice  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
declaring  of  siich  dividend.  ,     ,,.       .

Pittsburg,  which  shall  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars;  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  such  corporations,  directly,  or  through  the  agency  of  any 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  either  in  trust  or  confidence,  to  deal  or 
trade  with  any  profits,  stocks,  money  or  effects,  in  buying  or  selling  .  • 
any  goods,  wares,  merchandize  whatsoever;  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  such  corporation  from 
selling  any  public  stock  of  which  it  may  be  possessed  ;  such  corpo- 
rations shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  purchase  any  stock  whatsoever  to  a 
greater  amount  than  one-third  of  the  capital  stock  actually  paid  in ;  and 
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that  in  the  stock  or  loans  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States,  ex- 
cept their  own  banic  stock  and  such  stacks  as  shall  be  taken  in  satis- 
faction of  debts  previously  contracted,  such  corporations  shall  not  deal 
or  trade  in  any  thing  hot  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  crold  and 
silver,  and  bullion,  or  in  the  sale  of  goods  truly  pledged  for  money  lent 
and  not  redeemed  in  due  lime,  or  in  goods  which  may  be  the  produce 
of  their  lands.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court,  or  any  jud^e 
thereof,  on  application  and  proof  as  aforesaid,  if  it  shall  be  deemed- 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  parlies  interested,  to  issue  an  attach- 
ment commanding  the  sheriff  or  coroner  forthwith  to  seize  and  take

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  every  such  bank, 
whenever  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders in  number  and  interest,  to  wind  up  the  aflairs  of  such  bank, 
to  make  a  general  assignment  of  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of 
the  bank,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  provisions  relating  to  assign- 
ments by  directors  of  banks,  provided  in  the  twenty-seventh  section  of 
this  act. 

Section  30.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  said  banks  to  issue 
or  pay  out  any  bank  notes  other  than  those  issued  by  itself,  payable  on 
demand  in  gold  or  silver:  notes  of  specie-paying  banks  of  tiiis  state 
which  are  taken  on  deposit,  or  in  payment  of  debts,  at  par  at  the  counter 
of  tlie  bank  where  paid  out.  or  notes  of  hanks  issued  under  the  antliority 
of  the  act  of  the  fourth  of  i\Iay,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  at  the  option  of  the  person  receiving  the  same;  and  any  violation 
of  this  provision  shall  work  an  absolute  forfeiture  of  its  charter,  and  be 
proceeded  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  twenty-seventh  section  of  this 
act. 

Section  31.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  bank  to  create  or  put  in 
circulation,  any  note,  bill,  check,  ticket  or  paper  purporting  to  be  a 
bank  note  of  any  denomination  between  five  and  ten,  ten  and  twenty, 
or  twenty  and  liftv  dollars. 

Section  32.  The  stockholders  of  every  such  bank,  in  addition  to 
the  corporate  liability,  shall  be  jointly  liable  to  the  creditors  of  said 
bank,  being  note-holders,  in  their  individual  capacities,  for  the  amount  of 
all  notes  issued  :  and  the  manner  of  enforcing  such  liabilitA^  shall  be  as 
follows:  in  case  the  said  bank  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  litis  act, 
so  as  to  forfeit  its  charter,  or  becomes  insolvent  and  in  failing  circum- 
stances by  reason  of  the  mismanagement  of  its  affairs,  and  is  compelled 
to  make  an  assignment  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  assignees 
so  appointed  shall  proceed  to  make  a  fair  and  equitable  appraisement 
of  the  assets  of  the  said  bank  of  ever}'  description,  at  their  cash  value  ; 
and  also  to  make  a  list  of  all  the  delits  due  by  the  said  bank,  and  if  it 
shall  appear  that  the  assets  are  insufhcient  to  redeem  the  notes  in  cir- 
culation, the  stockholders  of  the  said  bank  shall  be  liable  to  make  up 
such  deficiency,  in  proportion  to  the  respective  amounts  of  stot-k  held 
by  each,  at  the  time  such  assignment  is  made. 

Section  33.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assignees  aforesaid  to  cause 
a  scire  facias,  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be 
issued  by  the  prothouotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  district 
court,  of  the  county  in  which  the  bank  is  located,  against  all  the  stock- 
holders of  the  said  bank,  reciting  the  amount  of  such  deliciency,  and 
requiring  them  to  appear  at  the  next  court  of  common  pleas,  or  district 
court,  in  said  county,  and  shew  cause  why  execution  should  not  be 
issued  against  them  for  such  amount ;  and  such  scire  facias  shall  also

The  several  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  fourteenth 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entided  "  An  Act  re- 
lating to  assignees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  and  other  trustees,"  shall 
be  held  to  apply  to  all  assignments  made  by  the  said  bank,  except  as 
hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  the  courts  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
therein  given,  in  addition  to  the  authority  conferred  by  this  act,  to  compel 
a  setUement  of  the  accounts  of  the  assignees,  and  to  do  any  other 
act  necessary  and  proper  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  trust,  and 
to  compel  the  distribution  of  the  moneys  and  assets  in  the  hands  or 
power  of  the  said  assignees  amongst  the  creditors  entided,  according 
to  the  just  proportion  due  to  each.

III.  The  shares  of  stock  held  by  the  bank,  whether  absolutely  or 
as  collateral  security,  with  their  number  and  value. 

IV.  The  debts  owing  to  said  bank,  and  the  amount  of  said  debts  that 
are  collectable. 

V.  The  amount  of  debts  owing  by  said  bank,  with  the  amount  of 
notes  or  bills  in  circulation,  amount  of  deposits  and  all  other  liabilities, 
together  with  an  account  of  its  loans  and  discounts,  and  of  specie  on 
hand. 

VI.  A  particular  account  of  the  losses  of  the  corporation,  and  the 
cause  of  its  insolvency. 

VII.  An  accurate  list  of  the  names  and  residences,  and  the  amount 
of  stock  held  by  each  stockholder  in 'said  bank,  at  the  time  of  and  for 
one  year  prior  to  the  time  of  the  assignment. 

Section  43.  If  the  court  shall  be  in  session  when  the  statement  is 
filed,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  presented  to  the  court  by  the  said 
directors  for  examination,  and  if  the  court  shall  not  be  in  session  at 
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such  time,  then  the  said  statement  shall  he  presented  upon  the  first  day 

of  the  session  of  the  court  thereafter;  and  it  shall  tliereupon  ho  the  duty 

of  the  court  to  appoint  tliree  competent  auditors,  who  shall  he  sworn 

or  alllrmed  to  make  a  strict  investigation  of  the  atTairs  of  such  hank,  and  -    , 

of  the  accuracy  nnd  fairness  of  the  statement  thus  presented  to  the  court,    -•  *      ■, 

and  to  perform  their  duties  with  fidelity.

manner  as  is  provided  for  ihe  election  of  township  ollicers  of  this  com- 
monwealth, except  that  the  certificates  of  the  election  of  burgess,  town 
council  and  school  directors  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the  cor- 
poration: Provided^  That  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act 
shall  be  held  by  a  judge  and  inspectors,  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  election,  by  the  constable  of  Allegheny 
township,  who  is  hereby  required  to  attend  at  the  school  house  in  said 
borough,  on  the  third  Friday  of  iMay  next,  at  the  usual  time  and  place 
of  holding  their  spring  elections. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  of  May  next,  the 
burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "  The 
burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Pleasantville,"  and  shall 
have,  possess  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  franchises  and  privi- 
leges of  a  borough  incorporated  in  pursuance  of  the  act  passed  first  of 
April,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  enti- 
tled "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  boroughs;"  and  the 
several  provisions  of  said  act,  so  far  as  the  s.ime  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  shall  extend  to  and  be  in  force  within  said  borough,  as 
fully  as  if  the  said  borough  had  been  incorporated  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions thereof. 

Section  4.  The  constable  of  said  borough  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  high  constable  until  otherwise  provided;  but  the  burgess  and  town 
council  may  authorize  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  high  constable 
if  they  deem  it  expedient. 

Section  5.  The  school  directors  elected  under  this  act  shall  perform 
the  same  duties  and  possess  the  like  powers  in  all  respects  as  school 
directors  elected  agreeably  to  the  general  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  6.  The  said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  election  district, 
and  the  electors  thereof  shall  hold  their  borough  and  general  electiona 
at  the  school  house  in  said  borough. 
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Sectiov  7.    The  said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  school  dislrint,  and  Separate  school 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  arrearages  of  taxes  levied  on  property  within  the  district, 
borough,  and  remaining  unappropriated  at  ihe  passage  of  tliis  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houst  of  Bepresenta- 
iives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembly 
■met,  and  it  is  hereJ)y  enacted  by  the  •caithority  of  the  same.  That 
Zenas  H.  Rnssel,  Russel  F.  Lord,  Thomas  H.  R.  Tracy,  Richard   L.  Commissioners, 
Leely,  Henry   W.  Stone,  C.  C.  Graves,   Isaiah  Snyder,  .fohn   Kelly, 
William    H.    Dimniick,   Stephen    W.  Gennng,   Samnel    E.  Dimmick, 
Edward  Murry,  John  A.  Patmore,  Oliver  Hamlin,  Stephen  D.   Ward, 
F.  M.  Crane,   M.  H.  Tracy,  H.    B.  Beardslee  and  Theodore  Groves 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  who,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  carry  into  effect  the 
establishment  of  a  company,  to  be  called  the  Honesdale  water  com-  Name. 
pan}',  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  into  the  borough  of  Honesdale,  in  Purpose, 
the  county  of  Wayne,  a  sufficient  supply  of  fresh  and  pure  water  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  to  procure  a  book  or  books  in  which  they  shall  enter  as  ^^^7  of  commis- 
follows:  "  We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  ®"*"°'^ 
pay  the  Honesdale  water  company  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
every  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  to  our  names,  in  such 
manner  and  proportions  as  shall  be  determined  on  by  the  board  of  mana- 
gers of  said  company.      Witness  our  hands  the  day  of 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  \   , 

and  fifty  ;"  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  fix  on  a  time  and  place  in  the  said  borough  of  Honesdale,  for  the 
opening  of  said  book  or  books  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said 
company,  and  shall  give  notice  thereof  of  such  time  and  place  for  at 
least  two  weeks  previous,  in  the  newspapers  published  in  said  borough, 
at  which  time  and  place  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  '       ' 

shall  attend  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  such  subscriptions,  and  shall 
permit  all  persons  of  lawful  age  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  the  said 
books  in  their  own  names  for  shares  in  said  stock;  and  the  said  book 
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or  books  sliall  be  kept  open  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  for  at  least  sia 
hours  in  each  juridical  day  for  ihe  spnce  of  three  days,  or  until  there 
shall  have  been  subscribed  six  hundred  sliares,  and  if  at  the  expiration 
of  three  days  the  books  aforesaid,  shall  not  have  thereon  subscribed  the 
number  of  shares  aforesaid,  the  commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  lime,  and  transfer  the  books  elsewhere,  until  the  wliole  mimber  of 
six  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed  j  of  which  adjournment  and 
transfer  the  commissioners  shall  give  such  public  notice  as  tliey  may 
deem  just  and  necessary,  and  wJien  the  whole  nsimber  of  shares  shall 
be  subscribed  then  the  books  shall  be  closed  :  Provided,  Thai  no  sub- 
scription shall  be  valid  unless  the  person  so  subscribing  shall  pay  to  the 
said  coramissioners  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  at  least  ten  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  by  them  subscribed. 

Section  3.  When  one  hundred  shares  or  more  of  said  stoc^  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  and  the  sum  of  ten  per  cent,  paitl  thereon,  the 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  certify  to  the  governor 
under  oath  or  affirmation,  the  names  of  the  suhssribers  and  the  number 
of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  and  that  ten  per  cent,  has  been  paid 
thereoH;  the  governor  shall  by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  seal  of 
the  commonwealth,  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the  sub- 
scription shall  not  be  full  at  the  lime,  then  also  those  that  shall  there- 
after subscribe  to  the  number  of  shares  aforesaid,  into  a  bod)'  politic 
and  corporate  in  i\ee6  and  in  law,  b}'^  the  name,  style  and  title  of  '-The 
Honesdale  water  company,"  and  by  that  name  the  subscribers  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the  privileges,  franchises  and  iminu- 
nities  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere:  Provided, 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  in  any  way 
giving  to  the  saiil  corporation  any  banking  or  trading  privileges  what- 
ever: Jtnd  provided  furlher.  That  said  commissioners  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  take  and  receive  subscriptions  from  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  comity  of  Wayne,  in  their  corporate  name,  and  from  the 
town  council  of  the  borough  of  Honesdale  aforesaid,  in  their  corporate 
name,  to  so  many  shares  of  stock  in  said  company  as  the  said  com- 
missioners of  Wayne  county,  and  the  said  town  council  shall  agree  to 
subscribe  for  the  use  of  the  public  ofKces,  buildings  and  improvements 
of  said  county  and  borough. 

Suction  1.  That  any  five  or  more  of  said  commissioners  shall  as 
soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  letters  patent  are  obtained,  give 
at  least  fourleen  days' notice  in  the  newspapers  published  in  Honesdale, 
of  the  time  and  place  for  the  subscribers  to  meet  and  hold  an  election 
for  officers  of  said  company,  who  shall  choose  by  ballot,  five  managers 
who  shall  be  stockholder.-,  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  company  until 
the  last  Monday  in  January  then  next  ensuing;  and  in  all  elections  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  »jne  vote  for  every  share  bona  fide  held 
by  him  not  exceeding  three  shares,  and  one  vole  for  every  two  shares 
above  three  and  not  exceeding  seven  shares,  and  one  vote  for  every  four 
shares  held  by  him  above  seven  and  not  exceeding  twenty-one,  and  one 
vote  for  every  five  shares  above  twenty  and  not  exceeding  fortyj  but  no 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  number  of  shares  by  him

stockholders  until  the  next  annual  election:  Provided^  Thai  no  mis- Misnomer, 
noiner  nor  failure  of  election  of  officers  on  the  day  appointed  shall  dis- 
continue or  dissolve  the  said  corporation,  i)ul  the  managers  and  officers 
shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election,  which  shall  be  made  at 
such  time  and  place  and  after  such  notice  as  the  board  of  managers  may 
prescribe. 

Section  5.  That  the  president  and  managers,  or  any  four  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  may  By-laws, 
be  deemed  expedient  for  the  well  governing  the  affairs  of  the  said  com- 
pany; and  also  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders whenever  any  circumstances  occur  which  may  render  it  necessary 
to  consult  them  :  Provided^   That  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  7  ' 

shall  in  no  wise  contravene  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  nor  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  6.   That  the  president  and  manacrers  shall  procure  a  com-  .    ' 

mon  seal,  and  the  certificates  of  slock  and  oilier  official  »ets  shall  be  "■  ''"' 

authenticated  by  affixing  the  same;  and  the  president  and  managers 
shall  procure  certificates  for  all  the  shares  of  the  slock  of  said  com- 
])any,  and  shall  deliver  one  such  certificate  signed  by  the  president,  and 
countersigned  by  the  treasurer  and  sealed  as  aforesaid,  unto  each  person 
for  each  share  held  by  him  or  her.  as  soon  as  the  amount  due  thereon 
shall  be  paid;  and  every  such  certificate  shall  be  transferable  iu  person,

to  do  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act  or  the  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  they  shall  be  authorized  to  do. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  managers 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  company  shall  be  organized  for  the  purjiose  ""|'<^"3m 
of  introducing  water  into  said  borough,  to  purchase  and  hold,  in  fee  sim-  uower^&BT* 
pie,  or  for  any  less  esiale,  any  spring  or  springs,  stream  or  streams  of 
water,  or  any  water  power  or  powers  near  or  convenient  to  said  borough, 
or  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  to  which  any  spring  or  springs, 
stream  or  streams  of  water,  or  any  water  power  or  powers  may  be  ap- 
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purtenant,  with  full  power  llie  same  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  whole 
of  their  works,  to  grant,  hnrgiiin,  sell,  alien,  convey,  niorlcage.  pledge, 
charge,  encumber  and  demise  and  dispose  of  at  iheir  will  and  pleasure  ; 
and  shall  convey  said  water  into  the  borough  of  Honesd:deby  means  of 
pipes,  trimks,  aqueducts,  or  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  most 
advi.-able  and  convenient,  and  should  they  find  it  necessary,  to  provide 
proper  cisterns  or  reservoirs  for  the  reception  thereof;  and  for  these 
purposes  may  enter  into  such  lands  and  enclosures  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  to  dig,  ditch,  and  to  lay  pipe  through  the  same,  the  company  doing 
as  liide  damage  as  possible  to  private  properly  :  and  Uie  said  president 
and  managers  shall  at  all  times  have  liberty  to  renew  and  repair  the

Erect  fire  plucs  in  such  streets  or  parts  of  said  borougii  where  trunks  or  pipes  may  be 
or  hydrants,  &c.  j^jj  clown,  to  erect  fire  plugs  or  hydrants,  to  be  used  lor  extinauishing 
fires  in  said  borough,  for  such  reasonable  compensation  as  may  be  agreed 
on  between  said  company  and  the  town  council  of  said  borough  ;  and 
the  said  water  company  is  also  autb.orized  to  supply  individuals  and  cor- 
poratiou!"  with  water  for  family  and  other  purposes,  for  such  com- 
pensation as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  said  company  and  indi- 
viduals or  corporations,  or  according  to  the  rales  adopted  by  said 
company. 

Skction  10.  That  the  president  and  managers  may  call  in  the  capital 
stock  by  insl-dmenls,  as  the  same  may  be  required  ;  and  if  any  stock- 
holder shall  neglect  to  pay,  afier  thirty  days'  notice  published  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  in  said  borough,  payment  may  be  enforced  by  action 
of  debt  in  tlie  corporate  name  of  said  company  against  such  delinquents 
as  in  oilier  cases  ;  and  in  case  of  inability  to  collect  such  instalment  or 
instalments,  said  company  may  declare  said  delinquent  stock  and  the 
money  paid  thereon,  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  company  ;  and  when- 
ever the  debts  of  the  company  shall  be  paid,  and  the  income  shall  ex- 
ceed the  expenses  of  the  company,  the  president  and  managers  shall 
declare  a  dividend  on  the  amount  of  stock  paid  in  half  yearly  on  the  last 
Monday  in  January  and  .luly  in  each  year,  and  shall  publish  said  divi- 
dend and  place  where  the  same  will  be  paid,  and  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  paid  accordingly. 

Section  11.  That  in  case  the  owner  or  owners  of  land  and  tenements 
Damages,  how  through  and  upon  which  such  pipes,  trunks,  aqueducts,  reservoirs  and 
adjusted.  cisterns  are  laid  and  constructed,  or  the  owner  oi  owners  of  lands  upon 

which  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  enter,  for  the  purpose  of  digginsr, 
taking  and  carrying  away  clay,  gravel  or  other  materials  necessary  (f)r  the 
purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  or  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
spring  or  springs,  stream  or  streams  of  water  which  may  be  used  and 
appropriated  by  the  company,  or  any  person  who  may  be  injured  by  the 
division  of  the  waters  used  by  said  company,  cannot  agree  with  the  said 
company  upon  the  damages  or  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  said 
owner  or  owners,  person  or  persons,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
parlies  lo  appoint,  or  in  case  the  parties  cannot  agree,  then  on  applica-

That  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  destroy  or  injure 
in  any  manner  the  pipes,  aqueducts,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  hydrants,  or  Penalty  for  in- 
any  of  the  works  belonging  lo  said  company,  erected  in   pursuance  ofJ""'y  ^^  works, 
this  act,  or  shall  wilfully  corrupt  or  otherwise  render  unwholesome  the 
spring  or  springs,  stream  or  streams  of  water  which  shall  be  conveyed  .   ,,  ,., 

or  brought  into  said  borough  of  Honesdale  by  said  company,  or  shall  in      '

Section  H.  In  case  the  said  company  shall,  from  want  of  means,  Borrow  monevt' 
be  unable  to  carry  on  their  said  works  to  completion  according  to  the 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  company  to  borrow  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  five  thousand  dollars,  for  such  time  and  for  such  rate  of  in- 
terest as  may  be  agreed  on,  and  secure  the  same  by  judgment  or  mort- 
gage on  the  land,  works,  and  property,  and  franchises  of  the  said  com-

wise,  the  purchaser  oi  purchasers  shall  become  invested  with  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  and  franchises,  and  powers  granted  lo  said  company; 
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and  shall  annually  elect  directors  as  herein  prescribed,  so  far  as  the 
same  is  applicable,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities 
herein  contained,  and  conduct  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Secmon  1 5.  In  case  of  a  sale  of  said  works  and  franchises  of  said  com- 
pany, the  borough  of  Honesdale  may  at  any  time  thereafter,  by  paying 
the  owner  of  said  property  and  franchises  the  amount  for  which  the  same 
may  have  been  sold,  together  with  the  costs  of  maintaining  or  com- 
pleting said  work?,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  thereon,  deducting  there- 
from any  dividends  may  become  the  owner  of  said  property  and  fran- 
chises, anil  invested  therewith ;  and  the  town  council  of  said  borough 
shall  be  ex-otficio  managers  of  said  company,  and  the  business  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  corporate  name  of  said  company,  subject  in  every  re- 
spect to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Skction  16.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  company  shall  annually  make 
a  statement  of  the  financial  affairs  of  said  company,  showing  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  such  other  information  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary. 

Section  17.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on 
the  said  works  within  four  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall 
not,  within  five  years  thereafter,  complete  the  same  so  far  as  to  have 
conveyed  the  same  within  the  limits  of  said  borough,  in  either  of  these 
cases,  all  and  singular  the  rights,  liberties  and  franchises  hereby  granted 
to  the  said  company,  stiall  revert  to  the  commonwcalih. 

Section  18.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  repeal  or  annul  the 
privileges  hereby  granted,  if  at  any  time  they  shall  prove  injurious  to 
the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth:  Provided  however.  That  no  in- 
justice be  done  to  the  corporators.

AN    ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Trevorton,  Malionoy  and  Susquehanna  railroad  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
fives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  'I'hat 
Felix  Lerch,  William  Deppen,  .lacob  Reaker,  Daniel  Montgomery 
Boyd,  Alexander  Jordan,  Joseph  W.  Cake,  Robert  M.  Ludlow,  John 
P.  Hobart,  Henry  Donnel,  Bertram   H.  Howell,  Charles  W.  Hegins, 
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Simon  Cameron,  Williatn  L.  Helfenstein,  Kimber  Cleaver,  and  those 
persons  who  shall  liereafier  subscribe  for  the  stock  of  the  company 
hereby  crealetl,  be  and  are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  Style. 
Trevorlon,  Mahonoy  and  Susqneiianna  railroad  company,"  and  by  the 
said  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  with  all  the  privileges,  fratt-  P"*>'«g«s. 
chises  and  immtinities  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  .    . 

be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  recoid  and  elsewhere, 
and  to  purcliase,  receive,  liave,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, hinds,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and  all 
real  estate,  personal  or  mixed,  of  what  kind  or  quality  soever;  and  the 
same  from  lime  to  time  to  sell,  exchanwe,  mortgage,  grant,  aHen,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  and  to  make  dividends  of  such  portions  of  the  .> 

profits  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  also  to  make  and  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution  such 
by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  Slates  or  of  this  commonwealth; 
and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  which  to 
them  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  cor-

shall,  after  having  given  at  least  twenty  days'  previous  notice  in  one  Orgwi^atJOB- 
newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  of  the  time  and 
place  by  them  appointed,  meet  together  with  such  persons  as  may  sub- 
scribe to  the  slock  of  the  said  company  in  order  to  organize  the  same, 
and  choose  by  a  majority  of  the  voles  of  the  subscribers,  by  ballot,  one 
president  and  four  managers,  who  shall  be  residents  of  this  common- 
wealth, a  treasurer,  secretary,  an<J  such  other  officers  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary^  and  the  president  and  managers  so  elected  shall  conduct  the  , 

business  of  said  company  until  the  second  Monday  in  January  thea 
next,  and  until  like  officers  shall  be  chosen,  and  may  make  such  by- 
5aws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  that  may  be  neces- 
sary for  ihe  well  governing  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  company:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  person  but  a  stockholder  holding  at  least  ten  shares  in 
the  Slock  of  the  said  company,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofSce  of  president

by-laws,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  twenty  days  previous, 

by  the  secretary  in  the  newspaper  before  mentioned,  and  shall  choose 

by  a  majority  of  the  voters   present,  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  as 

mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  who  shall  continue  in  office 

one  year  and  until  others  are  chosen ;  and  the  stockholders  shall  meet 

at  such  other  times  as  they  maybe  summoned  by  the  managers,  in  such 

manner  and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  at  which  an-  ■', 
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nual  or  special  meeting  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  the  manner  afore- 
said, all  such  by  laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  aforesaid,  and 
to  do  and  perform  every  olher  corporate  act;  and  each  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vole  for  every  share  of  stock  he  or  she  shall  hold. 

That  the  election  of  officers  provided  for  in  the  third 
section  of  this  act,  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner;  that  is 
to  say,  the  managers  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  two  of  the  stock- 
holders not  being  managers,  to  be  judges  of  the  said  election  and  ta 
conduct  the  same,  after  having  severally  taken  and  subscribed  an  oath 
or  affirmation  before  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  truly 
and  according  to  law,  to  conduct  such  election  to  the  best  of  their  know- 
ledge and  abilities;  and  the  said  judges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualifica- 
tions of  voters,  and  when  the  election  is  closed  shall  count  the  votes 
and  declare  who  has  been  elected ;  and  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen 
that  an  election  of  president,  managers,  treasurer,  secretary  or  other 
officers  shall  not  be  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be

of  their  business,  and  when  met  three  shall  be  a  quorum,  who,  in  the 
absence  of  the  president,  may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  Keep  min- 
utes of  their  transactions  fairly  entered  in  a  book;  and  a  quornm  being 
formed  they  shall  be  empowered  and  have  authority  to  appoint  all  such 
surveyors,  engineers,  superintendents  and  other  artists,  officers  and 
workmen  as  thev  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  the  intended  work, 
and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wage?,  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for 
money,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a 
majority  of  the  managers  present,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary, 
anil  generally  to  do  all  such  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  this 
act  and  by  the  by-laws  and  legulalions  of  the  company  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  do.

his  or  her  pleasure,  in  person  or  by  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the 
presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer,  one  of  whom  shall  keep  a  book 
for  that  purpose:  and  the  assignee  holding  any  certificate,  having  firsS 
caused  the  assignment  to  be  entered  in  a  book  of  the  company  to  be 
kept  for  the  transfer  of  stock,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  for  every  certificate  assigned  to  him  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
snlilled  to  one  share  of  the  capital   stock  and  of  all   the  estates  and

emoluments  of  the  company  incident  to  one  share,  and  to  vote  as  afore- 
said at  the  meetings  thereof. 

Section  7.  That  tlie  president  and  managers  of  the  said  com [)any  officers  to  give 
shall  demand  and  require  of  and  from  the  treasurer,  and  may  de.-nand  bond, 
and  require  of  and  from  all  and  every  other  of  the  officers  and  other 
persons  hy  them  employed,  a  bond  with  such  security  as  the  said  com- 
pany shall,  by  their  rules,  orders  and  regulations  require,  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  several  duties  and  trusts  lo  them  respectively 
committed. 

Section  8.   That  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  the  com-  Dividends, 
pany  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  managers,  shall  be  declared  at 
least  twice  in  every  year,  and  paid  lo  the  stockholders  on  demand  al  .  • 

any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  therefrom;  but  they  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  net  profits  actually  acquired  by  the 
company,  so  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never  be  impaired  thereby; 
and  if  the  said  managers  shall  make  any  dividend  which  shall  impair 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  managers  consenting  thereto  shall 
be  liable,  in  their  individual  capacities,  to  the  said  company  for  the 
amount  of  the  stock  so  divided,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt  as  in 
other  cases ;  and  each  manager  present,  when  such  dividend  shall  be 
declared,  shall  be  adjudged  to  be  consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forth- 
with enter  his  protest  upon  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  give  public 
notice  to  the  stockholders  of  the  declaring  of  such  dividend:  Provided, 
When  such  dividend  shall  exceed  fifteen  per  centum  per  annum,  the 
excess  shall  be  paid  into  the  stale  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

Section  9.  That  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said  company  Survey  and  lis 
shall  have  power  to  survey,  lay  down,  ascertain,  mark  and  fix  such  route, 
route  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  a  railroad,  with  as  many  tracks 
as  they  may  deem  necessarv,  beginning  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Zerbe's 
run,  in  Coal  township,  Norlhumberland  county,  to  the  river  Susque- 
hanna, at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Mahonoy  creek  :  Provided,  That  the 
said  railroad  shall  not,  except  in  deep  cuts  and  fillings,  or  at  points  se- 
lected for  depots  or  engine  and  water  stations,  exceed  four  rods  in  width; 
and  that  it  shall  not  pass  through  any  burying  ground  or  place  of  public 
worship,  or  any  dwelling  house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner 
thereof. 

Section  10.   That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  full  Enter  upon  and 
power  and  authority  by  themselves  or  their  superintendents,  engineers,  occupy  lands, 
artists  and  workmen,  to  enter  in  and  upon,  and  occupy  all  land  on  which  '^<^-  / 

the  said  railroad  or  its  depots  and  warehouses  may  be  located,  or  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  erection  of  its  engine  and  water  stations,  weigh- 
scales,  or  any  other  purposes  necessary  or  useful  in  the  construclii)n  and 
repairs  of  the  said  railroad,  and  therein  to  dig  and  embank,  make  and 
construct  the  same  :  Provided,  The  said  company  shall  first  make  com-  Damages,  how 
pensation  to  the  ov?ner  or  owners  of  the  ground,  and  materials  and  pro- adjusted, 
perty  so  taken  and  occupied  as  aforesaid,  or  give  adequate  security 
therefor;  but  if  the  parlies  cannot  agree  upon  the  compensation  lo  be 
made  to  such  owner  or  owners,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  t!ie 
parties  to  appoint  five  suitable,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  of 
the  county  of  Northumberland,  who  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation,

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and  report  to  the  said  cotirt  what  damnges,  if  any,  have  been  sustained

to  be  made,  as' soon  as  conveniently  maybe,  a  good  and  sufficient  cause-  '.'  '' 

way  or  causeways  to  enable  all  persons  passing  or  traveling  such  public  , 
road,  canal  or  slackwater  navigation  to  cross  or  pass  over  or  under  said 
railroad  ;  and  if  the  said  company  shall  neolect  or  refuse  to  keep  such 
way  orcaseways  in  good  repair,  they  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  often

That  for  the  accommodation  of  all  persons  owning  or  Causeways, 
possessing  land  through  which  the  said  railroad  mav  pass,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  company  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  gooti  aiid  suffi- 
cient causeway  or  causeways  wherever  tlie  same  may  be  necessary,  to 
enable  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said  lands  to  cross  or  pass  over  or 
under  the  same  with  wagons,  carts  and  implements  of  husbandry,  as 
occasion  may  require:  and  the  said  causeway  or  causeways  when  made, 
shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  good  repair  by  said  company  ;  and  if 
the  said  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  on  request,  to  make  such 
causeway  or  causeways,  and  when  made,  to  keep  the  same  in  good  or- 
der, the  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  person  aggrieved 
thereby,  all  damages  sustained  by  such  person  in  consequence  of  such 
neglect  or  refusal,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  magistrate  or 
court  having  cognizance  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  said  company 
shall  in  no  case  be  required  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  more  than  one  i 
causeway  through  each  plantation  or  lot  of  land  for  the  accommodation 
of  any  one  person  owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said 
railroad  may  pass;  and  where  any  public  road  shall  cross  said  railroad,  i 
the  person  owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  such  public  road 
shall  pass,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  require  the  said  company  to  erect  or 
keep  in  repair  any  causeway  or  bridge  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
occupant  of  said  land:  Provided  further,  'J'hat  in  the  event  of  any 
private  bridge  or  causeway  being  converted  to  public  use,  so  as  to  be 
made  to  accomniodate  a  public  road  laid  out  subsequent  to  the  passage  ; 
of  this  act,  then  and  in  such  case,  the  said  company  shall  be  forever 
thereafter  exonerated  from  the  duty  of  keeping  the  said  bridge  or  cause- 
way in  repair. 

Section  15.  That  no  suit  or  action  shall  be  prosecuted  by  any  person 
or  persons  for  any  penalties  incurred  under  this  act,  unless  such  suit  or  L'mitation  of 
action  shall  be  commenced  within  twelve  months  next  after  the  offence  ^"'  ^'  .  '  i  sa 
committed  or  the  cause  of  action  accrued  ;  and  the  defendants  in  any  such 
suit  or  action  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act  and  the 
special  matter  in  evidence,  and  that  the  same  was  done  in  pursuance 
and  by  authority  of  this  act;  and  in  all  suits  or  actions  brought  against 
the  said  company,  the  service  of  process  on  the  president,  secretary, 
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treasurer,  engineer,  agent  or  nny  manager  of  the  said  company,  sliallbe 
as  good  and  available  in  law  as  if  made  on  the  president  thereof. 

Section  16.  That  if  any  peis^on  or  persons  shall  wiliuMv  or 
knowingly  break,  injure  or  ileslroy  the  railroad  liereby  authorized, 
or  any  part  ihereof,  or  any  work,  edifice  or  device,  or  any  part  thereof, 
to  be  erected  by  the  said  company  in  pitrsuance  of  this  act,  he,  she  or 
they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  three  times  the  actual 
damages  so  sustained,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovereil  with  fidl  costs,  be- 
fore any  tribunal  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  action  in  the  name  and 
for  the  use  of  the  said  company. 

Section  17.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  mali- 
ciously remove  or  destroy  any  of  the  said  company's  constructions,  or 
place  designedly  and  with  evil  intent  any  obslniclion  on  the  line  of  the 
railroad,  so  as  to  jeoparil  the  safety  and  endanger  the  lives  of  persons 
traveling  the  same,  such  person  or  persons  so  ofl'ending  shall  be  dcented 
guilty  of  mistiemeanor,  and  shall  he  adjudt;ed  on  conviction,  to  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  Eastern  penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania  for  a  term  not 
more  than  two  years:  Provided,  'I'hai  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  said  company  from  pursuing  any  other  appropriate  remedy 
at  law  in  such  cases. 

Section  18.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
managers  from  time  to  time,  to  ordain  and  establish  rules  and  regida- 
tions  for  the  due  ordering  of  all  traveling  and  transportation  on  the  said 
road,  and  for  its  preservation,  with  power  to  alter,  repeal,  enlarge  or 
amend  the  said  rides  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and 
that  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  prescribe  the  kinds  and 
descriptions  of  cars,  carriages  or  wagons  to  be  used  on  the  said  road, 
for  the  conveyance  of  pa>sen2ers  and  the  transportation  of  the  mails, 
or  of  goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  mnierals.  and  to  regulate  the  speed 
at  which  they  shall  travel,  and  to  adopt  and  enforce  such  rides  and 
regulations  in  relation  to  the  transit  thereof  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient; and  the  said  company  arc  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  as 
soon  as  any  portion  of  the  said  railroad  is  perfected,  to  place  ihereon 
cars,  carriages  or  wagons  constructed  as  they  may  deem  best  adapted 
for  the  transportation  of  mails,  passengers  and  commodi  ies  to  the  ad- 
van!a<^e  of  the  public,  and  shall  permit  individuals  to  place  such  cars, 
carriages  or  wagons  ihereon  of  such  constructions,  and  under  such 
limitations  and  restrictions  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  the  said 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  and  take  toll  for  frei<rht  and 
transportation  of  passengers,  goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  minerals 
at  rates  as  follows,  to  wit:  on  coal  and  oilier  minerals  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  mills  per  ton  per  mile  for  toll,  and  fifteen  mills  per  ton 
per  mile  for  transportation  on  goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  other 
properly,  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  cents  per  ton  per  mile  for  toll, 
and  two  cents  per  ton  per  mile  lor  transportation,  and  lor  the  trauspor--' 
taiion  of  passengers  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for 
each  passenger;  and  the  said  company  are  liereby  authorized  lo  charge 
at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  ton  for  weighing  all  coal,  minerals,  wares, 
goods,  merchandize  and  other  propeity  transported  on  said  railroad. 

Section  19.  That  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholdeis,  the 
president  and  managers  of  the  preceding  year  shall  exhibit  to  ihem  a 
complete  statement  of  the  affairs  and  proceedings  of  the  said  company 
for  such  year;  and  that  special  meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be 
called  by  order  of  the  president  and  managers,  or  by  the  president  at 
the  request  of  the  stockholders  holding  one-fourth  of  the  amount  ol'  the 
capital  stock,  after  giving  such  notice  as  hereinafter  required  for  annual

AN  ACT 

To  amend  an  act  to  authorize  the  erection  of  free  bridges  over  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, at  or  near  Philadelphia,  passed  the  sixteenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  liundied  and  thirty-nine. 

Section  1.  Be  if  enacted  by  the  Semite  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  t^y  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
■within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  commissioners  of 
the  district  of  Spring  Garden  shall  make  a  conveyance  of  all  their  right, 
title  and  interest  in  the  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  near  Callowhill 
street,  widi  the  contiguous  land  now  held  by  them,  to  the  commis- 
missioners  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia  in  fee  simple.

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hot/se  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  CinnniomacaHh  of  Pennsy/cania  in  General  .Assembly 
met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  'I'hat 
the  following  words  in  the  nmth  section  of  the  a(rt  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  viz  :  *'  By  the  vicinity  of  the  Union  church  in  Neshamiock 
township,  in  said  county,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  'J'hat  section  ten  of  said  act  shall  read  as  follows,  viz : 
*»It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  their 
superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  contractors  and  workmen  to  cause 
a  road  to  be  laid  out  and  opened  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  fifty 
feet  in  width,  and  shall  cause  not  less  than  filieen  feet  thereof  in  breadth 
to  be  graded,  and  not  less  than  eight  feet  thereof  in  breadth  to  be  made 
an  artificial  road  of  wood,  stone,  gravel,  slate  or  other  hard,  proper  or 
convenient  substance,  such  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  will  require  and 
afford,  to  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  will  afford  and  even  sur- 
face, and  so  nearly  level  in  its  progress  as  not  to  rise  or  fall  more  than 
five  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line;  the  plank  upon  that  portion  of  said 
road  which  may  be  faced  with  plank  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches 
in  thickness,  laid  upon  wooden  sills  or  limber;  the  said  president  and 
managers  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  suitable  bridges 
over  all  streams  of  water  crossed  by  their  road,  whenever  the  said  shall 
be  found  necessary. 

Section  3.  That  section  thirteen  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement shall  read  as  follows,  to  wit :  That  when  said  road,  or  any

from  all  and  every  person  and  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  tolls  and 
rates  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  slop,  or  cause  to  be  stopped,  niid 
person  riding^,  leading  or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheej)  or  other 
animals,  or  any  coach,  coachee,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  phaeton,  carl, 
wagon,  train,  sleioh,  sled,  or  other  beast  or  carriage* of  burden  or  plea- 
sure, from  passing  llirough  said  toll  gate,  or  passing  over  said  road,  until 
they  shall  have  respectively  paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say  :  for  every 
mile  in  length  of  said  road,  or  Iraclion  of  a  mile,  completed  and  approved

or  otherwise,  or  to  farm,  let  and   put  out  on  interest  for  the  use  of  said 
Franklin  and  Marshall  college,  in  such   manner  as  they  or  a  quorum  of  ■   •     ' ' 

their  board  of  trustees  shall  judge  most  beneficial  to  said  institution,  and 
receive  the  proceeds  and  income  thereof  for  its  proper  support;  to  exe- 
cute all  contracts  for  scholarships  erected  by  Marshall  college,  unless 
the   owner  or   holder  of  any  scholarship   residing  in   Mercersburg,  on  ... 

which  a  balance  may  remain  unpaid,  shall  object  to  paying  the  same; 
and  by  the  same  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend,  im- 
plead and  be  impleaded  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  generally  to 
transact  all  business  concerning  the  premises,  or  incidentally  necessary 
to  ensure  full  success  to  said  college,  and  hold,  enjoy  and  exercise 
all  such  powers,  authorities  and  jurisdictions  as  are  customary  in  other 
like  institutions  in  this  state. 

Section  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  cause  a  common  seal  to  be  made 
for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  and  college,  with  such  devices  and  in-

SiccTioN  (i.  'J'he  trustees  may  adjourn  their  meetings,  and  also  may

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Conunomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

Section  3.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  in  anywise  affect, 
alter  or  diminish  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  said  Fairinouiit  fire  en- 
gine company  in  the  fire  association  of  Philadelphia  ;  but  thai  the  said 
Fairmonnt  fire  engine  company  shall  have,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  the 
same,  under  the  name  of  the  Fairmount  fire  engine  company  of  the  dis- 
trict of  Spring  Garden,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  author- 
ize the  said  company  to  engage,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any 
banking,  moneyed,  commercial  or  manufacturing  concern  ;  but  the  ob- 
ject of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  public  good, 
by  the  extinguishment  of  fires.

That  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  destroy  or  injure 
in  any  manner,  the  pipes,  aqueducts,  cisterns  or  reservoirs,  hydrants, 
buildings  or  machinery,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  of  the  works  of  said 
company  erected  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  shall  wilfully  corrupt  or 
otherwise  render  unwholesonie  the  spring  or  stream  of  water  which  shall 
be  conveyed  and  brought  in  the  town  of  Berrysburg  by  the  said  com- 
pany, shall,  on  being  thereof  convicted  before  any  justice  of  the  [)eace 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Dauphin,  by  the  oath  or  ailirmation  of  one  or 
more  credible  witnesses,  })ay  a  fine  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars,  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town,  and  the 
other  hall  to  the  informer.

Third.  Infants  who  shall  be  taken  or  committed  as  vagrants  or  upon 
any  criminal  charge,  or  duly  convicted  of  criminal  offences  as  may  in 
the  judgment  of  the  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  or  of  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of  any  county  wiihin  the  western  district;

shall  only  be  drawn  for  amounts  equal  to  the  aggregate  payments  made 
from  time  lo  time  by  such  other  contributors :  Provided,  That  each  of 
the  stockholders  or  members  of  the  said  company,  shall  have  one  vote 
and  no  more,  in  any  matter  perlainmg  to  the  institution  or  its  affairs. 

That  so  much  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  assem- 
bly passed  the  seventh  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  entitled  ''A  furtlier  supplement  to  the  act  relative  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Stale  Lunatic  hospital,  passed  .\pril  fourieenlh,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-five,"  as  provides  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  site  for  an  asylum  for  the  insane  of  the  commonwealth, 
(authorized  to  be  made  by  said  act)  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  commonwealth,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  directed  lo  be  paid  over 
to  the  commissioners  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  hospital,  on 
warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  governor,  and  to  be  by  them  expended  in 
beautifying  and  embellishing  the  grounds  around  said  hospital,  and  to 
be  accounted  for  to  the  accounting  officers  of  this  commonwealth.

Section  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Honse  of  Fcprcscnfa- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Ji>isembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  'i'hat 
William  H.  Dimmick,  Buckley  [5eardslce.  Gaylord  Russell,  Amory 
Prescott,  Daniel  Blanden,  AVilliam  F.  Wood,  Phineas  Arnold,  John 
Kelly,  R.  L.  Seely,  Samuel  E.  Dimmick,  Russell  F.  Lord,  Thomas 
H.  R.  Tracy,  Theodore  Groves,  Ruel  Hoadley,  Zenos  H.  Russell 
and  Josiah  Cole,  all  of  Wayne  counly,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  Jani>ary,  Anno  Domini,  one  thou.''and  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-one.  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as

To  incorporate  the  Wyoming  County  mutual  insurance  company ;  relating  to  Li- 
brary street,  in  the  city  of  Philadeljihia  ;  giving  jurisdiction  to  the  court  of  coin- 
mon  pleas  in  Tioga  county,  in  a  certain  divorce  case;  and  relating  to  paving  in 
front  of  the  prison  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Nicholas  Overfield,  i3radley  Wakeman,  Paul  B.  Jennings,  Asa  S.  Corporators. 
Dana,  Sherman  D.  Phelps,  Asa  Keeler,  Henry  Roberts,  S.  H.  Taylor, 
Milton  Dana,  Jabez  Jenkins,  John  Fassett,  R.  R.  Little,  Andrew  Gor-  ■  ' 
denier,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name, 
37 
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style  and  title  of  "The  Wyoming  County  mutual  insirrance  frompsrny/* 
and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  pprppitnd  succession,  and  shall  be 
able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  l)e  iin[)leaded  in  aU  courts  of  record 
or  elsewhere;  and  to  purchase,  receive,  hare,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them

To  the  road  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  and  to  incorporate  the  Mutual  fire  insu- 
rance company  of  Lawrence  county. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Conanomveallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^dssemhljj 
Viet,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  Tiiat 
from  and  after  ihe  pa.ssiijre  of  this  act,  but  one  supervisor  of  roads  or 
higlnvavs  in  Branch  and  Cass  townsliips,  in  tlie  coiinly  of  Schnylkill, 
shall  be  elected  by  the  laxal)Ie  iniiabilants  thereof,  for  each  township, 
whose  duty  it  shall  also  be  to  collect  tlie  ainoiinl  of  tiie  respective  diipli- 
cales  for  road  taxes  tiiereof ;  and  who  shall  enter  into  bond,  with  suffi- 
cient scciirii\',  to  be  approved  by  the  township  auditors,  for  the  collection 
of  the  same,  and  the  performance  of  tlie  duties  of  supervisor  as  afore- 
said. 

Section  2,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  supervisor  respectively, 
(as  also  those  that  may  have  been  elected  in  said  township  for  the  pre- 
sent year)  to  ofler  for  sale,  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  of  each  year 
hereafter,  by  public  auction,  first  i^ivinw  notice  thereof  by  at  least  six 
hand-bills,  the  repairs  of  the  roads  or  hitrhways  of  said  townships  for 
that  year,  either  whole  or  in  parts  thereof,  to  the  lowest  bidder  or  bid- 
ders, having  required  to  the  responsibility  of  the  several  bids,  as  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  same,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the 
road  or  roads  allotted  to  him  or  them,  in  repair,  as  shall  be  specified  in 
the  condition  of  sale,  and  agreeably  to  the  acts  of  assembly  in  such  case 
made  and  provided,  or  pay  tlie  costs  and  damages  that  may  accrue  ;  and 
in  like  manner  shall  the  roads  be  let  which  may  be  laid  out  during  the 
year  subsequent  to  the  first  May  aforesaid,  subject  to  like  conditions  as 
aforesaid. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  supervisors  respectively, 
after  the  letting  as  aforesaid,  to  submit  the  said  bid  or  bids  to  the  respec-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^^ssemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  saine,  'I'hai 
the  members  of  the  German  Reformed  congregation  of  the  borough  of 
Shippensburg  and  vicinity,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  are  hereby 
erected   into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the 

g.  jg  name  and  style  of  "The  German  Reformed  congregation  of  the  bor- 

ough of  Shippensburg,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland." 

Section  2.   That  the  said  corporation  by  the  name  and  style  shall 

Privileges.  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 

be  impleaded  in  all  the  courts  of  law  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  be  able 
and  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take,  purchase,  hold  and  receive  to 
them  and  their  successors  lor  the  use  of  said  congregation,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods  and  chattels  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  or  quality,  real, 
personal  or  mixed,  which  now  are  or  shall  hereafter  become  the  pro- 
perty of  said  corporation,  or  be  held  for  their  use  by  gift,  grant,  bar- 
gain, sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  from  any  person 
whomsoever  capable  of  making  the  same;  and  the  same  to  grant,  bar- 
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gain,  sell,  mortgage,  improve  or  dispose  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  said  congregation :  Provided,  That  tlie  yearly  value  or  income  of 
the  said  estate  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  three  thousand  dollars,  and 
shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  tlian  benevolent  or  religious  purposes. 
Section  3.   The  secular  business  of  tlie  said  corporation  siiall  be 
conducted  by  three  trustees,  of  whom  two  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  may  Trustees, 
appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer  from  among  themselves,  or  from  among  Officers, 
the  members  of  the  congregation  qualified  to  vote  according  to  the  sixth  Secretary, 
section  of  this  act:   the  secretary  shall  keep  true  and  correct  minutes  of  Treasurer  to  give 
the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  trustees,  and  the  treasurer  shall  receive,  ijond. 
disburse  and  account  for  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands  belonging  to

Vvlien  the  school  lax  is  thus  levied  and  apportioned, 
the  secretary  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
out  a  correct  duplicate  of  the  satiie,  and  the  president  shall  issue  his 
warrant  to  the  district  treasurer  to  collect  the  said  school  tax,  and  the 
board  shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  make  such  abatements  or  exon- 
erations for  mistakes,  indigent  persons,  or  unseated  lands  as  to  them 
shall  ap[)ear  just  and  reasonable  ;  and  the  secretary  shall  enter  on  ihe 
minutes  all  such  exonerations  and  abatements  or  otherwise  keep  an 
account  thereof,  excepting  that  all  corrections  or  abatements  shall  be 
made  only  as  of  the  time  when  the  regular  appeals  for  county  and  stale 
purposes  were  held,  atid  no  reduction  of  valu-ilinn  of  properly  except 
where  the  comtnissioners  have  so  decided. 

Section  27.  On  the  receipt  of  said  warrant  and  duplicate,  the  dis- 
trict treasurer  shall  give  at  least  thiriy  days'  notice  liy  not  le.^^s  than  ten 
written  or  printed  advertisements,  lobe  put  up  in  the  most  public  places

and  in  case  of  a  levy  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
any  delinquent,  ihe  said  constable  or  collector  shall,  in  addition,  be 
allowed  such  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  to  constables  in  cases  of 
levy  and  sale  on  wrils  of  execution,  and  lo  be  collected  with  the  tax  : 
Provided  neverlJieless,  If  any  lax  payer  sliall,  before  the  warrant  and 
schedide  aforesaid  is  actually  delivered  to  said  constable  or  collector, 
tender  the  amount  of  his  or  her  tax  to  said  treasurer,  he  shall  receive 
the  same,  and  credit  the  same  in  said  schedule;  and  that  said  directors

Section  36.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Coinmonifcallh  of  PennsijJvunia  in  General  ^'^hsenibly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
II.  G.  Wilcox  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  locale  said  warrant  on 
vacant  land,  if  any  there  be  in  the  township  of  Tioga,  in  said  county, 
bounded  north  by  George  Mead's  and  A.  ('.  Bush's  warrants,  east  by 
George  Mead's  warrant,  south  by  .Tames  Wilson's  warrants,  and  west 
by  Joseph  W.  Guernsey's  warrant:  Provided,  Thatsaid  land  shall  not 
have  been  heretofore  appropriated.

SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  act,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Northern  muUial  insurance  com- 
pany of  Lancaster  county,"  passed  the  fourth  day  of  Ajiril,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-four.

That 
in  all  cases  where  the  docket  of  any  actintr  alderman  or  justice  of  the 
peace  shall  have  been,  or  may  hereal'ter  be  destroyed  or  lost,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  interested  in  any  action  pending,  or 
judgment  had,  and  who  may  be  desirous  to  have  the  same  supplied,  to

Philadelphia  county;  and  relative  to  the  borough  of  Hooksiown,  in  Beaver 
county;  and  to  the  Robeson  school  house,  in  Manayunk,  Philadjlphia  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.    That 
Annual  election,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all

Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine:  Provideil, 
That  when  the  company  hereby  incorporated  shall  have  finished  four 
miles  or  more  of  road,  tlie  president  thereof  muy  give  notice  to  tlie  gov- 
ernor, who  shall  thereupon  do  and  perform  the  duties  prescribed  in  the 
twelfth  section  of  the  said  act  of  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty -nine. 

Section  2.  The  stock  of  said  company  sbafl  consist  of  sixteen  hun- 
dred shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  e;>ch  :  Provided^  That  said  company 
may  at  any  time,  by  a  vole  of  the  stockholders  at  a  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  increase  their  capital  so  much  as  in  their  judgment  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  a&t. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  injure,  break  or  throw 
down  any  gale  which  shall  have  been  erected  on  said  road  pursuant  ta

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^^ssembly  "'*- 
met,   and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  Ihe  authority  of  Ihe  same.   That  [Jortion  of  the 
that  portion  of  the  unincorporated   Northern  Liberties,  in  tlie  county  ofiSjorihem  l,ilier- 
Philadelphia,  as  herein  described,  shall  be  admitted  or  annexed   to  the  ties  annexed  to 
borough  of  Bridesburg,   and  henceforth   be  known  as  tlie  borough  of  the  borough  of 
Bridesbuig:  beginning  at  the  junction  of  the  river  Delaware  and  the '^"'^esburg. 
present  boundary  of  the  aforesaid  borough,  and  following  the  course  of

borough  and  general  elections  in  said  borough  ;  hIso,  one  person,  a  cili-  •  •  ' 

zeii  of  said  borough,  to  serve  as  justice  of  the  peace. 
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Certain  property 
to  be  under  the 
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Section  3.  That  hereafter  all  spring  elections  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Friday  in  March,  agreeable  to  the  election  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth, and  all  general  elections  shall  be  held  in  October,  agreeable  to 
the  election  law  of  the  commonwealth;  and  that  hereafter  the  number 
of  commissioners  shall  consist  of  seven  persons,  five  of  which  shall  be 
elected  in  March  next,  four  to  serve  for  the  period  of  two  years,  and  one 
for  one  year,  and  in  the  spring  following  elect  three  to  serve  for  two; 
and  in  a  like  manner  all  succeeding  years. 

Section'  4,  That  property  deeded  by  John  Kirkbride  and  his  wife 
to  Alfred  Jenks,  Jesse  H.  Flitcraft  and  Egbert  Somerndike,  in  trust  for 
tlie  inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Bridesburg  and  vicinity,  deed  executed 
and  recorded  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
shall  hereafter  be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the  borough 
commissioners,  and  held  hereafter  as  property  of  the  borough  of  Brides- 
burg, to  be  improved  at  the  discretion  of  the  inhabitants  and  commis- 
sioners of  said  borough:  Provided  nevertheless.  That  the  building 
now  erected  on  said  lot  or  piece  of  ground  shall  be  occupied  for  the  same 
purposes  as  provided  for  in  the  above  mentioned  deed. 

Section  5.  The  enactment  of  this  supplement  shall  not  annul  or 
interfere  in  any  respect  with  the  present  act  of  incorporation  for  said 
borough,  excepting  those  cases  particularly  specified  in  this  supplement. 

Section  6.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  commis- 
sioners and  inhabitants  of  the  aforesaid  borough,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  appoint  one  or  more  surveyors,  who  shall  at  limes  be 
directed  and  governed  by  the  said  commissioners  and  inhabitants,  and 
are  liereby  enjoined  and  required,  as  soon  as  it  may  be  convenient,  to 
survey  and  mark  the  lines  of  all  streets,  lanes,  courts  or  alleys  now 
opened  or  intended  to  be  opened  for  public  use,  within  the  limits  of 
said  borough;  and  also,  to  survey  and  lay  out  such  other  new  streets, 
lanes,  courts  and  alleys,  and  common  sewers,  within  the  said  borough, 
as  he  or  they  may  deem  necessary  for  a  regular  and  convenient  town 
plan,  and  for  the  more  equal  distribution  and  ready  discharge  of  the 
waters  thereof;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  surveyor  or  surveyors 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  with  or  without  his  or  their  assent 
or  assistance,  to  enter  upon  the  land  or  lands  of  any  person  or  persons 
Avithin  the  said  borough  ;  and  when  tlie  said  survey  and  regulations 
shall  be  completed,  the  surveyor  or  surve3-ors  shall  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  two  drafts  or  plans  thereof,  with  every  explanation  necessary  for 
a  full  understanding  of  the  same;  and  one  of  the  said  drafts  or  plans 
shall  be  returned  to  the  commissioners,  who  shall  keep  the  same  in  such 
place  as  they  shall  fix  upon,  and  the  other  of  said  drafts  or  plans  shall 
be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  general  sessions  of  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  or  some  other  court  of  said  county  of  similar  jurisdiction, 
to  be  filed  in  his  office  foi  public  inspection  and  examination  ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  give  at  least  thirty  days' 
notice  in  one  public  newspaper  published  in  Philadelphia,  and  by  hand- 
bills posted  in  at  least  ten  conspicuous  places  in  said  borough,  that  on  a 
certain  day  to  be  appointed  by  the  court,  the  said  court  will  hear  any 
objections  that  may  be  made  thereto  by  any  of  the  freeholders  of  said

present  answered  by  ihe  certain  knowledge  where  and  in  what  manner 
such  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  will  in  future  run,  but  as  it  may  not  be  ne- 
cessary immediately  to  lay  all  of  them  open,  and  in  order  to  provide  for 
the  opening  of  the  same  from  lime  to  time,  as  the  increasing  improve-

Providing  for  the  election  of  district  attorneys. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent a~ 
tivca  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  qiialifieti  voters  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphin,  and  of  each 
and  every  county  in  tlie  state,  shall,  at  the  general  eleclion  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  every  three  years  thereafter,  elect  one 
person,  learned  in  the  law,  who  has  been  two  years  admitted  to  the 
bar,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  couniy  for  which  he  is  elected 
District  attorneys  ror  one  year  next  preceding  his  election,  who  shall  be  called  the  district 
to  sign  all  bills  of  attorney  of  said  county  ;  and  the  officer  so  elected  shall  sign  all  bills  of 
indictment,  &c.  indictment,  and  conduct  in  court  all  criminal  or  other  prosecutions  in 
the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  or  when  the  state  is  a  party,  which 
arise  in  the  county  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  perform  all  the  duties 
which  now  by  law  are  to  be  performed  by  deputy  attorney  generals,  and 
receive  the  same  fees  or  emohimenis  of  ofllce :  Provided.  Said  district 
attorney  shall  in  no  case  whatever  have  authority  to  enter  nolle  prose- 
qui in  any  criminal  case,  either  before  or  after  bill  found,  or  to  discharge 
a  prisoner  from  custody,  without  first  having  obtained  the  approbation 
of  the  court,  in  writing. 

Section  2.  The  return  judges  of  the  said  city  and  county,  and  of 
Duplicate^  certifi- g3(,|^  county  in  the  state,  shall,  when  they  meet  as  now  required  by 
law,  faithfully  add  up  the  votes  given  at  said  election  for  district  attor- 
ney, and  he  who  has  the  highest  number  of  voles  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected  ;  and  they  shall  make  out  duplicate  certificates,  one  of 
which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  thus  declared  elected,  and  the 
other  to  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper 
county  ;  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  after  said  election,  the 
person  who  is  legally  elected  shall  appear  in  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  said  couniy,  if  in  session,  and  if  not,  then  at  the  next  session  of 
said  court,  and  then,  in  open  court,  take  and  subscribe  the  same  oath  or 
afliirmation  as  is  required  to  be  taken  by  the  attorney  general  ;  which 
oath  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  3.  All  elections  of  district  attorneys  shall  be  contested  and 
Vacancies,  how  decided  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  contesting

crime  or  misde-  j"t%es  of  said  court,  in  writing,  verified  by  affidavit,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
meanor.  of  the  court,  if  they  believe  there  is  probable  cause  for  such  complaint 
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to  appoint  some  other  competent  attorney  of  the  court  to  prepare  a  hill 
of  indictment  against  the  district  attorney,  to  be  laid  before  the  grand 
iiry,  and  to  conduct  tiie  same  to  final  trial  ;  and  in  case  the  said  district 
attorney  be  convicted  of  any  infamous  crime,  and  final  jnd;^inent  ren- 
dered, it  shall  be  part  of  the  sentence  of  the  court  ihat  he  be  removed 
from  office;  and  the  court  shall  then  proceed  to  appoint  anollier  com- 
petent person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  as  proviiled  in  a  former  section  of 
this  act ;  and  the  person  appointed  to  conduct  such  prosecution  shall  he 
paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services,  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  county;  the  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  conn. 

Section  5.  If  any  district  attorney  shall  demand  any  greater  fee  than 
that  allowed  in  the  fee  bill,  for  any  services  he  shall  perform  in  relation 
to  any  case,  or  shall  receive  any  fee,  reward  or  present  for  the  exami- 
nation of  any  case  in  relation  to  a  nolle  prosequi,  he  shall  be  liable  to 
an  indictment  therefor,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  in  office,  and  be  punished  by  a  fine,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court,  as  well  as  removal  from  said  office. 

Section  6.  No  district  attorney  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  legis- 
lature, or  to  any  other  office  under  the  laws  and  constitution  of  the  state 
during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Section  7.  If  in  case  of  sickness,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  dis- 
trict attorney  shall  be  unable  to  attend  to  the  duties  and  business  of  the 
term  of  a  court,  he  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  some  competent  at- 
torney of  the  county,  with  the  approbation  of  the  court,  to  act  as  his 
deputy  for  one  term,  but  for  no  longer  period. 

Section  8.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  ttiis  act,  now  in  force  in  the  state,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Authorizing  Catharine  Shultz  to  sell  and  convey  certain  real  estate ;  and  for  the 
establishment  of  Rittenhouse  college,,  in  the  county  of  Bedford. 

Whereas,  Philip  Shultz,  late  of  the  borough  of  Huntingdon,  in  the 
county  of  Huntingdon,  being  seized  of  certain  real  estate  situate  in  the 
said  county,  made  his  last  will  and  testament  bearing  date  the  second 
day  of  July,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  forty-nine, 
which  will  was  after  his  death  duly  proved,  and  remains  in  the  regis  • 
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ter's  office  of  saitl  county,  wherein  he  devised  and  bequeathed  to  his 
wife  Caih;irine  Shultz,  during  lier  iiaUiral  life,  the  whole  of  his  real  and 
personal  estate,  and  after  her  deatii  to  all  his  collateral  heirs  : 

^flnd  whereas.  A  part  of  the  real  estale  devised  as  aforesaid,  is  not 
sufRciently  productive,  and  is  in  such  a  state  of  dilapidation  as  that  it 
wouid  he  to  the  interest  of  all  persons  interested  therein  that  tlie  same 
should  be  sold  ;  therefore, 

Skction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  t lie  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennst/fvania  in  General  Asscinbly 
met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

Standing  Stone  creek  on  the  east,  and  a  lot  of  the  heirs  of 
William  Steel,  deceased,  on  the  south,  containing  twelve  acres  more  or 
!ess  ;  and  also  the  undivided  half  part  of  a  small  parcel  of  unimproved 
land  in  Henderson  township,  in  said  county,  adjoining  lands  of  Fisher 
and  M'Murlrie,  Daniel  Africa,  esquire,  and  others;  she  the  said  Catha- 
rine Shultz  being  authorized  by  deed  or  deeds  to  convey  to  and  vest 
in  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  interest 
and  estale  which  the  said  Philip  Shultz  liad  and  held  in  the  said  real

of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  generally  may  do  all  singular  the  matters 
and  things  which  to  them  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do  for  the  well- 
lieing  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  due  ordering  of  the  aff.iirs  and 
business  of  the  same  :  Provided^  Tiiat  the  real  estate  held  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  so  considered  and  construed  as  giving  to  the  said  corporation 
any  banking  privileges  or  franchises  whatever.

Regulating  the  municipal  and  other  elections  in  the  cit}'  of  Philadelphia,  and  to 
establish  an  uniform  system  of  police  for  the  city  of  Philadel[)hia  and  ihe  dis- 
tricts of  Southwark,  Moyamcnsin?,  Spring  Garden,  Penn  Township,  the  in-* 
corporated  Northern  Liberties  and  Kensington. 

Section  L   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresenta- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Time  of  holdinir  hereafter  the  elections  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  now  held  <m  the 
eleclion.  second  Tuesday  of  October,  in  the  state  house  on  Chestnut  street,  and 

the  elections  now  held  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  at  the  respective 
ward  houses,  shall  be  held  on  the  secontl  Tuesday  in  October,  in  the 
respective  wards  at  the  places  where  ward  elections  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  held  ;  and  the  mayor  and  select  anil  common  councils  of 
said  city  shall  be  elected  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  2.  That  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  select  council.

Skction  4.  At  the  said  elections  the  mayor  and  select  and  common 
councils  shall  be  voted  for  on  one  ticket,  marked  on  the  outside,  '^Mu-  Mode  of  voting*  ■ 
nicipal  otiicers  ;"  and  the  alderman,  judge  and  inspectors  of  the  elec- 
tion, assessors  and  constables,  shall  be  voted  for  on  one  ticket,  marked 
on  the  outside,  "V*^ard  officers;"  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  ■'    . 

commissioners  to  furnish  tfie  officers  of  each  election  district  with  a 
separate  box  for  municipal  officers,  and  another  for  ward  officers. 

The  officers  of  each  election  district  shall  make  triplicate  _ 
returns  of  the  election  provided  for  by  this  act,  one  of  which  shall  be  i'riplicate  re- 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  *^"''"*" 
Philadelphia;  another  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  president  of 
the  select  council  ;  and  another  handed  to  the  judge  of  the  election,  to 
be  by  him  delivered  to  the  city  clerk,  on  or  before  the  Friday  following  ' 

paid  election  ;  and  the  officers  of  the  respective  election  districts  shall 
immediately  notify  the  member  or  members  elect  of  select  and  common 
councils  of  their  election,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  closing  of 
the  polls  ;  and  the  clerks  appointed  by  the  return  judges  shall  receive 
the  same  compensation  for  their  services  as  is  now  allowed  by  law  to

Section  6.   'J'hat  so  much  of  any  law  or  laws  of  this  commonwealth  „       . 
as  conflicts  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  7.   That  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  at  the  Marshal  of  po- 
general  election  in  every  three  years  thereafter,  the  qualified  voters  of  lice.

the  city  of  Philadelpliia  and  the  incorporated  districts  of  the  Northern 
Liberties,  Spring  Garden,  Kensington,  Richmond,  Penn,  South wark 
and  Moyaniensing,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  elect  one  suita- 
ble person  to  be  called  "Marshal  of  police  for  the  Philadelphia  police 
district,"  who  shall  hold  said  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  if  he 
so  long  behave  himself  well,  and  until  a  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
duly  qualified  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  That  all  elections  at  any  lime  hereafter  to  be  held  under 
and  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  held  and  conducted  at  the  same 
place  and  hour,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  by  the  laws  of  this  com- 
nionvveallh  the  elections  for  members  of  the  assembly  for  the  city  and 
for  the  county  of  Philadelphia  shall  then  be  held  and  conducted  ;  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules,  regulations,  penalties  and  provisions, 
in  all  respects  and  for  all  purposes  whatsoever;  the  return  judges  for 
the  city  and  the  incorporated  districts  herein  named  shall  meet  together 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  ami  make  up  the  returns  of  voles  cast  for 
said  marshal  of  police,  and  make  duplicate  returns  thereof,  one  of  which 
shall  be  filed  in  the  p'-oper  office,  with  the  other  returns  of  said  elec- 
tion, and  the  other  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions,  for  the  use  of  the  judges  thereof,  who  shall 
declare  who  is  elected,  and  furnish  him  with  a  certificate  thereof. 

That  said  marshal  so  from  time  to  time  to  be  elected  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  a  citizen  of  and  resident  in  said  city  or  one  of  said 
districts;  he  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  or  stipend  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  city  and  each  of  said  districts 
quarterly,  in  equal  proportions,  according  to  taxable  inhabitants  ;  and 
shall  serve  until  his  successor  shall  be  dtilv  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  10.  That  in  case  of  the  death,  removal  or  resignation  of 
such  marshal  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  be  so  elected  as  afore- 
saiil,  the  city  councils  and  the  commissioners  of  each  of  the  districts 
mentioned  in  this  act,  in  joint  meeting,  shall  forthwith  supply  his  place 
bN'  an  election  by  their  body,  in  which  a  majority  of  their  votes  shall 
govern  ;  and  the  peison  so  by  them  elected  shall  take  the  place  of  the 
said  person  who  has  so  died,  removed  or  resigned,  and  shall  continue 
to  be  such  marshal  (or  the  unexpired  time  or  term  for  which  saiil  per- 
son was  elected  to  serve. 

Section  11.  That  the  said  marshal,  during  his  continuance  in  office, 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  duties  of  juror,  and  from  all  military  ser- 
vice. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  marshal  shall,  before  entering  on  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  lake  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  one  of  the  judges  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  that  he  will 
perform  the  duties  of  his  said  office  honestly  and  to  the  best  of  his  ability; 
and  he  sliall  thereupon  be  duly  qualified  and  empovvered  to  act  as  such 
marshal  of  police  for  all  the  purposes  of  said  office  ;  and  he  shall  be 
vested  with  powers  similar  to  those  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia and  of  the  sheriff  of  the  comity  of  Philadelphia,  in  relation  to 
the  preservation  of  the  peace,  the  prevention  and  suppression  of  crimes 
and  misdemeanors,  and  the  detection  and  arrest  of  olFenders. 

Section  13.  The  saitl  marshal  (and  the  policemen)  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, siiall  receive  no  fee,  perquisite  or  reward  for  any  service  per- 
formed by  him  or  them  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  other  than  the 
salary  herein  mentioned;  and  any  marshal  or  policemen  who  shall  de- 
mand  or  receive  any  such  fee,  perquisite  or  reward,  or  ofl^end  in  any 
manner  against  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  as  a  pen- 
alty, double  the  amount  of  the  fee,  perquisite  or  reward  so  received, 
and  also,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence,  which  may  be  sued

one  for  every  six  hundred  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  districts: 
Provided  further.   That  all   policemen  or  watchman  who  may  be  now 
or  hereafter  in  commission  under  any  law,  ordinance  or  regulation,  or  ' 
may  be  appointed  under  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  said 
marshal  of  police  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  act:  Provided  however. 
That  all  appointments  made  to  fill  vacancies  shall  be  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  the  person  or  persons  in  wdiose  place  they  may  be  appointed. 

Section  17.  The  said  marshal,  together  with  the  several  lieutenants 
of  police,  shall  form  a  board  of  police,  and  make  such  useful  rules  and  ^oard  of  police, 
regulation  for  the  proper  government  of  the  police  provided  for  by  this  ^''*^^  °  ' 
act,  and  shall  keep  an  office  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  be  called  the 
chief  police  station:  at  which  office  proper  books  and  registers  shall  be 
kept  open  for  the  public  inspection,  which  books  and  registers  shall  be 
for  the  record  of  the  transaction  of  said  board,  and  of  the  sub  districts ;

conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced  to  undergo  a  solitary  confinement 
at  labor  in  the  county  prison,  for  a  period  not  less  than  one  month  nor 
more  than  two  years,  and  any  person  arrested  upon  whose  person,  or 
in  whose  possession  shall  be  found  fire-arms,  or  any  other  deailly 
weapon,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  intention  lo  riot,  whether  said 
fire-arms  or  deadly  weapon  shall  be  used  or  not,  unless  the  contrary 
can  he  satisfactorily  established,  and  punished  accordingly.

SEcTioi'r  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represenia- 
tiven  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  Thai 
Thomas  Fisher,  Kenzie  L.  Green.  Benjamin  Leas,  James  Gillam,  John

Section  35.  There  is  also  iiereby  appropriated  for  extraordinary 
repairs  on  the  inclined  planes  on  the  Allegheny  Portage  railroad,  the 
sum  of  thirty-four  thousand  dollars,  and  the  furllier  sum  of  three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  to  defray  the  expense  of  an  accurate  snrvey

not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  last  preceding 
appropriation. 

Section  36.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-second  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  entitled  '■'An  Act  fixing  the 
time  for  the  adoption  and  publication  of  tolls  on  public  works,"  as  pro- 
hibits the  board  of  canal  commissioners  from  ciianging  the  rates  of  toll 
after  the  publication  of  the  loll  list  on  the  first  day  ol  January,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed  :  Provided^  'J'hal  no  change  in  the  rates 
of  toll  shall  be  made  by  the  canal  commissioners  where  the  same  are 
fixed  bylaw:  Provided  further.  That  the  canal  commissioners  shall 
not  increase  the  rates  of  toll  fixed  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.

That  the  canal  commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  to  them  may  seem 
most  advanti)<jeons  to  the  commonwealth,  all  the  personal  property  on 
or  along  the  lines  of  canals  and  railroads  which  may  have  become  use- 
less, and  is  no  longer  required  for  the  interest  of  the  public,  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale  or  sales  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury;  and  they  are  also 
hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  public  sale,  the  old  depot  in  the  borough  of 
Columbia,  on  giving  due  public  and  timely  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  sale;  the  proceeds  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  and  applied  on 
the  warrant  of  said  canal  commissioners  to  the  purchase  and  completion 
of  a  new  depot  at  or  near  the  lower  end  of  the  said  borough  of  Columbia, 
for  which  purpose  the  sum  often  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  further  ap- 
propriated. 

Section  39.  That  the  canal  commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  at  any  time  after  the  tenth  day  of  .July  next,  to  give  notice  by  al 
least  three  weeks'  publication  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  that  the  Schuylkill  bridge  and  all  th::t  part  of  the 
state  railroad  lying  east  of  the  inclined  plane,  together  with  all  the  real 
estate  and  old  materials  upon  the  part  of  the  Pliil.idel|)hia  and  Coluiubia 
railroad,  rendered  useless  by  the  new  road  to  avoid  the  Schuylkill  in- 
clined plane,  will  be  for  sale;  and  the  said  commissioners  in  such  notice 
shall  name  some  definite  period  up  to  which  liiey  will  receive  sealed 
proposals  for  the  purchase  of  such  property  or  any  part  of  the  same, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  price  proposed  to  be  given  therefor; 
upon  examination  of  said  proposals,  if  the  terms  and  price-  of  any  of 
them  be  satisfactory  to  said  commissioners,  they  are  then  hereby  au- 
thorized, upon  receiving  payment  of  the  proposed  price,  or  security 
therefor  according  to  the  terms  offered,  to  convey  the  property  so  to  be 
purchased,  to  th?  bidder  or  bidders  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  allotted; 
but  if  none  of  said  proposals  be  satisfactory  to  said  commissioners,  they

whatever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Tioga,  and  shall  have 
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perpetual  succession,  and  may  sne  antl  be  sned,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "Tlie  direciors  of  the  poor  and  of  the 
house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  Tioga,"  and  by  that  name  shall 
and  may  receive,  take  and  hold  any  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments, not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  often  thousand  dollars;  and  any 
goods  and  chattels  whatsoever,  of  the  gift,  alienation,  or  bequest  of  any 
person  or  persons  whatsoever,  to  purchase,  lake  and  hold  any  lands 
and  tenements  within  their  county,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and 
erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use  and  accommodation  of  the 
poor  of  said  couniv,  to  provide  all  things  necessary  for  the  lodging, 
maintenance  and  employment  of  said  poor,  to  appoint  a  treasurer  an- 
nually, who  shall  give  bond  with  full  and  sufficient  security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  ;  and  at  the  expiration  thereof, 
for  the  payment  and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  of  all  moneys, 
bonds,  notes,  book  accounts,  and  other  papers  to  the  said  corporation 
belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his  hands,  custody  and 
possession;  and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  employ  and  at  plea- 
sure remove  a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or 
physicians,  surgeon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be 
necessary  for  the  said  poor  respectively;  to  bind  out  apprentices,  so  that 
such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the  age  of  twenty- 
one,  if  lemales,  at  or  before  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  such  poor  chil- 
dren as  shall  come  under  their  notice,  or  as  may  now  be  bound  appren- 
tices by  the  overseers  of  the  poor:  Provided,  That  no  child  shall  be 
bound  at  a  greater  distance  than  thirty  miles  from  the  poor  house;  and 
the  said  directors  shall  exercise  and  enjoy  all  such  other  powers  now 
vested  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor  as  are  not  herein  granted  or  supplied  ; 
and  the  said  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to  use  one  common  seal 
in  all  business  relating  to  the  said  corporation,  and  the  same  at  their 
pleasure  to  alter  and  renew. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election 
and  organization  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable 
expense  of  purchasing  the  lands  and  buildings,  or  erecting  the  necessary 
building  or  buildings  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  maintaining  the  poor 
within  said  county  for  one  year;  whereupon  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  said  county  shall  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  increase  the  county  tax  by  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum  necessary  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  procure  on  loan  on  the  credit  of  the 
taxes  herein  directed  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three-fourths  thereof, 
to  be  paid  in  instalments  with  interest,  out  of  the  county  taxes  :  Pro- 
vided always,  That  if  such  loan  cannot  be  made,  the  whole  amount  of 
the  sum  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  such  part  thereof  as 
may  be  deemed  proper,  shall  immediately  be  added  to  the  county  tax 
to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  directors  aforesaid,  on  orders 
drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the  same  may  be 
found  necessary.

in  or  near  the  Locust  gap,  in  Northumberland  county,  and  connect  the

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  to  create  a  sinking  fund,  and  to  provide  for  the 
gradual  and  certain  extinguishment  of  the  debt  of  the  comnionwealili;"  and  to 
authorize  a  loan. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hij  the  Senate  and  TToiae  of  Ileprescnta- 
tivcs  of  the  Comuionicealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jh.acmbly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  Tliiit 
the  tenth  seclion  of  the  act  to  wliich  ihis  is  a  supplement,  pa.sscd  the 
tenth  da}-  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  sludl  not 
be  held  to  apply  to  the  cases  of  stocks  or  loans  standing  in  the  name  of 
a  decedent,  or  in  trust  for  a  decedent,  when  such  decedent  liiay  have 
died  previous  to  tlie  passage  of  said  act.

Whereas,  The  navigation  of  the  Ohio  river  has  been  and  is  now- 
obstructed  by  bridges  erected  across  its  channel,  between  Zane's  island 
and  the  main  Virginia  and  Ohio  shores,  so  that  steamboats  and  other 
water  craft  hitherto  accustomed  to  navigate  said  river,  are  hindered  in 
their  passage  to  antl  from  the  port  of  Pittsburg  and  other  ports  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania  :  the  trade,  commerce  and  business  of  citizens  of

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Fepresenfa-^ 
lives  of  the  Comrnonweallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assenibly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  'i'hafc 
Ilugli  Davus,.  Nathaniel  Holmes,  George  Coojier,  N.  Good,  John  Mor-

Authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate  the  Zeiglervilie  and  Kutztown   turnpike 

road  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  bij  the  Senate  and  House  of  lopreisenfn- 
tives  of  the  ConimonweaUh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^Jssemlily 
met,  and  it  is  here'iy  enacted  by  Ike  authority  of  the  same.  That 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turnpike  road  beginning  at  the  Perkiometi 
and  Sumneytown  turnpike  roail  at  any  convenient  point  at  oi  near 
Zieglerville,  in  the  township  of  Frederick,  in  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery, and  ihence  by  way  of  Dale  iron  works  to  Kuizlown.  in  the 
counlv  of  Berks,  William  lleiderrich,  Isaac  I)e  Turk,  Georire  I5eiber, 
Daviii  Kuiz,  Daniel  K.  Hotienstine.  David  Fis  er.  David  Schall.  Henry 
Laiules,  (."hristian  K.  Shultz,  Samuel  Young,  of  Berks  county;  Amos 
Shuiiz,  Abiaham  Eslii)ach,  Abraham  Bochtel,  Aaron  B.  Covcly.  John

burden  ;  for  every  head  of  horned  cattle  one  cent  for  every  five  miles;

evade  or  lessen  the  payment  of  any  such  toll  or  duly,  every  such  person 
or  persons  shall,  on  conviction  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  lo  the  |)resident 
and  managers  of  said  company  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
the  use  of  said  company.

That  all  drivers  of  wagons  and  of  carriages  of  all  kinds 
on  said  rnnd,  shall,  excepting  when  passing  by  a  carriage  of  slower 
draught,  keep  iheir  horses  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road  in  the 
passing  diiection,  leaving  the  other  side  of  the  road  free  and  clear  for 
the  oilier  carriages  to  pass  or  re  pass;  and  if  any  driver  shall  offend 
against  this  provision,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  dollars,  to  any  person  aggrieved,  who  shall  sue  for  the  same,  to  be 
recovered,  with  costs,  before  any  justice,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts 
of  equal  amount  are  or  may  by  law  be  recoverable. 

Section  17.  'J'hat  the  supervi?ors  of  the  townships  through  which 
the  said  road  shall  pass  in  Montgomery  and  Berks  counties  respectively, 
siiall  he  allowed  to  subscribe  shares  of  slock  in  said  road,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  three  thousand  dulllars  for  each  township,  the  amount  to 
be  dcnermiiird  by  a  vole  of  the  citizens  of  each  township,  at  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  September  alter  the  passage  of 
this  act.  at  the  usual  place  for  holding  elections  for  supervisors  m  each 
township,  saiti  election  lo  be  kept  open  between  the  hours  of  ten,  A. 
M.,  and  six.  I*.  M.;  the  supervisors  of  each  township  shall  be  the 
judges  of  said  elections,  and  make  return  thereof,  under  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  township,  and  lo  be 
conducted  in  all  other  respects  as  township  elections  (or  supervisors 
usually  are;  the  dividends  of  the  shares  subscribed  to  be  paid  to  the 
supervisors  of  the  townships  respectively,  for  the  use  of  the  townships, 
in  the  same  proportion  and  manner  as  they  are  paid  to  individual  stock- 
holders ;  the  supervisors  in  said  township  shall  act  as  airent,  to  ref)resent 
in  the  same  manner  provided  in  the  bill  for  individual  stockhidders  :

Section  28,  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the 
said  work  within  five  years,  or  shall  not  within  ten  years  from  t'le  pas-  ^'^'"'"^"cpnjent 
sage  of  this  act  complete  the  said  road  to  the  Dale  iron  works,  i'l  of  r '^'"'^  "^ '*'" 
the  county  of  Berks  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  act,  then  and  in  either  of  those  eases  all  and  singular  the  rii{hts, 
privileges,  liberties  and  franchises  hereby  granted  to  said  company 
shall  revert  to  thjs  commonwealth.

The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  and 
authority  by  themselves,  or  their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists  and 
workmen,  to  enter  in  and  upon  and  occupy  all  land  on  which  the  said 
turnpike  road  may  be  located,  or  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  erec- 
tion of  gales  and  loll  houses,  or  any  other  purpose  necessary  or  useful 
in  the  construction  and  repairs  of  the  said  turnpike  road,  and  therein 
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dig,  embank,  make  and  rnnslriiet  the  same  ;  and  in  rase  llie  said  [)rnsi- 
(leiil  and  managers,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  anv  lands  or  enclosures  Damages,  how 
ihroutrh  which  tlie  sai  I  road  may  lie  laid  out,  raniioi  a^rpo  npnn  the  adjusted, 
compensation  to  snch  owner  or  owners,  the  same  shall  be  determined 
by  three  disiniei'ested  freeholders  to  be  chosen  by  ihe  parties,  or  if  they 
cannot  agree,  to  be  appointed  by  a  justice  'ff  llt-e  peace,  who,  before 
enterino-  on  iheir  duties,  shall  take  an  oaiii  or  anirmaiiois  to  perlorni 
their  duties  wilii  fidelity^  and  in  deiermining  il*e  amount  of  damisjes, 
shall  lake  inio  <'onsideration  the  advantai^es  of  the  road;  and  tl:e  aniiuuK 
of  such  damages  or  compensation  so  assessed  sh;dl  be  paid  by  said 
company,  or  adequate  security  tl'.erefor,  to  be  approved  of  bv  the  judges 
of  the  court  of  such  county  where  the  defendant  reside^,  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  shall  be  given  before  the  lands  of  such  owner  shall  be 
taken  or  occupied  by  said  company;  and  if  either  party  shall  l)e  dis- 
satisiied  with  the  assessment  of  damages  made  as  aforesaid  in  anv  case, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  parly  to  appeal  from  the  award  at  the  next 
court  of  c(jminon  pleas,  upon  entering  into  security,  and  in  such  form  as 
the  court  mny  direct,  in  which  case  the  owner  of  the  land  shall  be 
plainlitf,  and  the  said  company  defendant;  and  the  same  thereon  shall 
be  proceded  in  and  tried  in  all  respects,  as  an  appeal  from  an  award  of 
arbitrators,  and  the  costs  shall  abide  the  event  of  the  appeal,  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  an  appeal  from  an  award  of  arbitrators:  Pronided, 
That  iti  case  of  an  appeal  by  either  party,  security  being  given  as  afore- 
said for  the  amount  of  compensation  or  damages  assessed  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  1)6  lawful  fer  the  said  president  and  managers,  their  superui- 
tendenls,  artists,  laborers,  with  horsey,  carts  and  wagons,  tools  and  im- 
plements, to  enter  upon  all  such  lands  so  assessed  and  secured,  to  make, 
construct,  iirade  and  finish  saiil  road,  and  do  all  other  matters  necessary 
for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  act,  as  freely  and  as  i-;ninterruptedly 
as  if  full  compensation  liud  been  made  for  all  such  lands. 

Section    11.    So  soon  as  the  said   president,  managers  and  company 

shall  have   perfected  the  said  r-oad  the  distance  of  two  miles,  and  also,    ■

wlien   they  have  completed   the  remainder  of  the  distance,  they  shall 

give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall, 
thereupon,  forthwith   nominate  and  appoint  three  disinterested  persons 
to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report  to  him  in  writing   whether 
the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  masterly  and  workmanlike  manner, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  actj  and  if  their  report 
shall  in  eilh.er  case  be  in  the  affirmative,  then   the  governor  shall,  by  Li(,gjj3g  ^^  ^gj^-g 
license  under  his  hand  and  the  lesser  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  permit  toll, 
and  suffer  the  said  president,  manaijers  and  company  to  erect  and  fix  so 
many  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road  as  will  be  necessary  and  suffi- 
cient to  collect  the  toll  and  duties  hereinafter  granted  to  the   said  com-  •' 
pany,  from  all   persons  traveling  on  the  same  with   horses,  cattle,  carts 
and  carriages;   Provided,   That  all  persons  attending  funerals  or  places 
of  worship  and  militar\'  parades,  their  horses  aiul  carriages,  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  payment  of  tolls  in  going  to  or  returning  therefrom. 

Section  12.  When  the  said  ^-oinpany  is  licensed  in  manner  afore- 
said, it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  Toll-gatherers, 
many  toll-gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of 
and  from  all  and  every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  tolls 
and  rates  hereinafter  menlionedj  and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading, 
or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coachee,  sulkey,  Kates  of  toll, 
chair,  chaise,  phaeton,  carl,  wagon,  wains,  sleigh,  sled  or  any  other 
carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure  from  passing  through  the  said  turnpike 
until  they  shall  respectively  have  paid  the  same;  that  is  to  say,  for 
every  five  miles  in  length  of  the  said  road,  completed  and  licensed  as 
54 
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aforesaid,  the  following  sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any 
less  (lislitnce,  or  for  any  less  or  greater  number  of  sheep,  hogs,  or  cattle, 
to  wit :  for  every  score  of  hogs,  six  cents  ;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six 
cents  ;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents  ;  for  every  horse  and  his 
rider  or  led  horse,  three  cents  ;  for  every  suikey,  chair  or  chaise,  with 
one  horse  and  two  wheels,  six  cents  ;  and  with  two  horses,  nine  cents; 
for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaston  or  dearborn,  with  one  hors-e  and  four 
wheels,  eight  cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise,  with 
two  horses  and  four  wheels,  twelve  cents;  for  either  of  the  carriages 
last  mentioned,  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents  ;  for  every  other  carriage 
of  pleasure,  imder  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums  according 
to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same  j  for  every  stage 
wagon  with  two  horses,  twelve  cents;  and  for  every  such  wagon  with  four 
horses,  twenty  cents  ;  for  every  sleigh,  three  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same ;  and  for  every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the 
same  ;  and  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four 
inches,  six  and  a  quarter  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and 
for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches  and  not 
exceed  seven  inches,  three  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same; 
and  for  every  cart  or  wagon  the  breadth  of  whose  wheels  shall  be  more 
than  seven  inches  and  not  more  than  ten  inches,  two  cents  for  every 
horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  represent 
to  the  said  company  or  any  of  their  officers,  that  he,  she  or  they  have 
traveled  a  less  distance  than  he,  she  or  they  have  actually  traveled  along 
said  road,  with  intent  to  defnud  said  company  of  its  toll  or  any  part

all  or  every  or  an%"  of  the  ways  or  means  aforesaid  offending,  for  every 
such  offence  shall  respectively  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  president  and  mana- 
gers and  company  of  the  Saltsburg  and  Clarksburg  turnpike  road,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs 
of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  like  manner,  and  subject  to 
the  same  rules  auu  icgulatioiis,  as  debts  of  a  t^iiviilar  amoUiil  arc  hy  law 
sued  for  and  recovered  :  Provided  always.  That  if  any  person  or  per- 
sons shall  be  prosecuted  under  this  section  of  this  act,  and  said  prose- 
cution shall  not  be  sustained  on  the  part  of  the  prosecutors,  then  and 
in  that  case  the  person  or  persons  prosecuted  as  aforesaid,  shall  receive     •  ' 

from  tne  company  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  in  lieu  of  damages  arising 
from  delay  and  a  vexatious  prosecution,  recoverable  as  other  fines  under     ■ 
this  act. 

Section  16.  The  president  and  managers  of  the  said  company  shall  . 
keep  fair  and  just  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  by  them  from  the 
said  commissioners,  and  from  the  subscribers  to  the  said  undertaking, 
on  account  of  the  several  subscriptions,  and  of  all  penalties  for  the  de- 
lay of  payment  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  profits  on  the  shares  which  '  ■  >' 
may  be  forfeited  as  aforesaid ;  also  all  moneys  by  them  expended  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  work  ;  and  shall  once  at  least  in  every  submit  such 
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aocoiiiils  to  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  until  ihe  said  road 
shall  be  completed,  and  iiiilil  all  costs,  charaes  and  expenses  of  etleet-

vened according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  their  own  by-laws,  to 
increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  shall  be  decjmcd  suffi- 
cient to  accomplish  the  work,  and  lo  receive  and  demand  the  moneys 
subscribed  for  such  shares,  in  like  mannor  and  like  penalties  as  are 
liereiuhefore  provided  for  the  original  subscription,  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  their  by-laws. 

Accounts  of  tolls.  Section  17.  The  said  president  and  managers  and  company  shall 
also  keep  a  just  and  true  account  of  all  and  every  of  the  moneys  re- 
ceived by  their  several  and  respective  collectors  of  tolls,  at  the  jjeveral 
and  respective  gates  or  turnpikes  on  the  said  road  from  the  beijimiing  to 
the  end  thereof,  and  shall  make  and  declare  a  dividend,  and  wlien  such 
dividends  shall  exceed  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,  then  one-half  of 
the  surplus  esceeding  twelve  per  cent.,  lo  be  paid  into  the  state  trea- 
sury for  the  benefit  of  the  education  fund,  which  abstract  shall  be  veri- 
fied by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of  said 
company,  the  clear  profit'^  and  income  thereof,  all  contingent  costs  and 
charges  being  first  dedncted  among  all  the  subscribers  to  the  saiil  com- 
pany's stock,  and  shall  on  the  first  Mondays  in  November  and  May  in 
every  year,  publish  the  half  yearly  dividends  made  of  the  saiil  clear 
profits  among  the  stockholders,  and  of  the  time  and  place  when  and 
where  the  same  will  be  paid,  and  shall  canse  the  same  to  b«  paid  ac- 
cordingly.

If  the  said  company  shall  not  pro-ceed  to  carry  on  the 
said  work  within  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  ^ct,  or  shall  not 
within  ten  years  afterwards  complete  the  said  road,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  in  either  of  those  cases  all  and 
singular  the  rights,  liberties  and  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted 
to  the  company,  shall  revert  to  this  commonwealth. 

Section  20.  That  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend  or  annul  this  act  at  any  lime  when  in  their  opinion  it  shall  be- 
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come  necessiiry  for  the  piihlin  srood  :   Provided,  Tliat  no  injury  be  done 

lo  the  corporators  and  stocklioldeis  of  said  company.  '

of  ihe  corporation  ;  Provided,  That  the  first  election  under  this  aci  he 
held  bv  a  judge  and  inspector,  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  present 
at  the  opening  of  the  election,  by  the  constable  of  the  township  of  Bro- 
kenstraw,  who  is  hereby  required  toaitend  at  the  said  house  of  Peter  S. 
Wade,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  February,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  sive  at  least  ten  days'  public  notice  of  said  election  ;  and 
in  case  of  said  constable's  neglect  or  inability  to  give  said  notice  and 
attendance,  then  either  one  of  the  road  commissioners  of  the  township 
of  Brokenstraw,  is  hereby  authorized  to  act  in  said  constable's  stead. 

Section-  3.  That  from  after  the  first  Tuesday  of  February,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  the  burgess  and  town  council 
duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  burg(^ss  and  town  council  of 
the  borough  ©f  Youngsville,  and  shall  have,  possess  and  enjoy  all  the 
rights,  liberties,  franchises  and  privileges  of  a  borough  incorporated  in 
pursuance  of  >the  act  passed  the  first  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ihirty-four,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporatioti 
of  boroughs,"  and  the  several  provisions  of  said  act,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  extend  to  and  be  in  force  within 
said  borough,  as  fully  as  if  the  said  borough  had  been  incorporatad 
sgreeable  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

Section  4.  Tliat  justices  of  the  peace  residing  in  said  borough  shall 
continue  to  hold  their  commissions  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed, 
and  the  first  election  for  justices  under  this  act,  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine. 

Skction  5.  The  constable  of  said  borough  shall  perform  the  duiies 
of  high  constable  therein  until  otherwise  provided  :  Provided,  'J'he 
burgess  of  and  town  council  may  authorize  the  election  or  appointment 
of  high  constable  if  they  deem  it  expedient. 

Section  6.  The  said  borough  shall  be  two  separate  school  districts, 
the  Big  Brokenstraw  creek  making  the  division  line,  and  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  all  arrearages  of  taxes  levied  on  the  property  wiihm  the  same, 
and  not  specifically  appropriated  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  ;  and 
the  school  directors  elected  under  this  act  shall  perform  the  same  duties, 
and  possess  like  powers  in  all  respects  as  school  directors  elected  agree- 
able to  the  general  laws  of  this  commonwealth.  "* 

Section  7.  That  the  said  borough  shail  be  a  separate  election  dis- 
trict, and  the  electors  thereof  shall  hold  their  borough  and  general  elec- 
tions at  the  hou&e  of  Peter  S.  Wade,  in  said  borough.

horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every  sleigh  four  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same,  and  for  every  sled  liiree  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  ' 
the  same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four 
inches,  six  and  a  quarter  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  viJid 
for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  be  four  inches  and  not  ex- 
ceeding seven  inches,  four  cents  for  every  hort^e  drawing  the  .^ame;  for 
every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  whose  wheels  shail  be  more  than 
seven  inches,  three  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  company,  or  any  of  their 
officers,  that  he,  she  or  they  have  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he.  she 
or  they  have  actually  traveled  along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defiaud 
said  company  of  its  loll,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  company 
the  sum  of  five  dollars;  and  if  any  toll  gatherer  shall  demand  and  re- 
ceive toll  for  a  greater  distance  than  the  person  of  whom  suc!i  toll  is  , 
demanded,  shall  have  traveled  along  said  turnpike  road,  or  shall  dematid 
and  receive  greater  toll  from  any  person  or  persons  than  such  toll  gatherer 
is  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll-  , 
gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such 
of!ence  to  the  supervisor  of  the  township  in  which  the  forfeiture  is  in- 
curred, to  be  expended  in  repairing  lowjiship  roads,  and  for  the  pay-  > 
ment  of  which  the  said  company  shall  i)e  responsible. 

If  the  said  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road 
in  good  traveling  order  and  repair  for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  and   in-  Company  to  keep 
formation  theieof  shall  be  given  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  neigh-  ^^^'^  in  good  or- 
borhood   within   the  county  where  the  repairs  ought  to  be  made,  such    ^   *      ''^"*'  ' 
justice  shall  issue  a  precept,  to  be  directed  to  any  constable,  command- 
ing him  to  summon  three  disinterested  persons  to  meet  at  a  certain  time  '. 
in  said  precept  to  be  mentioned,  at  the  place  in  said  road   which  shall                     '      ' 
be  complained  of,  of  which  meeting  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  keeper 
of  the  gate  or  turnpike  nearest  thereto,  within  the  said  county;  and  the 
said  justice  shall,  at  such  time  and  place,  on  the  oaths  or  affirmations 
of  the  said  persons,  inquire  whether  the  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof, 
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is  in  sticli  good  traveling  order  and  repajr  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  cause

vate passage  way,  or  other  ground  near  to  or  adjoining  any  turnpike  or

vilie  turnpike  road,  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued' for 
and  recovered  vviih  costs  of  suit  before  any  justice  of  tlie  peace,  in  like 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  debts  of  a 
similar  amount  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered.

Section  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and 
just  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  by  them,  and  of  those  paid  out  and

Section  19.  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the 
said  work  within  three  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  not 
within  five  years  thereafter  complete  the  same  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  or  in  either  of  th«se  cases,  the  rights, 
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liberties,  privileges  anJ  franchises  hereby  granted  shall  revert  to  this 
commonwealtli.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sainc.  That 
there  be  and  hereby  is  erected  and  established  in  the  borough  of 
Bethany,  in  the  connty  of  Wayne,  in  this  comnionwenhh,  a  university, 
consisting  of  an  academical  and  medical  college,  and  other  deparlnients 
appropriate  to  a  university;  and  that  the  name  and  constitution  of  the 
said  univeisiiy  shall  be  and  they  are  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  L 

Section  1.  The  said  instiintion  shall  be  caUed  and  known  by  the 
name  of  "'J'he  University  of  Northern  Pennsylvania." 

ARTICLE  XL 

Section  \.  The  said  university  shall  he  uiulor  the  management,  di- 
rection, ifovernment  and  snpervision  of  a  number  of  trustees  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty- eight,  or  a  quorum  of  them,  as  hereinafter  mentioned.

other  effects,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  will, 
devise  or  bequest  of  any  persons  whatsoever:  Provided,  That  the  an- 
nual net  income  accruing  from  said  estate,  and  subject  to  a  yearly  ap- 
propriation or  disposition  by  said  trustees,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  ;  and  the  same  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  here- 
dilamenls  and  estates,  real  and  persona!,  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  convey, 
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assure,  demise,  and  to  farm,  let  and  place  out  at  interest,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  them,  or  at  least  a  qiiornn)  of  them, 
shall  seem  most  beneficial  to  said  institution,  and  to  reserve  tiie  rents, 
profiis,  issues,  income  and  interest  of  the  same  to  the  proper  use  of 
said  university;  and  by  the  same  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and 
be  impleaded  in  any  courts  of  law  or  equity,  and  in  all  manner  of  suits 
whatever^  and  generally,  by  and  in  the  same  name,  to  do  and  transact  • 
all  the  business  touching  or  concerning  the  premises,  or  which  shall  be 
incitleniaily  necessary  thereto,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  any  natural 
person,  or  body  polHic  or  corporate,  has  power  to  manage  the  concerns 
belonging  to  such  person  or  body;  to  hold,  enjoy  and  exercise  all  such 
powers,  authorities  and  jurisdictions  as  are  custonaary  in  other  universi- 
ties or  in  colleges  within  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  Said  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  made,  for  their  use,  one

The  president,  professors,  tutors  and  other  teachers,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  for  the  time  beinof,  shall  constitute  the  family  of  the 
university,  and  in  their  respective  departments  shall  have  the  power  of 
enforcing  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  trustees  for  the  gov- 
ernment and  instruction  of  tlie  students;  and  the  president  and  pro- 
fessors, with  the  counsel  and  consent  of  a  quorum  of  the  trustees  or  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  present,  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  and  con- 
firm unto  the  students  of  the  university,  or  unto  others  deemed  worthy, 
such  degrees,  medical  or  academical,  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  or 
in  certain  branches  thereof,  as  have  been  usually  granted  in  other  uni- 
versities ;  to  grant,  likewise,  to  said  graduates,  diplomas  under  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  corporation,  in  order  to  authenticate  and  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  such  graduation  ;  and  to  grant  also  certificates  to  such  stu- 
dents as  have  duly  completed  their  course  of  studies  prescribed  in  any 
subordinate  department  of  the  university. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  No  misnomer  of  the  said  corporation  shall  defeat  or 
annul  any  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest  to  or  from  the  said  corporation  : 
Provided,  The  intent  of  the  parlies  shall  sufficiently  appear  upon  the 
face  of  the  gift,  grant,  will  or  other  writing  whereby  any  estate  or  in- 
terest was  intended  to  pass  to  or  from  said  corporation. 

Skction  2.  Any  trustee  who  shall  neglect  or  reluse  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  board  for  the  space  of  two  years,  shall  cease  to  belong  to 
the  board. 

Sectk  N  3.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  annul  this 
charier  in  case  of  any  abuse  of  the  privileges  hereby  granted.

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the  land  shall  be  plaiiuiff,  and  the  said  rompaiiy  defendant ;  the  same 
thereon  slinll  be  proceeded  in  and  tried  in  all  respects  as  an  appcr.l  frotn 
an  award  of  arbitrators,  and  the  costs  shall  abide  the  event  of  the  appeal 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  an  appeal  from  an  award  of  virbitrators  :  Pro- 
videil,  That  in  case  of  an  appeal  by  either  p:irty,  security  beinij  given 
as  aforesaid  for  the  amount  of  compensation  or  damages  assessed  as 
aforesaid,  il  shall  be  jawfid  for  the  said  president  and  manngevs,  their 
superintendents,  artists,  laborers  with  horses,  carts,  wagons,  tools  and 
implements,  to  enter  upon  all  such  lands  so  assessed  and  secured,  to 
make,  construct,  grade  and  finish  said  road,  and  do  all  other  matters 
necessary  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  act,  as  freely  and  as  unin- 
terruptedly as  if  full  compensation  had  been  made  for  all  such  lands. 

Skctiox  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fiii  and 
just  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  by  them,  and  of  those  paid  out 
and  expende<l  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  shall  at  least  r  nee 
in  every  year  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  the  slocklujlders  at  a 
general  meeting,  and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said  road,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  president  and  managers  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  convened  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  by-laws,  to  increase  the 
number  of  shares  to  surli  an  extent  as  ihev  shall  deem  sullicient  to 
accomplish  the  work,  and  todemand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribetl 
for  such  additional  shares,  in  like  manner  and  under  like  penalties  as 
are  provided   by  this  act  in  the  case  of  original  sul)scriptions. 

Skciiun  12.  Whenever  the  said  company  shall  have  finished  three 
miles  of  the  said  distance  or  the  whole  road,  the  president  thereof  miy 
make  report  to  the  judj^es  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Greene 
■  county,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  three  skillful,  judicious 
and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  to  report 
on  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  said  court,  whether  the  said  road  is  so  far 
executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  theaflirni- 
ative,  then  the  court  aforesaid  shall  by  license  under  the  seal  thereof, 
permit  the  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  so  many  gates  upon  and  across 
the  said  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  and 
receive  the  tolls  and  duties  hereinafter  granted  to  said  company,  from 
all  persons  travelinir  on  said  road  with  horses,  cattle,  carts  or  carriages; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  lor  the  said  company  to  erect  at  each  of  their 
gales  a  toll  house  or  dwelling  for  the  accommodation  of  the  toll-<ialherer 
at  such  gates:  Provided,  'I'hai  no  toll  shall  be  demanded  from  any 
person  or  persims  passing  or  re  passing  from  one  part  of  his.  her  or 
their  farm  to  any  oilier  part  of  the  same,  and  all  persons  with  their 
vehicles  or  horses  |2oing  directly  to  or  from  funerals  or  places  of  public 
worship  shall  be  exempt  from  payment  of  lolls  when  traveling  on  the 
said  road. 

Section  13.  When  the  said  company  is  licensed  in  manner  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  a[)point  such  and  so  many  toll-gatherers 
as  they  may  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and 
every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  toll  and  rates  herein- 
after mentioned,  and  to  stop  such  person  or  persons  at  each  gale  until 
the  same  shall  be  paid,  to  wit:  for  every  five  miles  of  the  said  road  six 
cents  ;  for  ever}'  horse  and  his  rider  or  led  horse  and  for  every  five  miles 
of  said  road  ten  cents;  for  every  horse  hauling  a  pleasure  carriage  or 
sleigh,  for  the  carriaoe  of  persons  and  for  every  five  miles  of  the  said 
road  passed  twelve  cents;  for  every  horse  attached  to  a  vehicle  of  bur- 
den when  laden  or  when  empty  ten  cents  for  each  horse  as  above;  and 
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for  every  head  of  horned  cattle  two  cents-  for  every  five  miles;  aiul  for 
every  si-ore  of  sheep  or  swine  ten  cents  for  every  five  miles.  :iiul  pro- 
poriionally  for  greater  or  sliorter  distances,  two  oxen  or  one  nmle  to  he 
estifiiated  as  one  liorse;  and  if  any  person  shall  represent  to  the  saiil 
company,  or  any  of  its  ofiicers  or  agenls,  that  he  or  slie  has  traveled  a 
less  (Hsiance  tlian  he  or  she  aitually  has  traveled  along  said  road,  with 
intent  to  dei'raud  the  company  of  any  toll,  such  p.^rson  shall  for  evcrv 
such  offence  fiirfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  company  the  sum  of  five 
dollars;  and  if  any  l(»ll-gallierer  shall  demand  and  receive  toil  for  a 
greater  distance  than  tlie  person  of  whom  the  lull  is  demanded  shall 
have  traveled  along  said  turnpike  road,  or  sliail  demand  and  receive 
from  any  person  greater  tidl  than  is  authorized  hy  this  aci,  such  loH- 
galherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  (tverv  such 
pffence  to  the  supervisors  ol'  the  township  in  which  the  forfeiture  is 
incurred  for  the  use  of  tiie  same,  to  be  e.xjiended  in  repaiiing  the  public 
roads,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the  said  company  sliall  be  respon- 
sible: Provided,  'i'hat  the  said  company  may  m  their  discretion  reduce 
the  tolls  hereinbefore  provided,  or  any  of  them  below  what  is  herein 
allowed,  and  to  raise  the  same  again  not  higher  than  is  permitted  by 
this  act  during  such  limes  and  seasons,  or  at  all  times  and  with  such 
tliscriiiiination  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient. 

Section  14.  If  the  said  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  turn- 
pike road  in  good  order  for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  said  county  of  Greene  may  issue  a  precept,  directed  to  any 
constable,  commanding  iiim  to  summon  three  disiniesled  persons,  to 
meet  at  a  certain  lime  at  the  place  in  said  road  which  shall  have  been 
complained  of;  ol  which  n'.eelini.'  notice  sliall  be  given  to  the  nearest 
toli-galherer,  and  the  s:iid  justice  shall  at  sucli  time  and  jdace  hold  an 
inquisiii(Mi  ;  and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inquisition 
to  be  out  of  order,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  the  said  justice  shall  certify  a  copy  of  such  inquisition,  and  send  to 
said  nearest  toll-gatherer:  and  from  the  time  of  receipt  of  said  copy, 
no  tolls  shall  be  (rollecled  at  said  gale,  until  the  said  defective  pari  or 
parts  of  said  road  shall  be  put  in  good  order  and  repair  as  aforesaid. 

Section  15.  If  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  shall  practice 
any  fraudulent  means  or  device,  with  the  intent  that  ihe  payment  of  any 
toll  or  duty  at  said  turnpike  gale  may  be  evaded  or  lessened,  all  and 
every  such  person  or  peisons  in  any  way  or  manner  offending,  shall  for 
every  such  olfence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  any  sum  not 
exceeding  Un  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  of  siut 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  like  manner  as  debts  of  a  like  amount 
are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Section  10.  In  the  adjustment  of  claims  for  damages  for  taking  land 
or  other  property  by  the  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons 
appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  take  into  consideration  as  well  the 
advantages  derived  as  the  disadvantages  sustained  by  making  of  said 
turnpike  road. 

Section  17.  The  president,  managers  and  company  shall,  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  in  each  and  every  year  after  the  organization  thereof,  pro- 
ceed to  examine  and  ascertain  the  income  of  the  company,  and  after 
deducting  all  costs  and  charges  incurred  by  the  same,  may,  if  a  majority 
of  votes  in  the  manner  aforesaid  are  found  to  be  in  favor  thereof,  out  of 
the  net  profits,  if  any  there  be,  declare  a  dividend  to  and  among  the 
slockhoUlers;  notice  of  which,  and  of  the  lime  and  place  shall  be  given, 
and  the  same  shall  be  paid  accordingly. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  of  the  several 
townships  through -which  the  said  turnpike  shall  be  located,  to  give  at 
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least  fen  (hivs'  notit^e  to  the  qualified  voters  lherp(if.  by  printed  or  writ- 
ten handbills,  before  llie  spring  electian  for  township  oflicers,  upon 
which  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the  voters  aforesaid,  to  vote  a  printed  or 
written  ticket,  laiielled  •'  for  subscnpiion"  or  against  subscription,"  as 
they  niay  severally  deem  proper  ;  and  in  ease  a  majority  of  the  persons 
votinjT  as  aforesaid,  shall  decide  in  favor  of  a  subscription,  the  super- 
visors of  the  townships  so  decldiiiij,  shall  subscribe  for  as  many  shares 
of  stock  in  said  turnpike  road  as  they  may  deem  proper,  the  same  not 
being  less  than  ten  shares  :  Provided^  That  the  townships  shall  not  be 
called  upon  to  subscribe  until  after  the  books  shall  have  been  kept  open 
the  three  days  mentioned  in  section  first,  and  the  said  two  hundred 
shares  shall  not  have  been  subscribed  therein. 

SixTioN  19.    If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the 
Commcncempnt    said  work  within   five  years  afier  tlie  passage  of  this  act.  or  shall   not 
and  compleiion      within  ten  years  thereafter  complete  the  same,  according;  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  or  in  either  of  these  cases  the  rights, 
liberties,  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted  shall  revert  to  this 
commonwealth.

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Smate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Conwionwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Genrral  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  oj  the  same,  'J'hat 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  the  borough  of  Potts- 
town, Montgomery  county,  by  way  of  Boverslown,  to  New  Picrlin, 
Berks  county,  John  Bleim,  Jacob  Hatfield,  Henry  Swinehart,  William 
S.  Mock.  John  S.  Weiler,  Samuel  Burden,  Samuel  Gei^er.  Jacob 
Keyser,  (>harles  H.  Clay,  Jacob  Weaver.  Abraham  Smith,  Bernard 
Weand,  John  Hartraft,  Jonas  Smith,  James  Rittenhouse,  Matthias  Geist, 
Philip  Boyer,  Isaac  Edelman,  William  Mintzer,  Amos  Reifsnyder, 
Daniel  H.  Beecher,  Nathaniel  Missimer,  Jacob  Yost  and  Heniy  W.

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  as  snnn  as  conve- 
niently may  be  after  the  letters  patent  are  oblaineil,  shall  give  notice 
in  two  newspapers,  one  in  Monigomery  and  one  in  l?erks  conntv,  of 
the  lime  and  place  bv  them  to  be  appointed,  not  less  than  two  weeks' 
notice  from  llie  first  publication,  of  which  time  and  place  the  said  sub- 
scribers sliall  proceed  to  organize  the  cor[)oration,  and  choose,  by  ballot, 
by  a  majority  of  the  voles  of  the  subscribers  present,  in  person  or  by

If  any  treasurer  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act  shouUI  die, 
resign  or  refuse  to  act,  or  shall  neglect  to  give  security  for  the  faithful 
discharije  of  the  duties  of  his  oflice  as  the  board  of  managers  may  direct 
and  require,  or  given  the  securny  required,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
take  upon  him  and  perlbrm  ;dl  the  duties  of  said  office,  it  shall  be  the 
duly  oi'  the  said  manasrers  for  the  time  being  to  appoint  some  suit- 
al)le  person  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next  election 
by  the  stnckholders,  on  his  giving  the  security  wliich  may  be  required 
by  the  managers,  and  until  a  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

Skction  5.  The  stockholders  of  the  company  shall  meet  on  the 
second  Monday  in  January  in  every  year  thereafter,  at  such  place  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  by  laws,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  at  such  other  times  as

Section  6.  The  president  and  managers  shall  procure  certificates  to 
be  written  or  printed,  and  upon  payment  of  the  instalments  due 
thereon  shall  deliver  one  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  treasurer,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  to 
eacli  stockholder  for  the  number  of  shares  held  by  him  or  her,  which 
certificate  shall  be  transferable  at  his,  her  or  their  pleasure,  in  person  or 
by  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer, 
on  the  book  or  books  of  the  company;  subject,  however,  to  the  pay- 
ment of  all  instalments  due  and  to  become  due  thereon;  and  such  trans- 
feree thenceforth  shall  be  a  member  of  the  corporation. 

Section  7.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  twenty  days'  notice  in  two  newspapers  published  in  said 
county,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  instal- 
ment or  propoition  of  the  said  capital  slock,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days 
after  the  time  required  for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stockholder 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  two 
per  centum  per  month  for  the  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  the  same

recovery  of  ilie  same,  toireiher  with  itie  penalties  af  iresaid.  « 

Section  8.    It  shall   and   iwiy  be  lavvfulfor  the   president  «nd  mana- 
gers of -said  com|)anv  lo  layout   the  route  -of  ihe  said  road.  Iipaiiming 'Location, 
at  the  north  end  of  Hanover  street,  Ir  the  borough  of  I'ollstown.  Moiil- 
goin«ry  counlv  ;   proceeding  ihence   bv  the   best  route  to    Boyerstowiv,

Whenever  the  said  company  shall  have  finished  one  and 
a  half  miles  or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof  may  give  notice  to  the 
governor,  v/ho  shall  appoint  lorthwith  three  skilful,  judicious  and  disin- 
terested persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report,  on  oath  or 
affirmation  to  him,  whether  the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  com- 
petent and  workmanlike  manner  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  act;  and  if  this  report  shall  he  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  gov- 
ernor shall,  by  license  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  state,  permit 
and  sufTer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  and  so  many  gates  or 
turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and  suffi- 
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cient  to  collect  from  all  persons,  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the  same  tolls 
as  hereafter  auihorized  aiul  gniiited. 

Section  14,  When  the  said  company  shall  have  heon  licensed  in 
manner  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appt.int  such  Toll-gatherers, 
and  so  many  toll-gatherers  as  lliey  ^hnll  think  proper,  to  collect  and  re- 
ceive of  ant!  from  all  and  every  person  and  persons  using  tlie  said  road, 
the  toll  and  rates  hereinaficr  mentioned,  and  to  stop  any  person  riding, 
leading  or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coachees, 
sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  phselon,  cart,  wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any 
other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure  from  passing  through  the  s.iid  turn- 
pike, until  they  shall  respectively  have  paid  the  same  ;  that  is  to  say,  for 
every  three  miles  in  length  of  the  said  road  cotnpleted  and  licensed  as  ' 

aforesaid,  the  following  sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proporiion  for  any 
lesser  or  greater  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  calde,  to  wit:  for  every  ^'^'•^^ ''^  ^o'*- 
score  of  hogs  four  cenis  ;  for  everv  score  of  sheep  four  cents;  i'or 
every  score  of  catde  eight  cents  ;  for  every  horse  and  his  rider,  or 
led  horse,  three  cents;  liu-  every  sulkey.  chair  or  chaise,  with  one 
liofse  and  two  wheels,  five  cents,  and  with  two  horses  six  cents;  for 
every  chariot,  coach,  phffiton  or  dearborn,  with  one  horse  and  four 
wheels,  six  cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise,  with  two 
horses  and  four  wheels,  nine  cents  ;  for  either  of  the  carriages  last  men- 
lioned,  with  four  horses,  eighteen  cents:  lor  every  other  carriage  of 
pleasure  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums,  according  to 
the  number  of  wtieels  and  horses  drawinjj  the  same;  for  every  stage 
wagon  with  two  horses,  eiL'lu  cents:  and  for  every  such  wagon  with 
four  horses,  twelve  and  a  half  ceni?  ;  for  every  sleigh  three  cents  for 
each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  for  evcM'y  sled  two  cents  for  each 
horse  drawing  tlie  same:  for  everv  carl  or  wawon,  whose  wheels  shall 
not  exceed  four  inches  in  breadih,  four  and  a  half  cents  for  each  horse, 
(Irawinw-  the  same;  and  for  everv  cart  f»r  w-.igon.  whose  wheels  shall  be 
four  Indies,  and  not  exceeding  seven  inches,  three  ceiiis  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same;  and  for  everv  cart  or  waffon.  the  breadth  of  whose 
wheels  shall  be  more  than  seven  indies,  ihiee  cents  for  every  horse 
drawing  the  same;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the 
•aid  company,  or  any  of  their  oliictrs.  thai  he,  she  or  they  have  traveled  '"'^"^^'  penalty 
a  less  distance  than  he,  she  or  ihev  iiave  acluaily  traveled  along  said  road, 
with  intent  todefiaud  said  compniiv  (4' its  toll,  or  any  part  tliereof,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  for  evrrv  such  oOence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use 
of  said  company  the  sum  of  five  dollars:  and  if  anv  toll  tjatherer  shall 
demand  and  receive  toll  for  a  iri-'ater  dislaiice  than  the  person  of  whom 
sncit  toll  is  demanded,  shail  have  traveled  along  said  turnpike  road,  or 
shall  demand  and  receive  greater  toll  from  any  [person  or  persons  than  such 
toll  gatherer  is  auihorized  to  demand  and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  net, 
such  toll-gatherer  shall  forleit  and  [lay  ilie  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every 
such  offence  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township  in  which  the  said  forfeiture 
is  incurred,  to  be  expended  in  repairing  township  roads,  and  for  the 
payment  of  which  the  said  contpany  shall  be  responsible. 

Skctiox  1.'>.    If  the  said  company  shall  neglect  \>o  keep  the  said  road

of  the  said  persons,  inquire  whether  the  said  road,  or  anv  part  thereof,

tolls  hert'hy  granted  to  be  colleced  at  such  turnpike  or  gates  shall  cease 
to  be  demanded,  paid  or  collected  mitil  the  said  defective  part  or  parts 
of  the  said  road  shall  be  put  in  good  repair  and  traveling  order  as  afore- 
said; and  if  the  «ame  shall  not  be  put  into  good  traveling  order  and 
repair  before  the  next  general  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  to 
be  held  lor  the  conntv  in  which  the  defect  is  proveil  to  be,  the  aforesaid 
justice  shall  certify  and  send  a  copy  of  ihe  in<3Uisilion  aforesaid  lo  the 
judges  of  the  said  court  ;  and  the  said  judges  shall  thereupon  cause  pro- 
cess to  issue,  and  bring  in  the  biuly  or  bodies  of  the  person  or  persf)ns

offence  was  committed,  to  be  applied  to  the  repairing  of  the  public  roads 
within  such  township. 

Srctiox  16.  If  any  person  or  persons  whosoever  owning,  riding  in 
or  driving  any  snlkey,  chair,  chaise,  ph.-eton,  cart,  wagon,  sleigh,  sled 
or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  riding  or  leading  any  horse, 
mule  or  jjeldirig,  or  driving  an}'  hogs,  sheep  or  other  catde,  shall  there- 
widi  pass  through  anv  private  gate  or  bars,  or  along  or  over  any 
passage  way,  or  other  ground  near  to  or  adjoining  any  turnpdie  or 
gate,  erected  or  which  shall  be  erected  in  pursuam-e  f)f  this  art,  vviih  an 
intent  lo  defraud  the  company.,  and  avoid  the  payment  of  the  toll  or  duty 
for  passiniT  through  any  such  gale  or  turnpike,  or  if  any  ptrson  or  per- 
sons shall  vviili  such  intent  lake  off  or  cause  to  be  taken  off  any  horse, 
mare  or  gelding,  or  oi<ier  cattle  from  any  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  pha;- 
tt)n.  cart,  wagon,  sleigii,  sled  or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure, 
or  practice  any  other  fraudulent  means  or  device,  with  the  intf^nt  that 
the  f)aynient  of  any  such  loll  or  duty  may  he  evaded  or  lessened,  all 
and  every  person  or  persons,  in  all  or  every  or  anv  of  the  ways  or 
manner  offending,  shall  lor  every  such  offence,  respeciively  ibrfeit 
and  pay  to  the  president  and  managers  of  the  INorristown  and  King  of 
Prussia  turnpike  road,  anv  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  lo  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  before  anv  justice  of  the  peace,  in  like 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  debts  of  a 
similar  amount  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Skction  17.  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  fn 
said  work  within  three  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  not 
within  four  afterwards  complete  the  same,  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  or  in  either  of  those  cases  all  and 
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singular  the  riglits,  liberties,  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted, 
shall  revert  to  this  commonwealth.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pcnnsy/vanla  in  Gtnfral  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
William  Gardner,  Jolin  Gardner.

Fleet,  Uriah  Gritinan,  John  Oaklfiv,  be  and  lliey  are  hereby  appointed 
coaimissioners  to  lio  and  perform  the  duties  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  that 
is  to  say,  they  shall,  on  or  before  tlie  first  day  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  lifiy,  procure  a  book,  and  therein  enter  as  fol- 
lows :  ''We  whose  names  are  hereunto  suliscribed  do  promise  to  pay  ^o^m  of  sub- 
the  president  and   managers  of  the  Union  turnpike  road  company  the       ^        *  .

and  ;"  and  shall  give  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  in  a  Notice, 

newspaper  published  in  Liizerne  county,  of  the  time  and  place  when  and 
where  the  said  book  shall  he  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock 
of  the  said  company,  at  which  time  and  place  two  or  more  of  the  said 
commissioners  sliall  attend  and  receive  subscriptions  from  all  persons  of 
lawful  a'Te,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  said  book,  which  shall  be 
kept  open  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  at  least  six  hours  in  each  juridical 
day,  for  the  space  of  six  days,  or  until  the  book  shall  have  suhscribed  Numbw rf shares 
therein  two  hundred  shares  ;  and  the  said  commissioners  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and  transfer  tlie  book  from  place  to  place,  until  the 
whole  i5;imb#r  (d  shares  aforesaid  shall  be  suVscrihed,  of  which  adjourn- 
ment and  transfer  l!ie  said  commissioners  shall  give  such  notice  as  the 
occa-iion  may  nequire. 

Section  2.   When  ten  or  more  persons  shall  have  subscribed  sixty 
or  more  shares,  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
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shall  have  certified,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  governor,  the 
names  of  the  subscribers  and  the  nuinber  of  shares  subscribed  by  each, 
it  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and 
seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  also  those  who 
may  afterwards  subscribe,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed 
and  in  law.  by  the  name,  style  and  tide  of  "The  Union  turnpike  road 
companv;"  and  by  the  same  name  the  said  subscribers  sliall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  cor- 
poration ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  the  capital  stock, 
and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  by  new  subscription,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil 
the  intention  of  the  act  :  and  of  purchasing,  takinji  and  holding  to  them 
and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring  and  con- 
veying, in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements 
hereditaments  and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work;  and  of  uing  and  being  sued, 
and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a  corpoialion 
or  bodv  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  .3.  The  stockholders,  or  anv  two  of  them,  named  in  the 
letters  patent,  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  issuing  of  the 
same,  shall  give  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in 
the  county  of  Luzerne,  of  a  time  and  place  to  be  by  them  appointed,  not 
less  than  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  the  first  notice;  at  wiiicli  time 
and  place  the  said  subscribers,  or  as  many  of  them  as  may  be  then 
present,  shall  then  proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  sliall  choose 
by  a  majoriivof  the  said  subscribers,  by  ballot,  or  by  proxy  duly  author- 
ized, in  person,  one  president,  six  managers,  one  treasurer,  and  such 
other  otTicers  as  may  be  necessary  l.>  conduct  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany for  one  year,  and  from  thence  until  the  next  annual  election,  and 
until  such  other  officers  shall  be  chosen  and  organized  agreeal)ly  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  removal  or  resjunation 
of  any  president  or  manager,  the  board  of  managers  may  choose  an- 
other to  supply  the  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election  of  said  com- 
pany ;  thev  may  make  and  have  one  common  seal,  and  the  satne  may 
break,  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure  ;  and  may  make  such  by-hnvs, 
rules,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  state,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of  the  affairs 
of  the  corporation  :  Provided^,  'i'hat  each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  every  share  of  slock  by  him  or  her  held  not  exceediuii  five, 
but  no  number  of  shares  above  five  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to 
more  than  two  votes  at  anv  election  or  meeting  of  said  company  :  And 
provided  also.  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  the  office  of 
president,  manager  or  treasurer  of  tiie  said  company,  who  is  not  a  stock- 
holder thereof:  And  provided  also.  That  no  stockholder,  whetlu  r  the 
original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be  entitled  to  vole  at  any  election 
or  meeting  of  said  company,  unless  the  whole  suiu  due  and  payable  on 
the  shares  by  him  or  her  held  at  the  time  of  such  election  or  meeting 
shall  have  been  full}^  paid  and  discharged. 

Section  4.  If  any  treasurer  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  die, 
resign  or  refuse  to  act.  or  nesilect  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  the  board  of  managers  may  direct 
and  require,  of  having  given  the  security^  required,  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  take  upon  himself  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  office,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  managers  for  the  time  being  to  appoint 
some  suitable  person  treasurer,  which  person  so  appointed  shall  hold 
the  office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  appointed  until  the  next  election 
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by  the  stockliolders,  on  his  crivinof  the  requisite  security,  and  unlil  a 
successor  sh;\ll  be  duly  elected,  and  give  llie  security  required.

It  may  he  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  managers, 
by  and  willi  their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  la- 
borers, iheir  tools  anil  iu'^trumenls,  carls,  wajrons  and  other  carriages 
and  heasis  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  con- 
tiguous and  near  to  which  the  said  road  ?hall  be  made  or  constructed, 
first  giving  notice  of  their  intentions  to  the  occupiers  thereof,  and  doing 
as  litde  damage  ilierelo  as  possible,  and  making  amends  for  damages 
upon  a  reasonable  and  equitable  agreement  by  the  parties;  or  if  they 
cannot  agree  thereupon,  a  jusiand  equitable  assessment  to  be  made  upon 
oath  or  affirmation  by  three  disinterested  freeliolders,  or  any  two  of 
them,  to  be  mutually  chosen  ;  or  if  either  parly,  upon  due  notice  shall 
neirleci  or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace  for  ihe  coiniiy  wherein  the  said  land  lies,  who  shall  not  be 
interesletl  therein,  and  upon  the  tender  of  the  assessed  value,  to  dig  and 
carry  away  any  timber,  sutne  and  earth  or  other  materials  necessary  or 
suitable  for  making  said  road, 

Skctio.\  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and 
just  accounts,  as  well  of  all  moneys  received  liy  them,  as  of  those  paid 
out  and  expended  in  the  prosei-ntinn  of  the  work,  and  shall  at  least  once 
in  every  year  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  ineeting  of 
the  stockholders,  and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  capital 
stock  of  the  sail)  company  is  nnt  sufficient  to  complete  the  said  road  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  at  a  staled  or  special  meeting 
convened  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  their  own  by-laws, 
to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  shall  deem 
gnllicient  lo  accomplish  the  work  ;  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  mo- 
neys suliscribed  f<ir  such  additional  shares  in  like  manner  and  under  like 
penalties  as  are  provideil  by  Uiis  acl  in  case  of  the  original  subscriplions. 

Skction  12.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to 
erect  good  and  sullieienl  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  crossed 
by  said  route,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  shall 
cause  H  road  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  sixty  feet  in  width,  and  shall 
cause  at  least  eii;hteen  feet  of  said  width  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  of 
wooil,  stone,  gravel  or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials,  such  as 
the  nature  of  the  ground  may  require  and  will  afford  to  be  constructed, 
in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  sucface;  and  in  no  place  in  said 
road  shall  there  be  an  elevation  of  more  than  five  degrees  from  a  hori- 
zontal line,  and  shall  forever  thenealter  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in 
good  order  and  repair:  Provided,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  jiresidenl  and  managers,  wl.!enev\er  they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to 
cut,  deaden  and  prosirat'C  th-e  tin)ber  on  each  or  either  side  of  t'lie  said 
road  within  a  distance  «ol  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  from  i-he  centre 
of  the  said  road,  they  making  just  and  equitable  compensation  to  the 
owners  at  the  time  of  so  doing. 

Sf.ction  13.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  the  said  company  shall  have 
finished  eight  continuous  miles  or  more  of  the  road,  the  president  thereof 
may  give  notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  Ibrthwilh  appoint 
three  skilful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the 
same,  and  lo  report  (m  oath  or  aftirmalion  to  him  whether  the  said  road 
is  so  far  executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner,  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  ibis  acl;  and  if  their  report  shall  be 
in  the  affirmative,  then  the  governor  shall  by  license,  under  his  hand 
and  the  seal  of  the  slate,  permit  and  suffer  said  company  to  erect  and 
fix  such  and  so  many  loll  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road  as  will  be 
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necessary  and  snfficienl  to  collect  from  all  persons,  otherwise  than  on 
fool,  the  same   tolls  wiiicli  are   hereinafier  mentioned  and  auihoiized  : 
Provided,   That  all   persons  attending    funerals,    military    parades  and  Proviso, 
trainings,  or  divine  worship  on  tiie  Sabhalh  day,  shall  at  all  limes  be  ex- 
empted from  payment  of  any  toll  on  ?aid  road. 

Suction  14.  The  said  company  iiaving  perfected  the  said  road,  or 
such  part  thereof  from  lime  to  time  as  aforesaid,  and  being  examined, 
approved  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them 
to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll-oatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper  "ol'&atber^.

of  the  said  read  compleled  and  licenstd  as  aforesaid,  the  fallowing  sum 
of  money,  and  so  in  pro[)ortion  for  any  lesser  or  greater  distance  ac- 
tiially  traveled,  <«•  for  any  gieaier  or  lesser  nunfber  of  she^p.  hogs  or  ** 
cattle,  lo  wit:  for  every  score  of  hogs  six  cents;  for  every  score  of 
sheep  six  cents-;  for  every  score  of  cattle  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for 
every  horse  and  his  rid;  r,  or  led  horse,  three  cents ;  for  every  suikey, 
chair  or  chaise,  with  one  horse  and  two  wheela,  six  cents,  and  with 
two  horses  nine  cents ;  f«r  e^'cry  chariot,  coach,  phseion  or  chaise,  with 
four  wheels  and  two  horses,  twelve  and  one-half  cents  ;  for  either  of 
the  catriMgcs  last  mentioned,  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every 
other  of  phasure  uiivler  whatever  name  it  may  go  the  like  sums,  accord- 
ing- to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every 
sled  two  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  j  for  every  cart  or  wagon, 
the  wlifels  of  which  do  not  exceed  ihe  breadth  af  four  inches,  six  cents 
fox  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  carl  or  waijon,  ihe  whecjls 
of  which  shall  exceed  in  breadth   four  inches,  and  not  expcediTtfr  »ev6fi  i-  - 

inches,  three  cents  for  ea<'h  horse  drawinsr  the  same;  for  every  cart  or 
wagon,  t'lie  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  whi<'h  shall  Ite  more  than  seve'u 
inches,  and  not  more  ihan  ten  inches,  or  being  of  the  breadth  of  seven 
ificl>es,  shall  roll  more  than  len  inches,  two  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same;  for  every  cait  or  wagtm,  the  breadth  of  the  wheels  of 
which  siiall  be  more  than  ten  inches,  and  not  exceeding  twelve  inches, 
or  beiniT  ten  inches,  shall  rull  more  than  fifieen  inches,  one  cent  for

for  everv  such  ofleiice  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  said  company 
any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars;  and  if  any  toll-gatherer  slral!  de- 
mand and  receive  greater  or  other  toll  from  any  person  or  persons  than 
such  toll  gatljierer  is  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  by  virtue  of  ihis 
act,  such  loll  gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
for  every  such  offence  to  iFie  supervisors  of  the  township  in  which  the.  '

Section  15.  For  collectrng  and  receiving  lolls,  for  every  attempt  to 
Penalties  for  of-  evade  the  payment  thereof,  for  every  neglect  nj  keep  lite  road  in  ijood  re- 
fence  aRainst  p;ii,-,  lor  liig  nu-rease,  dimiinition  and  application  of  the  tollj;,  the  erection 
of  index  ]iosts,  and  for  injuring  and  defacing  ilie  same,  for  the  regulation 
of  the  traveling  on  the  said  road,  and  for  the  limitation  of  actions,  and 
for  the  recovery  and  application  of  fines  and  penalties  for  o/Tences  against 
this  act,  the  said  company  shall  have  all  powers,  authorities  and  privi- 
leges, and  to  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  which  are  given  and  granted 
by  the  act  incorporatin.r  the  Union  turnpike  road  company.

Section  5.  The  election  of  officers  provided  for  in  the  fourth  sec-

SiccrioN  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa-  . 
iicc3  of  the  Conitnoawealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^'isseriibly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
James  Dunlop  and  Zeri  W.  Remir^gton,  of  the  county  of  Alletrhenv,  and 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  con-  "''P°''^  '"■^* 
stituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The 
Cliariiers  coal  company,"  for  the  purpose  of  mining  of  ooal,  arjd  Ufc 
transacting  the   usual  busii:ess  of  companies  engaged   in   the   mining. 
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traiisportiiiof  to  market,  ami  selling  of  coal  and  the  other  prodocls  of  coal 
mines;  and  the  said  .orporation,  by  llie  said  name,  is  hereby  declared 
and  made  capable  in  law  to  scie  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure; 
to  make  rtdes  and  by-laws  for  the  rewnlalion  and  management  of  said 
corporation,  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  State*  and  of  'his

Incorporating  the   Citizens'  insurance   company  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg-,  in  the 
county  of  Allegheny.

Section  9.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  cut,  destroy  or  break  Penalty  for  iniu- 
or  remove,  from  off  said  brii'ge  or  any  part  thereof  any  piece  of  tim-  ries  to  property, 
ber,  stone,  plank,  chain,  bolt  or  any  materials  whatsoever  belonging  to 
said  bridge,  or  otherwise  wilfully  or  maliciously  damage  the  same,  he, 
she  or  they  so  offending  sivall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence, 
over  and  above  the  damage  done  to  said  bridge,  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  with  costs  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof.

act,  the  fact  of  such  violation  or  failure  being  first  established  according 
to  law.

To  confer  on  Clarissa  Augnsfa  Hess,  of  Columbia  connty,  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  a  child  born  in  lawful  wedlock;  relative  to  real  estate  of  German  Lutheran 
church;  of  James  M'Alpin,  Churchhiil  Houston;  and  in  reference  to  the  Bank 
of  Kentucky. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  '^ 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Clarissa  Augusta  Hess,  daughter  of  Thomas  K.  Hess  and  Sarah  H.  Legitimate. 
Hess,  of  Mifflin  township,  Columbia  county,  shall  have  and  enjoy  all 
ihe  rights  and  privileges  of  a  child  born  in  lawful  wedlock,  and  shall  be 
able  and  capable  in  law  to  inherit  and  transmit  any  estate  whatsoever,                '      " 
as  fully  and  effectually  as  if  she  had  been  born  in  lawful  wedlock.

That  the  lessees  under  any  leases  now  made  or  hereafter 
to  be  made  by  said  corporation,  may,  at  the  option  of  said  ministers, 
vestrymen  and  church  wardens,  be  exempted  and  released  from  payment 
of  the  rents  received  during  the  terms  for  which  said  leases  are  or  shall 
be  granted,  upon  payment  by  said  lessees  of  the  j^rincipal  sum  or  sums, 
th«  interest  wherewith  six  per  cent,  would  purchase  such  rents,  and  an 
additional  sum  of  live  per  cent,  on  sucn  capital  sum  ;  and  any  other  acts 
inconsistent  therewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed:  Pro 
tided,  That  such  releases  shall  not  be  construed  lo  divest  the  title  of 
said  ministers,  vestrymen  and  church  wardens  aforesaid,  in  the  property 
60  leased,  at  the  expiration  of  said  lease  or  leases.

John  Farnham  and  Warner 
Justice,  executors  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Churchill  Houston, 
deceased,  late  of  Philadelphia,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell, 
either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  to  convey  in  fee  simple,  all  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  the  said  Churchill  Houston,  deceased,  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  of,  in  and  to  any  or  all  of  the  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments situated  within  the  said  county  of  Philadelphia,  as  well  as  the 
county  of  Schuylkill,  and  lo  make  and  execute  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers thereof,  good  and  sufficient  conveyances  and  assurances  in  law 
for  the  same,  which  shall  vest  in  such  purchaser  or  purchasers  all  the 
estate,  right,  title  and  interest  in  law  and  equity,  which  the  said 
Churchill  Houston  held  in  the  same,  as  fully  and  completely,  and  with

If  any  president,  director,  cashier  or  other  officer  of 
the  said  bank,  or  of  any  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall  after 
having  taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  required  by  this  acl,  wilfully 
violate  any  provision  of  any  act  of  assembly  applicable  to  the  bank  of 
which  he  is  an  officer,  he  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  com- 
mitted wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and  upon  conviction  in  any  crimi- 
nal court  in  this  conimonwealih,  he  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  is 
inflicted  by  the  laus  of  this  commonwealth,  on  any  person  guilty  of 
the  crime  of  perjury. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  bank  sh.all  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth,  within  three  months  after  the  expiration  of  ils  present 
charter,  two  per  centum  upon  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock

To  incorporate  the  Odd  Fellows  hall  association  of  Columbia. 

Whereas,  Certain  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  hereinafter  named, 
have  associated  together  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  Odd  Fellows  Preamble, 
hall  in  the  borough  of  Columbia,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  and  have 
with  certain  moneys  raised  by  issuing  certificates  of  stock  and  certifi- 
cates of  loan,  purchased  a  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground,  situate  on  the 
north-east  corner  of  Locust  and  Second  streets,  in  the  said  borough  of 
Columbia,  and  erected  upon  the  same  a  hall  and  other  buildings  for  the 
use  and  accommodation  uf  various  lodges  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows;  therefore,  .1. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Generrd  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
William  Patten,  Guilford  G.  Claiborn,  Elias  J.  Sneedcr,  Samuel  Trus-  Corporaors. 
catt,  Samuel  D.  Young,  Andrew  Gohn  and  Amos  b.  Grcjen,  and  their 
65 
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snocessors,  and  all  persons  who  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  associated 
with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  a  body 
pohtic  and  corporate  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of 
"The  Odd  Fellows  iiall  association  of  Columbia,"  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in 
all  the  courts  of  law  or  equity  within  this  common  wealth  and  elsewhere  ; 
and  also  to  be  able  to  take  and  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors, 
either  by  gift,  sjrant,  devise  or  lease,  any  lands  or  real  estate  for  the 
use  of  the  said  association,  and  to  take  and  hold  for  the  use  of  tiie  said 
association,  any  goods  and  chattels,  sum  and  sums  of  money,  by  gift, 
grant,  bargain  and  sale,  will,  devise  or  bequest  from  any  person  or  per- 
sons whatsoever  capable  of  making  the  same  5  and  the  same  at  their 
pleasure  to  grant,  bargain  and  sell  for  the  use  of  the  said  association, 
and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things 
which  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  do  and  perform  for  the  well  being  and 
due  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  association:  Provided^  That 
the  real  estate  of  which  the  said  corporation  shall  at  any  time  be  pos- 
sessed, shall  not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollars: 
And  provided  also,  That  the  certificates  of  slock  and  certificates  of 
loan  already  issued  by  the  persons,  and  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  shall  be  assumed  by  the  said  the  Odd  Fellows  hall  associa- 
tion of  Columbia,  who  shall  pay  the  interest  now  due,  or  that  may 
hereafter  become  due  on  the  same,  and  redeem  the  same  whenever  they 
shall  respectively  become  due  and  payable;  the  liability  of  the  associa- 
tion for  the  payment  of  the  said  interest  and  the  redemption  of  the  said 
certificates,  to  be  the  same  as  if  they  had  been  issued  by  the  said  asso- 
ciation in  virtue  of  law  :  Jlnd  provided  also.  Thai  from  and  immedi- 
ately after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  tide  to  the  said  lot  or  piece  of 
ground,  and  the  hall  and  other  buildings  thereon  erected,  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Odd  Fellows  hall  association  of  Columbia,  as  fully  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  the  same  is  held  by  the  persons  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

Section  2.  The  stockholders  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Saturday  in  December,  and  choose  by  ballot  seven  trustees,  who  shall 
serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  ;  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  votes  polled  shall  constitute  a  choice,  and  in  the  event  of  a  failure 
10  elect  any  of  said  trustees  at  any  regular  election,  or  in  case  of  death, 
resignation  or  inability  to  serve,  growing  out  of  any  other  cause,  there 
shall  be  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees,  then  and  in 
such  cases  special  elections  shall  be  held  on  ten  days'  notice  in  any 
newspaper  of  the  borough  of  Columbia,  by  the  president  and  secretary 
of  the  said  board  of  trustees  ;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  at  their 
first  meeting  after  their  election  annually  choose  one  of  their  number  as 
president,  and  also  choose  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers 
as  the  business  of  the  corporation  may  require,  and  allow  to  each  of 
them  such  reasonable  compensation  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  proper  :  Provided,  That  the  trustees  and  officers  now  managing 
the  affairs  of  the  Odd  Fellows  hall  association  of  Columbia,  shall  con- 
tinue as  trustees  and  officers  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  till  the 
regular  election  shall  be  held  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation 
to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  their  will  and  pleasure  to 
change,  alter  and  renew,  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  shall  have  and 
exercise  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  corporation  hereby  constituted  and  as  herein  expressed. 
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Section  4.   The  (government  of  the  said  association,  and   the   man-  Government, 
agement  and  disposition  of  its  affairs  and  properly,  shall  be  vested  in 
the  said  board  of  trustees.
